You campaign for them, you vote 
for them, and then you send them to 
Beacon Hill. But, have you ever 
wondered what their lives are like 
once they get there? 

Because experience usually dic- 
tates responsibility, Newton’s 
legislators illustrate an excellent 
cross-section of life from in the State 
House’ a freshman’s cubicle to a 
senator's panelled office, and from a 
neophyte reading everything he can 
get his hands on to two chairmen try- 
ing to condense everything their com- 
mittee members get their hands on in- 
to organized legislation. 

The Graphic visited Newton's 
legislators last week particularly to 
see how the newest member of the ci- 
ty’s delegation was doing. 

“Just drop on down to the base- 
ment, you'll find me in Room 40," said 
David Cohen, conjuring up visions of 
pipe-lined hallways and sprinkler 
systems. Cohen had joked several 
weeks ago about his committee 
chances since he had strongly sup- 
ported the now defeated House rules 
reform package. 

But, Cohen did receive his first 
choice for committee membership, th 


Public Service Committee. And the 
State House basement is far from 
gloomy. Cohen's ‘‘very own desk” sits 
behind one of several panelled parti- 
tions in the sparsely decorated Public 
Services office. He is currently shar- 
ing his ‘‘cubicle"’ with an empty desk; 
things are still in the organization 
stages on the Hill. 

For a freshman learning the 
legislative ropes, days are long and 
Cohen seldom leaves his office before 
6 p.m. 

“ven now, there is a tremendous 
amount to be done. onstituents call 
asking for certain things C ‘‘ Cohen 
explained. help in dealing with state 
agencies’ 

But, this year, for the first time, 
representatives can hire aides to help 
them with the increased volume of 
work due to the smaller number of 
representatives since redistricting. 
Cohen selected Waban resident Jane 
Rutan as his aide. 

“In terms of volume of reading 
matter, even now I’ve had to become 
selective,’ the freshman continued. 
“T intend to continue to read as much 
as I can. It gives you a tremendous 
advantage in debating and working 
within the committee."

Carabetta may develop new country club plan

“Thumbs down" was _ the 
unanimous verdict on the proposal of 
Carabetta Enterprises for a develop- 
ment of the Chestnut Hill Country 
Club, but a completely different pro- 
posal may be waiting in the wings. 


The Land Use Committee voted 5-0 
against the proposed story, 428-unit 
and 30 townhouses 15-twin apartment 
buildings at a special meeting last 
Thursday night. The matters denied 
were the request for a zone change 
from Residence B and unzoned to 
Residence F, and a denial of a special 
permit for the townhouses. The 
special permit for the apartment 
building required ‘‘no action 
necessary.” 

The denial by the Land Use Com- 


New bus service would 
cost the city $15,000 


Two loop bus routes to serve the 
east side of Newton will get a 
favorable recommendation from the 
aldermanic Public Safety & 
Transportation Committee. 

The bus routes were devised by the 
Upstart Committee on Transportation 
of Weeks Junior High School, which 
worked with David Tannozzini of the 
city’s Planning Department, as a 
solution to the lack of MBTA bus ser- 
vice at night and on Sunday. 

The PS&T Committee will recom- 
mend to the Board of Aldermen that it 
ask the mayor to appropriate $15,600 
for a six-months trial of the proposed 
minibus service. 

Buses would supplement MBTA 
service from 6 p.m. to midnight Fri- 
day and Saturday nights and 8 a.m. to 
8 p.m. Sundays and will cost 25 cents 
per trip. An annual subscription fare 
is also contemplated. 

Loop 1 would run from Newton Cen- 
tre up Parker Street to Wheeler Road, 
Meadowbrook Road, Hartman Road, 


Brookline Street, Oak Hill Street, 
Dedham Street past the Countryside 
School to Centre Street, Walnut 
Street, Beacon Street and back to 
Newton Centre. 

Loop 2 would run from Newton Cen- 
tre on Beacon Street to Walnut Street, 
Homer Street, Lowell Avenue past 
North High School to Watertown 
Street, Pearl Street, the Main Library 
and back to Newton Centre via Centre 
Street. 

These routes would take young peo- 
ple to business districts and entertain- 
ment places and would serve the 
elderly as well, going right by two 
elderly-housing developments and 
close to another. 

The buses would be welcomed by 
many for attending church on Sun- 
days, when there is no MBTA bus ser- 
vice’ the committee believes. 

The buses also would make connec- 
tions with the MBTA Riverside trolley 
line at Newton Highlands and Newton 
Centre. 


Mayor, McGrath 
are at it once again

The mayor and Richard McGrath 
are at it again. 

Mayor ‘Theodore Mann last week 
charged McGrath, chairman of the 
aldermanic Public Facilities Commit 
tee with ‘“‘chicanery and deception’ in 
dealing with the recent money for a 
new Newton South football field and 
track. 

In a letter to McGrath and all 
members of the committee, the 
mayor set forth his version of the 
chronology that ended with the Board 
of Aldermen's Jan. 11 vote of ‘no ac- 
tion necessary” on $340,000 for the 
South facility. 

The vote took place at a special 
meeting of the Board called by the 
mayor, who hoped for a favorable 
vote of the Board on the expenditure 
of $340,000 for the field and track in- 
‘stead of the $250,000 limit imposed by 


the mayor and the School Committee 
two years ago, 

Since the $340,000 was available 
(transferred from an old account for 
Newton North two years ago) ‘‘no ac- 
tion necessary” would allow the 
mayor to use the money. 

Mann accused McCrath of refusing 
to attend a  department-heads 
meeting or a meeting with the mayor 
on Wednesday before the Thursday 
special meeting to be brought up to 
date on the bids and the alternatives. 

The special meeting was called 
because bids were to expire the 
following Tuesday, Jan. 16. 

McGrath said this week the mayor 
never tried to get a bid extension, 
although he had claimed that the low 
bidder would not extend the bids. 

McGrath also charged that the 
mayor had not contacted him before 
calling the special meeting and did

mittee comes as no surprise. The plan 
submitted by Carabetta was describ- 
ed by one alderman as looking as if 
the firm had no architect on its staff. 

Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris, who advocates negotia- 
tion with a developer rather than 
summary denial of a proposal’ asked 
whether Carabetta would consider 
revising his proposal down to 290 units 
and changing the zoning request to 
Residence E (no higher than six 
stories). The answers to both ques- 
tions were given, with qualifications, 
by Gerard McNeil, Carabetta's plann- 
ing coordinator — yes. 

Morris said later he had asked those 
questions, and then voted against the 
proposal as submitted, in order to 
give Carabetta some idea of what to 
shoot for the next time around’ since 
the proposal is sure to be defeated at 





the Feb. 5 meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

But the Chestnut Hill Country 
Club's most recent financial crisis, a 
foreclosure action by the Newton- 
based Mutual Bank for Savings’ may 
decide not only who is the eventual 
developer of the 81-acre property but 
also the type of development. 

Sources close to the Carabetta 
negotiations with the country club 
said this week that Carabetta is trying 
to buy the country club’s mortgage 
from the bank. The mortgage is 
reported at about $750,000. The ex- 
istence_of a second mortgage at a 
Boston bank was denied at last week's 
meeting by a member of the club. 

If Carabetta can get the land for 
$750,000 or $1 million, it might be able 
to build what the bank has been said 
to want, and the neighborhood is more

likely to accept — 100 townhouses — 
because it would have saved $1 
million in land cost. 

Carabetta is currently under a 
purchase-and-sale agreement with 
the country club to buy the property 
for $2.1 million. This figure was con- 
firmed by Howard Levine, attorney 
for Carabetta, at the meeting. 

If Carabetta were to obtain the mor- 
tgage or buy the land at auction if the 
foreclosure goes through, the agree- 
ment to maintain the club and at least 
a nine-hole golf course for 15 years 
would be wiped out along with the rest 
of the purchase-and-sale agreement. 

The club would then belong to 
Carabetta free and clear and would 
become a selling point for the 100 
townhouse condominiums, increasing 
their value. 

Some of the neighborhood might 


still object to the 100 townhouses, ac- 
cording to Eliot Cohen, who 
represents the Newton Com- 
monwealth Improvement Associa- 
tion, a group of neighbors, but pro- 
bably not in significant numbers. 

A developer could build 140 single- 
family houses and 22 two-family 
houses on the property as 
a matter of right, ac- 
cording to a Planning Department 
memorandum on the proposal. 


The Planning Department recom- 
mended denial of the proposed 
development but suggested further 
consideration of alternatives. 

The memorandum expands on the 
alternatives: “The proposed 
townhouses represent a scale and 
character similar to that of the sur-

Club‘s golf course 
preservation crucial

Preservation of at least a ninehole 
golf course was chosen last week as a 
high priority by some Conservation 
Commission members. 

“TI would like the golf course to stay, 
but not as a city acquisition,’ com- 
mission Secretary Helen Heyn told 
representatives of Carabetta Enter- 
prises. Carabetta has a purchase and 
sales agreement with the club for 
developing the land and is negotiating 
with the Mutual Bank for Savings, 
which is foreclosing on the club's mor- 
tgage. The developer's plans for a 
high-rise building and 30 townhouses 
were rejected by the Land Use Com- 
mittee last week. 

Maintenance of the golf course 
would V beg too expensive for the city 
to undertake, Mrs. Heyn said. VV 
“Our main concern is how the golf 


course can be kept viable with 
perhaps some winter access,’’ she 
said. 


In its discussion with the Carabetta 
people, the commission refused to 
consider the density problem or the 
height of the proposed high rise. 
Those matters are the 
Nathan Tucker. 


Retaining the golf course will main- 
tain the value of the neighborhood. 
said Gerard McNeil, Carabetta's 
development coordinator. Using the 
land as a_ playground would 
lower the economic value since such 
recreation areas are not maintained 
as well as golf links’ Parks also allow 
for a steady flow of children passing 
through the area, McNeil added.. 


For the golf course to exist, it can- 
not be cut below nine holes, McNeil 
said. Carabetta's plans not only retain

Fight brewing about 
director of finance job 


Abolition of the position of director 
of finance, approved by the Ad- 
ministration & Planning Committee, 
will be a controversial matter at the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night. 

Although the internal workings of 
city government, especially positions 
out of the public eye such as those of 
comptroller and city treasurer, are of 
little interest to most of Newton’s 
citizenry, the fight to keep an unfilled 
position on the books will get 
attention because of the rift it will 
cause in the Board of Aldermen. 


A proposal by Ald. Terry Morris to 
eliminate the position came about 
when the Board of Aldermen was 
again faced with a choice between 
Comptroller Lawrence Marino and 
Treasurer Theodore Scafidi. 

The position, which by ordinance 
must be filled by either the comp- 
troller or the treasurer, has not been 
filled for five years. 

When it appeared that Marino was 
going to work for the state, Ald. Paul 
Coletti proposed that Scafidi be ap- 


pointed director of finance and has 
stuck with that choice, even though 
last year Coletti had proposed Marino 
for the position. 

The job carries with it a little more 
supervisory power and possibly a 
small increase in salary.

Conservation Commission trims 
budget to save secretary funding

The Conservation Commission 
pared down its 1980 budget requests 
by 48 percent last week while still re- 
taining the salary for a proposed ex- 
ecutive secretary position. 


Under pressure from the ad- 
ministration, which would prefer all 
departments to maintain their cur- 
rent budget levels, the commission 
cut its proposed budget from $59,520 
to $30,805. Even with the cuts, the re- 
quest would run 46 percent higher 
than this year's budget. 


Most of the increase is devoted to 
salary for an executive secretary, 
who the commission feels is especial- 
ly necessary in light of the threatened 
resignation of its volunteer secretary, 
Helen Heyn. Mrs. Heyn has said she 


will resign this spring at the end of her 
term if she is not paid for her work. 

For many years, Mrs. Heyn has 
devoted five days a week to her 
volunteer position. It is she who does 
the liason work with the city and state 
departments, arranges wetland pro- 
tection hearings, and oversees the 
maintenance of the city's conserva- 
tion land. 

Unwilling to give up, the commis- 
sion included $13,000 for an executive 
secretary's salary and $850 for a 
typewriter. In making its cuts, the 
commission considered this position 
sacred. It even cut a $1,700 request for 
fencing a portion of Deer Park and 
$11,000 for a split rail fence for the 
recently acquired Kennard Estate. 

Mrs. Heyn was less willing to forgo 
the fences than & the other commis- 
sion members. They are needed to 
delineete the public land from its

abutters, she said. 

She was also reluctant to allow the 
cut for property maintenance from 
the original request of $20,000 to 
$10,000. The cut will make it impossi- 
ble to make the Kennard Estate ready 
for public access this year, Mrs. Heyn 
said. 

No funds were appropriated for pro- 
perty maintenance in the current 
budget. A minimum of $10,000 is need- 
ed, according to Mrs. Heyn, because 
the city has recently acquired so 
many conservation properties. This 
additional land is one of the main 
reasons the commission feels it is 
deserving of a larger budget and an 
executive secretary next year. 

Present at the meeting were Chair- 
man Dennis L. Ditelberg, Thelma 
Fleishman, Deborah Howard, Nathan 
Tucker, and Mrs. Heyn. Anita Hovey 
and Richard Staley were absent. 


Sport competition a problem 


for hearing-impaired students 


Newton North High School has two 
students in the hearing-impaired pro- 
gram who want to compete with other 
students in interscholastic sports. 

After all, the goal of Chapter 766, 
the state's special education law, is to 
integrate handicapped students into 
the regular school program, ac- 
cording to Athletic Director James 
Ronayne. 

But Jim Guertin, a a 120-pound 
wrestler, can't compete this year, his 
senior year, because he is 19. 

Marci8a Sprague, a diver on the 
swim team, won't be able to compete 
next year, her senior year, because 
she will be 19. 

The stumbling block these and 
other hearing-impaired athletes face 
is the age limitation for  in- 
terscholastic sports set by the 


Massachusetts Interscholastic 
Athletic Association ( MIAA). 

School Committee member Sandra 

Fleishman, who was instrumental in 
getting the Newton schools to house 
the Educational Collaborative of 
Greater Boston8's hearing-impaired 
program three years ago, raised the 
current problem at last week's School 
Committee meeting. 

Athletic Director Ronayne said that 
in addition to the above two Newton 
North students, a Day Junior High 
student was found to be ineligible to 
play with his peers because he was 
over 16. 

A waiver was granted by the MIAA 
for that student, Joe Letendre, to 
allow him to play on the junior varsi- 
ty team at Newton North. basketball 
Normallystudent a can only play at 


the school he or she attends. 

The School Committee unanimously 
passed a resolution that the MIAA 
“adopt a policy of greater flexibility 
in determining the eligibility of han- 
dicapped students” who have been in 
school longer than their peers 
because of their handicaps 


Sherman Kinney, assistant ex- 
ecutive director of the MIAA, said 
Tuesday that he expects various com- 
mittees of the organization will 
discuss the School Committee's 
recommendation at their meetings 
this month. 


The MIAA and committees are 
made up of principals, athletic direc- 
tors, school superintendents, school 
committee members, and some con- 
sultants. 


65% of Newton North students 
go on to some higher education 


More Newton North graduates go to 
work immediately after high schoool 
than their peers at Newton South, ac- 
cording to a survey of graduates 
prepared by the School Department. 

At Newton North High School, about 
65 percent of the students of the Class 
of 1978 continued their education in 
college or other schools, and about 27 
started percent working after gradua- 
tion.

MAPC reports 
on transportation of 
hazardous materials 


Almost every Greater Boston city 
and town in the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council «(MAPC) — 101- 
community district is the conduit for 
some type of hazardous substance, 
And 93 are either the origination, 
storage location or destination of 
hazardous materials. 


These are the major conclusions of 
a six-month research project con- 
ducted by MAPC on the transporta- 
tion of hazardous materials in the 
greater Boston region. 


At a public briefing held in Boston 
Jan. 24, MAPC_ staff members 
presented the results of the study. 
Some of the findings are that during 
1977 at least 1433 carloads of hazar- 
dous materials were transported by 
rail to greater Boston and an 
estimated 11,000 carloads to 
Massachusetts, industries in greater 
Boston generated a minimum of 4.6 
million gallons of hazardous wastes 
during a six-month period last year; 
and, while many state and federal 
regulatory agencies exist, shortages 
of trained personnel in the field of 
hazardous substances are common. 








“MAPC's purpose in conducting 
this study was to present specific, fac- 
tual information to local officials and 
citizens so that constructive steps can 
be initiated to strike a balance bet- 
ween public and environmental safety 
and local and regional economic in- 
terests,"’ said Carla Johnston, ex- 
ecutive director of MAPC. 


MAPC is calling for coordination of 
federal, state and local enforcement 
regulations; increased local govern- 
ment involvement in the development 
of uniform regulatory responsibilities 
governing hazardous materials 
transportation; and the regular 
distribution by the state and federal 
authorities of specific data describing 
the transport of hazardous materials 
through communities especially to 
fire and police departments.

Townhouses denied: , 


‘Castle’ reprieved 


_A 98-townhouse proposal for the 
Spezzano Farm, off Florence Street 
and Louise Road, Chestnut Hill, was 
denied last week by the Land Use 
Committee by a 5-2 vote. 

Committee Chairman Terry Morris 
argued against denial because the 
developer has proposed “‘aesthetic”’ 
changes in the plan and might offer 
other changes. 

“We have usually not denied so 
precipitously. If we don’t deny the 
petition, we'll probably get more 
Cooperation from the developers’” 
Morris said. 

Ald. Ethel Sheehan disagreed. ‘‘The 
Land Use Committee and the Plann- 
ing Department should not spend 
their time on outrageous proposals. 
We're not elected to do this,”’ she said. 

The developers, Florence Develop- 
ment Corp., may not resubmit the 
same plan for two years if the Board 
of Aldermen upholds the Land Use 
Committee denial. A different plan — 
Say, one with considerably fewer 
townhouses — may be submitted im- 
mediately. 

The official reasons for the denial 
were too high a density for the 
development, an unacceptable site 
plan, and conservation concerns. 

The Conservation Commission 
would like to see the land continue to 
be farmed, but the owner wants to 
give up farming. 

Ald. David Cohen raised several 
points about adequacy of sewerage 
and drainage in the area. He said 
there would be paving on some land in 
the flood plain and feared that 
would be paving on some land in the 
flood plain and feared that the land 
and is a part of Newton's drainage 
system. 

Cohen also thinks the land is needed 
to retain ground water, he said. 

Oldco-Temptronic 

A petition for extension of non- 
conforming use on Glen Avenue, 
Newton Centre, will be withdrawn if 
the Board of Aldermen agrees with 
the Land Use Committee. 

“Nonconforming"’ means a use that 
predated zoning and was therefore 
allowed to continue. 

The extension would allow Oldco, a 
sweater manufacturing and retailing 
firm, to continue leasing part of its 
building at 40 Glen Ave. to Temp- 
tronic, Inc., an electronic-component 
assembly plant. 

Teinptronic said it did not know ex- 
tension of nonconforming use was 
needed when it moved in five years 
ago. 

Neighbors have complained about 
the increased intensity of use at the 
location. The business of the retail 
store is declining, according to Jason 


Rosenberg, who represents the 
neighbors, and they fear Temptronic 
will take over the whole building soon. 

The chief complaints are the com- 
ing and going of large trucks and the 
increase in use of the parking lot. One 
abutter objected to the increase in air 
pollution due to increased automobile 
traffic. 

Temptronic president Henry Geren- 
das said he had not known that his 
firm's occupancy was illegal and 
there had been good relations with the 
neighbors in the beginning. 

But when it appeared that the oc- 
cupancy was illegal, he said, “‘All our 
friends became our enemies. If 
there's anything we can do to make 
the neighbors happier, we’ll be hap- 
pier.” 

Allowing the petition to be 
withdrawn will not solve the problem. 
It will allow another petition to be sub- 
mitted immediately, and it was re- 
quested that the firm do so before the 
Board meeting Feb. 5. 

Meanwhile, a a mediator agreeable 
to both sides will try to work out a 
livable arrangement. 

Lasell ‘‘Castle”’ 

The Land Use Committee took no 
action on a petition to subdivide a 
large house on Vista Avenue, Auburn- 
dale, into four condominium apart- 
ments. 

The developer, Wexler Construc- 
tion, must come to the Feb. 7 meeting 
to tell the committee whether it can 
divide the house into five apartments 
and give up its present intention to 
create two house lots out of the 3.75- 
acre parcel in addition to converting 
the house. 

The neighbors may well prefer the 
five condominiums to demolition of 
the building and subdivision of the en- 
tire parcel of land into five house lots. 

The house is under a purchase-and- 
sale from Lasell Junior College to 
Wexler Construction. 

Callahan's 

A 4-2 vote gave an approval to 
Callahan's Restaurant, 100 Needham 
St., Newton Highlands, to extend its 
hours of serving food, subject to a 
firm arrangment to obtain 20 more 
parking spaces. 

Callahan's has an agreement with 
Wexler Construction to use part of its 
equipment storage area, which abuts 
Callahan's present parking lot, to 
lease 20 spaces. 

If the leased parking is discontinued 
the restaurant will lose its special per- 
mit, according to terms set up by the 
committee. 

All votes of the Land Use Commit- 
tee are recommendations to the full 
Board of Aldermen, which will vote on 
the matters at its Feb. 5 meeting. 


DeNucci turns up nose 
at new statehouse office

His name is officially on the Ways 
and Means Committee roster, but 
you'll still find him where he's been 
for the past two years. 

Rep. Joseph DeNucci (D-Newton0, 
who repeatedly expressed his disap- 
pointment at having to leave his 
Health Care Committee office, was 
happy to hear early this week that he 
could serve on Ways and Means, but 
keep his physical office in Health 
Care. 

Several days after his appointment 
to Ways and Means, DeNucci visited 
his new office; he wasn't pleased. 

“I didn't like that entire operation 
up there,”’ said the representative ina 
telephone interview last week. 
DeNucci's new office in Ways and 
Means didn't afford him the ac- 
cessibility of his old one he said. The 
Health Care Committee office is one 
big office, divided by panelled parti- 
tions, making communications bet- 
ween secretary and representative 
very easy. 

The Ways and Means office is 
several smaller offices off a main 
area. DeNucci was upset because the 
receptionist has no way of knowing 
whether or not a representative is in 
his office. 





“I can’t depend on my aide to sit in 
my chair for eight hours and answer 
my phone when I'm out. I would ex- 
pect a prestigous committee like 
Ways and Means to have a better set- 
up,” he said. 

Last week, DeNucci termed the 
possible situation of serving on Ways 
and Means and having an office in 
Health Care, the ‘‘worst possible” 
solution. But after talking to all con- 
cerned committee and _ staff 
members, he decided he'd give it a 
try. 

“T talked to Finnegan « Ways and 
Means Chairman John J. Finnegan) 
and he told me I could sit wherever I 
wanted to,”’ DeNucci said. 

DeNucci plans to make daily visits 
to the Ways and Means office and 
said, ‘I'm sure that any information 
that has to get to me will get to me 
anyway.” 

DeNucci is also awaiting a decision 
from he House Speaker McGee on 
whether will be allowed to continue 
serving on Health Care in addition to 
his Ways and Means appointment. 
The new chairman of the Health Care 
Committee requested that the 
Speaker allow DeNucci to do so. Only 
once in the past has a representative 
served on a committee other than 
Ways and Means. DeNucci said he is 
not "‘pushing"’ the matter. 


Papers available Feb. 1 for 
Highlands Council election 


Nomination papers for the Newton 
Highlands Neighborhood — Service 
Area Council will be available at the 
office of the Election Commission, Ci- 
ty Hall, beginning Feb. 1, according to 
Alan Licarie, executive secretary of 
the commission. 

The council has nine members, who 
serve for two years. 

Papers signed by at least 50 
registered voters of Newton 
Highlands must be returned to the 
Election Commission by April 3 for 
certification of the signatures. The 
election will be held May 8 at the Hyde 
oy area council covers most of 
Newton Highlands, roughly the same 
area as covered by the Hyde School 
district. Streets included in the 
Highlands area for purposes of 
nomination and voting may be deter- 


mined at the Election Commission of- 
fice. 

The area council exists under a pro- 
vision of the city charter that permits 
“limited self-government though the 


establishment of neighborhood area , 


councils legal entities of the city 
government.” 

Its powers and functions are ad- 
visory to city government, for the 
most part, but it is empowered to ex- 
ert authority delegated by the city. 

The area council may also initiate 
and manage self-help projects and ac- 
cept funds from private and public 
sources, excluding the City of 
Newton.

A Newton South High School stu- 
dent and his parents have sued the 
Newton School Committee and school 
officials for more than $500,000 for 
allegedly depriving him of the educa- 
tion he deserved. 

David Fisher, 21, of 40 Voss Ter., 
Newton Centre, and his parents, 
Leonard and Goldye Fisher, claim 
that the School Department was at 
fault for giving him a diploma in June 
1976 and not giving notice that the 
diploma would deprive David from 
receiving further education in Newton 
schools. 

The case filed Dec. 26 in Middlesex 
Superior Court by lawyer Arthur 
Goldsmith alleges David and his 
parents were denied Constitutional 
rights to equal protection and due pro- 
cess by not providing the education 
other students receive, and by not in- 
forming him or his parents of their 
rights to further education. 

The complaint alleges that David 
“is functioning at the sixth grade 
level,’ and could still be receiving 
special education under Chapter 766 if 
he had not been given a diploma. 

The complaint also alleges that 
David's grades were “accelerated 
and inflated’ in his senior year 
without his “‘ever achieving an ade- 
quate understanding of the subject 
matter.”’ 

Goldsmith said in telephone inter- 
view this week that David Fisher ‘‘is 
not a dummy by any means. This is 
not a case of a stupid person." 

The Fishers seek $10,319 for the 
costs of sending David to private 
schools, tutors, and evaluators, and 
$500,000 for ‘‘damages sustained as a 
direct result of defendants’ actions in 
depriving David of four years of 
special education, including emo- 
tional distress as a result of . . . fail- 
ing to obtain satisfaction from the 
defendants, . . . and’for lost earnings 
that David will suffer as a result of 
losing four valuable years of special 
education.”’ 

Named as defendants in the suit are 
Superintendent of Schools Aaron 
Fink, Director of Special Education 
John Cullinane, Secretary to the 
School Committee Lillian Radlo, 
Newton South Principal Ernest Van 
B. Seasholes’gChief Psychologist 
Joseph Massimo, Newton South 
Counselor Richard Dermody, Mayor 
Theodore Mann, City Treasurer 
Thedtore Scafidi, and all current 
members of the School Committee. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk said 
Tuesday, ‘‘We haven't set up our 
game plan"’ for the defense of the 
case. 

Funk said he considers the com- 
plaint ‘rather outrageous,” but will 
take it seriously and respond to it. The 
city has until Feb. 22 to file a 
response. 

Lawyer Goldsmith said this case is 
not an “educational malpractice” 
case similar to ones that have been 
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dismissed in other states. He com- 
pared this case with one against the 
New York City Board of Education in 
which the plaintiffs were awarded 
$500,000 in damages by an appellate 
court. 

The facts in the complaint state that 
David had “many years of low 
achievement in the . elementary and 
middle school years,"’ and at Newton 
South High School it was determined 
he had perceptual handicaps. 


These included ‘‘poor visual 
memory, poor fine motor coordina- 
tion, and diffculty in processing in- 
formation’ resulting in ‘‘poor 
reading, writing, and spelling skills.” 


The complaint alleges there was 
“no adequate communication or con- 
sultation with David or his parents 
regarding David's educational 
placements, progress, or problems.” 
At one time in his junior year, he fail- 
ed phsyical education for lack of at- 
tendance, but the complaint states he 
was in an unsupervised exercise room 
because the regular gym was too 
crowded. 


David's parents did not receive 
copies of any evaluations or education 
plans required under Chapter 766 un- 
til just before he was graduated, the 
complaint states’ in violation of the 
state special education statute. more 


Reports about David Fisher's pro- 
gress and needs by psychologist 
Joseph Massimo and_ counselor 
Richard Dermody in 1976 ‘‘attest to 
David being able to profit from fur- 
ther special education,’’ according to 
a letter Goldsmith wrote to the School 
Department before filing the suit. 


In that letter dated March 30, 1978, 
Goldsmith tried to get David back into 
special education classes at Newton 
South. 


But on May 15, Assistant City 
Solicitor Kristen Apgar concurred 
with Director of Special Education 
John Cullinane and said, ‘The 
Newton School Department has 
fulfilled its responsibility under 
Chapter 766."" 


Under Chapter 766, the school 
system is supposed to provide special 
education services to all students re- 
quiring them until the students reach 
age 22' according to the complaint. 


“David did not legitimately attain, 
earn, or deserve the diploma given to 
him,”’ the complaint says, which 
violates the requirements of the 
Newton School Committee for 
graduation. Receipt of the diploma 
exempted him from further educa- 
tion. 

Among the motions Goldsmith 
plans to file after the city responds is 
one to discover the actual re- 
quirements for a high school diploma 
in Newton. 

Goldsmith said David is now atten-

The right 
to choose 


Isn’t there a certain amount of futili- 
ty in the newest surgeon general’s 
report about the hazards of smoking 
tobacco? 

Fifteen years ago the first such 
report stated that smoking contributed 
to the incidence of heart disease, em- 
physema, bronchitis and especially 
lung cancer. Some Americans were 
deeply concerned. A lot of plans to 
make quitting easier were produced. 
Probably the most favorable effect of 
the report was that some public areas 
have been closed to smokers for the 
benefit of those who do not smoke. 


HEW Secretary Joseph Califano is 
probably accurate when he said that 
the subsidies paid to tobacco growers 
don’t have much to do with an in- 
dividual’s decision to smoke. Of course 
if no tobacco were available it couldn't 
be used. But the marijuana trade 
should demonstrate, as did the 18th 
Amendment decades ago, that strict 
prohibitions are not very effective. It 
is inconsistent that the United States 
government continues to maintain an 
industry which another government 
department reports is seriously 
detrimental to health. Yet, unless such 
subsidies are gradually phased out, 
damage to the economy of tobacco 
growing areas would be extensive. 
Complaints of the Tobacco Institute 
and politicians from major tobacco 
growing states cannot be easily shrug- 
ped away. 

There are threats to life, limb and 
lung all over the country. If there were 
no liquor industry, fewer Americans 
would die of sclerosis of the liver. 
Respiratory disease would certainly 
be eased without the gasoline engine. 
No motorcycles or snowmobiles would 
remove the threat of brain damage to 
those who don’t wear helmets. If all 
northerners moved to Florida in the 
winter, no one would freeze to death. 

Of course there must be a 
reasonable balance established be- 
tween regulation and the individual’s 
right to make personal choices. In the 
case of smoking, facilities for the non- 
smokers should be made available, 
especially since second-hand damage 
from smoke is now suspect. There 
should be extensive education to 
reduce the use of tobacco, alcohol and 
marijuana among minors. 

But unless this nation goes to an 
Orwellian society, its citizens must 
have the right to choose. Facts should 
be provided about substances, 
whether tobacco or saccharin is con- 
cerned, and the individual must have 
the opportunity to make an informed 
choice.

Fighting inflation by stepping on brakes

President Jimmy Carter unveiled next year's 
federal budget, which he described as ‘‘lean and 
austere” but was still not balanced on its bottom 
line. 

The best that can be said for this budget is that it 
puts federal spending in a “stall mode” for the year 
and slows the attitude that problems can be solved 
by throwing money at them. 

It has always perplexed me that the government 
has not been forced to live within its revenues and 
budgets by law. 

Some of the runaway inflation facing all of us now 
results from actions and inactions of the federal 
government, yesterday, today and tomorrow. 

Inflation is measured not only by the increasing 
prices of products and services, but more im- 
portantly by the decrease of value of the currency. 
Ask anyone who is on a fixed income or deals with 
foreign competitors. 

But this is only the budget the Executive presents 
to Congress. 

I hope the Congress is listening carefully to the 
grumbles of resistance to any and all taxes, up- 
front or hidden. 

The amount of money the federal government 
sends back to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
will have an effect on Gov. Ed King’s ability to live 
up to his campaign promise to send $500 million 
back to the state’s 351 cities and towns to help con- 
tro] their ever-upward tax spirals. 

On the local level, school administrations, school 
committees and fiscal autonomy will come under 
heavy fire if an inordinate number of budget in- 
creases surface. In this city, Mayor Theodore Mann 
and the Board of Aldermen are on notice that many 
CETA programs, federally funded, will be cut back. 

The problem with the City of Newton's budget is 
that all the growth decisions are made in the 
mayor’s office on the general government side, and 
the school superintendent's office on the school side 
of the budget. 

The Newton Board of Aldermen can only reduce 
or accept the budget presented to them. It cannot 
substitute, increase or change the priorities in that 
budget. Yet the only input to that budget, when sub- 
mitted, has been from the adininistration. 

Rarely, an argument may be made to the inayor 
which will induce him to add or increase an item, 


And then he devotes like about 172 pages to telling 
the beastly bureaucrat how to do all those things 
and how to use non-commital techniques. 

Boren offers sets of rules to use when you are asked 
about matters of which you know nothing, matters 
that you wished to avoid taking a position on. 

Boren’s rules are tailor-made for those bureaucrats 
who, by keeping things from happening, prevent 
mistakes from being made. What could be better? It's 
easy to see that Boren is an expert in the field of policy 
thwartation. 

Dr. Boren, president of the National Association of 
Professional Bureaucrats, testified some years ago in 
Washington before the Subcommittee on Investiga- 
tions and Oversight of the Congressional Committee 


The School Committee has final responsibility, 
along with the mayor, who is a voting member, for 
the final school budget, but generally follows the 
superintendent's lead. 

In the current atmosphere to reduce or eliminate 
program spending, it is possible that successful and 
necessary services may be cut or drastically cur- 
tailed without Newton's taxpayers having a voice in 
the ultimate decision. 

The argument will be made that no matter where 
a cut is attempted, resistance will follow. 

It has come to my attention, that there are plans 
afoot to literally scuttle the continuing education 
program of the Newton public schools. The pro-

gram is to be reduced by almost half of its current 
budget without knowledge of the Newton taxpayer 
who uses and pays for this service. 

It is interesting that Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink has chosen this area in which to make a 
cut. 

Historically, at least back to 1909, the City of 
Newton has provided educational opportunities to 
citizens after hours to meet their needs. Over the 
years, they have included language courses for the 
foreign-born, citizenship courses for those who 
wished to be naturalized citizens, lip— reading 
courses for the deaf and hard of hearing, along with 
traditional education courses, and all at nominal 
charge or free. 

Today, these programs serve as a vital enrich- 
ment to Newton's adult citizens who wish to im- 
prove their job skills at typing or bricklaying or as 
personal education expansion, such as courses in 
investment, basic law or furniture finishing. 

‘The total cost of the program is about $130,000 and 


on Public Works which was inquiring into red tape, ex- 


cessive paperwork, and delays in the administration 
of public works programs, 

Congressman James Wright reported that a typical 
Corps of Engineers project today consumes about 17 
years from it congressional inception “until the first 
spadeful of dirt can be turned and the project even- 
tually begun.”

is staffed by certified professional teachers who 
will serve 3200 of Newton's citizens this year. 
Under Chapter 74, the state reimburses the 
citizens of Newton about $30,000 for continuing 
education. There is an approximate $10,000 to 
$20,000 shortfall in the program when all the money 
is counted. 


Program participants pay fees that range 
$15 to $25 a course and if faced with an Sage ae 
ing a little more to balance the books, they probably 
would. They have never been offered that alter- 
native. 

As a matter of fact, the propra as con- 
solidated at Newton North Hisncehontni eee 
Save money, while community schools continued to 
keep the doors of these same schools open for its 
programs. This is not a knock at community 
schools, which fills another part of the educational 
spectrum, but presented only as a contrast. 

Newton has a reputation across the state for 
quality in continuing education, including the 
driver education offered outside of the regular 
School program. The behind-the-wheel program 
took in $72,000 at a cost of $43,000, yet the program 
is slated for elimination. :

Temptronics petition 


To the Editor: 
On Nov. 8, 1978, the Land Use Com- 
littee of the Board of Aldermen held 
a hearing on a petition by Oldco Real- 
y to extend a nonconforming use at 40 

Glen Ave. 

At that hearing, 75 people voiced op- 
position either in person or in writing 
this petition, which would allow 


Temptronics, an electronics 
assembly business, to operate legally 
at the above address. 


Since this hearing, numerous let- 
ters have appeared in the local press 
from concerned citizens opposing this 
petition and one letter from Henry 
Lyden, the treasurer of Temptronics 
expressing his company's viewpoints. 

Mr. Lyden made a number of points 
in his letter which can be divided into 
three categories. First, the site and 
the problems that exist with or 
without Temptronics in our midst. Se- 
cond, the impact of Temptronics on 
our neighborhood, and third, a sum- 
Mary of the benefits of Temptronics 
presence, 

We would like to take this op- 
portunity to discuss the comments 
made by Mr. Lyden and others while 
bringing our own prespective to bear 
on these issues, 

In 1972 prior to Temptronics occu- 
pying the rear portion of what was 
once the Old Colony Sweater Mill, on- 
ly a small sweater outlet appeared to 
be operating in front building. The car 
traffic was at a minimum, the rear of 
the site was inactive and unpaved, 
and small trucks made infrequent 
deliveries to this outlet. 

growth at first was slow, going 

Temptronics' unnoticed by its 
neighbors until about a year ago when 
an expansion and repaving of the 
parking area accommodated a 
substantial increase in vehicular ac- 
tivity in and around the site. 

This is not to say that all traffic in 
the area is generated by this facility. 
Other problems, such as excessive 
use of Glen Avenue as a short cut 
around Newton Centre and speeding 
on Langley Road, are also of concern 
to us. The 70 odd cars and particularly 
the large semi-trailer trucks that ser- 
vice the Temptronics facility daily, as 
documented by neighbors, are not 
welcome additions to the other pro- 
blems that we are anxious to resolve; 
nor should these other problems be 
considered justification for the in- 
dustrial activities of Temptronics 
within a residential area.

ty aside, we have to live with its exter- 
nalized activities. With work hours 
from 6 a.m.-6 p.m., snow removal and 
trash collection occur before 6 a.m. 
By 8:30 a.m. the parking area is 
usually full. Large semi-trailer trucks 
frequenting the site taking dangerous- 
ly wide turns and backing up into 
driveways create a safety hazard. 

If, as suggested by Temptronics on- 
ly 45 out of 70 cars using this parking 
area are from Temptronics, the 
potential of their growth at this site to 
take over all parking spaces and the 
complete building with a proportional 
increase in truck activity is frighten- 
ing. With the strong growth of Temp- 
tronics and the decreasing activity at 
the sweater operation, this would pro- 
bably occur. very quickly once their 
occupancy was legalized. 

The site itself both legally and 
realistically is over utilized. Cars are 
parked to the property line with no 
side or rear yard setbacks. No space 
is available on site for snow, which 
gets dumped onto and around Glen 
Avenue, blocking site lines to and 
from the parking area, covering fire 
hydrants and neighboring property. 

The suggestion by Temptronics that 
the buying power of its employees or 
even its employment practices, 
directly benefit Newton is ques- 
tionable. By its own admission only a 
few of the employees are from 
Newton, and many travel from ‘‘as 
far away as Gloucester.” (The reason 
given at the hearing for 6 a.m.— 6 
p.m. scheduling). 

“Because of the nature of Temp- 
tronics business our people tend to 
stay put during the course of the 
day,” says Mr. Lyden hardly con- 
ducive to their spending their 
“million— dollar" payro}l in Newton. 
With all due respect, Temptronics’ in- 
terest in and benefits to Newton and 
our neighborhood seem minimal. 

The health of residential 
neighborhoods like ours is important 
to the stability and economic well be- 
ing of Newton. The growth of this non- 
conforming industry, through 
changes in use, within our otherwise 
completely residential area has had 
and will continue to have a deterimen- 
tal effect on our neighborhood 

For these reasons we request that 
the Board of Aldermen deny Oldco 
Realty’s petition.

School closing costly 


To the Editor: 

It is fortunate that we are discover- 
ing ;before it is too late) that to close 
and abandon some _ so-called 
“underenrolled” neighborhood 
schools is a costly mistake, 

An excellent example of this may be 
found in Emerson School. It was built 
at the cost of $92,408 and was designed 
to house classes from kindergarten to 
ninth grade. 

In 1955 an addition provided a 
modern gymnasium, an all-purpose 
room, a kitchen and an additional 
classroom. The cost was $335,791. 
Thus, this solid, well-proportioned old 
school has been modernized until to- 
day the building is a better facility 
than the original structure. All this for 
a capital outlay of less than $500,000! 
(Compare this with the estimated cost 
of the addition to the Underwood 
School.) 

The village the school serves is 
almost 300 years old; its school 
history 168 years. Upper Falls is still a 
growing community. It has ex- 
perienced the highest percentage of 
population growth (7 percent) of any 
village in the city in recent years with 
an imminent housing development 
bound to increase that percentage. 
What clairvoyancy do we possess that 
indicates this school will no longer be 
needed? Many of us are old enough to 
have witnessed the cycles of change 
and know that the next generation will 
be clamoring for its return. 

When I served on the PTA Council 


in the 1940s, during a period when 
many schools were being constructed, 
it was then agreed that Newton Upper 
Falls needed a new school. But a 
delay was suggested in Emerson's 
case because relocation was not a fac- 
tor, as this school ‘‘was ideally 
located in the area which it serves.” 

If Emerson is abandoned now and 
committed to a use that would pre- 
vent its functioning again as a school, 
where would a new school be located? 
There is simply no land available 
near Emerson's site to allow for anew 
building. 

Also, in the event of a closing we 
would be doomed to the perpetual use 
of buses whose already skyrocketing 
costs of operation indicate they will 
cost more than the alleged savings in 
closing the school. Witness the pre- 
sent situation where we are informed 
that our present bus contractor may 
soon go out of business, and Director 
of Support Services Cornelius has 
stated that if the city has to secure the 
services of another bus firm, it would 
be either “poorer service or more ex- 
pensive.” 

Any addition of these cumbersome 
vehicles will also bring additional 
consumption of our precious (and ex- 
pensive) fuel supplies. Certainly the 
mayor's austerity plan to conserve 
energy could start here. 

It is going to pay to keep our 
neighborhood schools open.

Auburndale to be inventoried 


Historic Newton Inc., an extension 
of the Newton Historical Commission, 
has been awarded $7500 for an inven- 
tory of historic buildings in Auburn- 
dale and Newtonville.

Oscar Wasserman, developer of the 
Wells Avenue office park, Newton-at- 
128, said he and the Mutual Bank for 
Savings, which foreclosed on the rink 
a couple of years ago, had tried to in- 
terest the city of Newton, the 
Metropolitan District Commission, 
which operates rinks in metropolitan 
Boston at low cost, and neighboring 
communities in agquiring the proper- 
ty for recreation. 


The rink is in the Wells Avenue of- 
fice park, next to the Charles River 
Tennis Club.

Building permits for 1978 increased 
by 103 over 1977 and represent more 
than §5 million additional taxable con- 
struction. 


Residential additions and altera- 
tions account for 372 building permits 
issued in 1978, up 76 over 1977. 
Estimated construction costs for the 
372 permits are $1,912,471. 


Commercial additions and altera- 
tions were estimated to cost $1,955,492 
for the 126 projects for which perinits 
were issued in 1978. 


Another 10 permits were issued for 
construction of commercial buildings 
that will cost $5,350,133. 


New house construction was up 
from 31 to 54 for single-families; two- 
families increased from 12 to 14; and 
multi-family buildings increased 
from 4to 11.

NCDF elderly housing 
gets Land Use Approval 


The Land Use Committee last week 
gave its blessing to a 43-unit apart- 
ment building for the elderly and han- 
dicapped on Sumner Street, Newton 
Centre. 

The project has been proposed by 
the Newton Community Development 
Foundation, which has nothing to do 
with current community development 
programs or corporations. 

NCDF, a nonprofit organization 
begun 10 years ago by Newton clergy, 
has been pushing for low- and 
moderate-income housing in Newton 
and was finally successful with its 
first project, The Hamlet, on Hamlet 
Street off Langley Road, two years 
ago. 

The new apartment house will be 
built on land owned by the Mutual 
Bank for Savings and will contain 40 
one-bedroom and three two-bedroom 
apartments. 

The project will be built under 
Chapter 121A by NCDF II organized 
as an urban development corporation 


and will pay reduced taxes. 

The one hitch to the proposal is the 
possibility that fire apparatus will 
have a difficult time maneuvering in 
the back courtyard. 

The building will have an archway 
through which vehicles must pass to 
get into the rear courtyard. A ladder 
truck might have difficulty once it got 
into the courtyard, and rubbish trucks 
will have to back out, according to 
Planning Director Charles Thomas. 

In endorsing the NCDF plan, the 
Land Use Committee made several 
concessions to the fact that elderly 
housing is being provided. Without the 
inclusion of the abutting lot around 
the corner on Lyman Street as part of 
the property, density would be too 
high, and the building itself exceeds 
the height allowed by right, especially 
the 89-foot tower. 

But the design of the building pleas- 
ed everyone, and the Board of 
Aldermen may, in granting a special 
permit, allow certain latitude.

50 persons be allowed to live in the two 
buildings. 

The house is owned by an Iranian 
woman, Paritcher Elganayan, and 
had been under purchase-and-sale 
agreement to SYD for more than a 
year.

Some aldermen, while trying to 
placate neim.hbors of the ashram, 
felt the Board was walking a very fine 
line in imposing the conditions it did. 

Hamilton said he saw nothing in 
Brookline's bylaws that would lead to 
problems similar to those en- 
countered in Newton, but he has not 
yet talked to town officials. 


The 35 or so members of Siddha 
Yoga Dham, a Hindu sect, have mov- 
ed out of their 26-room “ashram” at 
301 Waverley Ave. and are now occu- 
pying an even larger house in 
Brookline. 

According to Kirby Hamilton, one 
of the leaders of SYD-Boston, the 
group moved out of Newton because a 
45-50-room house was found in 
Brookline. 

The move will result in a ‘‘volun- 
tary withdrawal" of a suit by SYD 
against the city of Newton, according 
to Assistant City Solicitor Michael 
Peirce. 

In granting site-plan approval for 
use of the 26-room mansion on 
Waveley Avenue by the group, the 
Board of Aldermen restricted the 
number of occupants of the main 
building to 28, and forbade use of the 
carriage house as a residence. 

According: to Robert Freeto, at- 
torney for SYD, the Board exceeded 
its authority in setting the maximum 
number of residents at 28.

Legislative hearings underway Monday

As the 1979 legislative session gears up and bills 
start flooding the floor of the House and Senate, 
Newton's state legislators begin holding committee 
public hearings on upcoming regularly scheduled 
bills. 

The first of these hearings is scheduled for Mon- 
day, Feb. 5in the State House. 


The Joint Legislative Committee on Human Ser- 
vices and Elderly Affairs, co-chaired by State Sen, 
Jack Backman . and State Rep. David Mofenson, 
will hold their Feb. 5 hearing on two groups of bills 
relating to Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC), 


The first group of bills concerns restoring 
emergency relief to AFDC recipient. Emergency 
relief, which receives half its funding from a 
federal program, provides financial assistance to 
people receiving eviction, foreclosure or utility 
shut-off notices due to payment defaults on 
previous bills. 


The federal guidelines for emergency relief say a 
family is eligible for assistance once in a 12-month 
period if the children are under 21 and the family is 
a AFDC recipient or if the family's earned income

For example, using a in- 
come standard of $100 a month if an AFDC recipient 
made $90a month he received and $10 in aid, plus $6 
on a6 percent cost-of-living increase’ along with It, 
the standard raised to $106 a month. This allowed 
new income earners to receive aid. 

The new formula, however, only computes the 6 
percent cost-of-living factor on the $10 received to

Newton visitor to mainland China 
entertains Democrats with stories

Like many who have been fortunate 
enough to visit the People’s Republic 

| of China, Herbert Jones, dean of the 
School of Social Work at Boston 
University, couldn't say enough about 
the ‘‘astounding’’ progress the 
mainland Chinese have made in 29 
years. He spoke before the Newton 
Democratic City Committee last 
Thursday night. 

It appeared that Thursday's heavy 
rains kept many people at home, but 
the 21 members that did show up in 
the Mason-Rice School auditorium en- 
thusiastically listened and par- 
ticipated in Jones's informal talk. 

Jones, a well known Newton resi- 
dent and husband of Kathy Jones, a 
member of the Newton School Com- 
mittee, left New York last September 
to spend three weeks with 13 fellow 
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travelers to explore China for three 
weeks. 

The group, made up of mostly 
minorities at the request of the 
Chinese, visited six cities and landed 
on Oct. 1, in time to view the Libera- 
tion Day festivities. 

Jones described his visit to China 
as, ‘Ihe most important experience 
of my life." He said the growth of the 
country was amazing, ‘‘This is a giant 
that’s moving, it’s lumbering, it's 
moving.” not 

The New York of China is how Jones 
characterized the city of Shanghai, 
but with one notable exception, he 
said, the absence of crime. 

“I remember going in and asking 
for the key to my hotel room. The 
clerk behind the desk looked at me 
like I was crazy. Nobody's hotel room 
door was locked."”

Chinese society, Jones called that ‘‘a 
mind-blower”’. is a saying in China 
that ‘Women hold up the sky’, well at 
times it looks like they hold up the 
whole sky.” 

The Chinese certainly have made it 
easy for women to do just that; they 
have an exceptional maternity policy 
for women workers. According to the 
officials Jones talked to, a woman 
receives 56 days off with pay after the 
birth of her child, and 72 days off if the 
woman delivered twins. Factories are 
also equipped with nursery rooms. 

One of the hight points of Jones’ 
visitattended was the night they a 
state dinner in the Great Hall of the 
People. Chairman Hua watched over 
the crowd of some 3000 people, the 
whole dinner taking place in the space 
of one hour. 

While in a Shanghai department 
store, that serves some 100,000 
customers a day, Jones watched as a 
horde of people ran over to one 
counter. 

“IT went over to see what they were 
selling, it was a hot pink shirt! 
Nothing stylish at all, but it was a col- 
or.” 

Jones found the drab, grey-green 
unisex clothing of the Chinese in- 
teresting because he said he spent so 
much more time looking closely at 
faces. 

“I expected to see a more 
regimented society. I didn’t see that, I 
saw, instead, a very disciplined socie- 
ty.” 

Before saying goodnight to his au- 
dience, Jones re-emphasized the im- 
portance of his visit to China, and ex- 
pressed the hope that everyone in the 
audience would someday be able to 
visit mainland China also.

Committee work, which occupies 
much of a representative's time, in- 
volves several different stages. Tradi- 
tionally, each committe holds a public 
hearing to consider a set of related 
bills scheduléd for consideration by 
the whole House. After these hear- 
ings, the committee goes into ex- 
ecutive session during which it 
decides to give the House a favorable 
or unfavorable report on the bill. 

Cohen said that since about 1971, 
these executive sessions have been 
open to the public’ although it is still 
within the chairman's discretion to 
hold them privately. 

From the committee, the bills are 
scheduled for consideration of the full 
House by the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives.

All that is 
going to do is put a greater burden on 
states to provide this kind of 
assistance.

“I don't think 
reorganization itself is the key, the 
new department will do no better than 
the old one unless there is a commit- 
ment of new personnel to carry out its 
goals. Gov. King said that we may im- 
plement it’ but with less money. 
Without money and personnel it could 
bea total waste.” 

Gov. King’s hiring freeze has af- 
fected one new human service area 
that Sen. Backman is particularly 
concerned with. 

In last year’s legislature, a hotline 
for abused children was created by 
statute. “The statute said it (the 
hotline) would go into effect Jan. 1. It 





Association. Such a development 
could possibly eliminate the golf 
course, said Eliot Cohen, the attorney 
for the neighborhood association.

Windows broken 


in two locations 


An anonymous phone call summoned police to the 
Shawmut Community Bank, 15 Cyprus St., Newton 
Centre, at approximately | a.m. Saturday where 
they discovered what appeared to be a bullet hole in 
the front window of the building, police reported. 


The caller reported seeing the occupants of a gold 
Pontiac doing damage to the bank's window. Police 
called bank manager Paul Corrigan to the scene 


and together they searched the inside of the bank, 


finding no evidence of a bullet.

Police placed the sling 
shot in evidence and are continuing their investiga- 
tion. 


Another window breaking incident occurred at 
Jack Lane Lincoln-Mercury, 1180 Washington St., 
Newton, sometime between last Friday evening 
and Saturday morning. 


Police reported that a front, plate glass window 
had been broken at the dealership by a steel bear- 
ing. Police found tne bearing inside the showroom 
among the broken glass and said the break could 
have been made by a sling shot. 

A 65-year-old woman was approached by a heavy 
set man last Friday evening in Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital and asked her if she was interested in pur- 
chasing a portable Sony television for $30, The man 
identified himself as the owner of a trucking com- 
pany and told the woman he had televisions 
available for that price. 

The woman then drove the man to Cleveland Cir- 
cle where she told him she only had $6 in her purse. 
The man, described as 59-years-old, 190 pounds, 
took her money and fled.

Police immediately placed 
Hutton under arrest for allegedly breaking and 
entering the house. 

A house search found a portable color RCA televi- 
sion by the front door, and the glass in the rear door 
broken. A check of the suspects car revealed the 
plates were stolen, police said. 

Breaking the lock on a rear door, an unknown 
person entered Newton-Wellesley Hospital Tuesday 
around noon, stealing four cylinders of nitrous ox- 
ide gas, popularly known as laughing gas. 

A blue wheelbarrel, five bags of cement, a bag of 
mortar, a sledge hammer, a 100-foot extension 
cord, and two power cement chisels were taken 
from a house under construction at 280 Nevada St. 

The break-in, reported by Arnold Belli, owner of 
Belli Construction Co., was accomplished by enter- 
ing the house by forcing open a basement window, 
police said.

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‘Transition 
to a dream’

Everything in life changes and how a person ac- 
cepts those changes demonstrates their character. 
For Irene Coughlin, one of the biggest changes in 
her life was moving from Needham to Cape Cod. 


The Coughlins had lived in Needham for 20 years, 
but Albert Coughlin’s heart was always at the Cape 
and his wife understood. Two weeks a year, their 
family vacationed at the Cape and Al Coughlin 
always left reluctantly. 

Asa loving surprise, Mrs. Coughlin found a house 
on the Cape when her husband was on a business 
trip, and they put their Needham home up for sale 
when he returned. That was four and one half years 
ago. Mrs. Coughlin plunged into the move to make 
her husband's dream come true. 

Once they were actually living at the Cape, Mrs. 
Coughlin faced a personal struggle. 

Recently, she wrote a book, ‘‘Transition to a 
Dream,'' documenting her adjustment to life at the 
Cape. While she freely presented her husband with 
his dream, when they were actually living on the 
Cape that Mrs. Coughlin faced a personal struggle. 

In the beginning her new life included great 
lonliness and a temporary loss of identity. There 
was a grieving period during which she mourned 
leaving Needham. However, outgoing and friendly, 
her natural affinity for people helped her fight 
depression, 

Not only did she learn that she could change, she 
also found she had courage. Two years after mov- 
ing, Mrs. Coughlin discovered she had cancer. ‘‘The 
doctors didn't have too much hope, but I did. I had 
great faith and a lot to live for.”’ As far as she is con- 
cerned, that part of her life is past. It is a minor 
part of her book taking up only one page in a 
chapter entitled ‘‘Time out."” 

She emerged from her illness to find her life 
richer and stronger. Discovering new friends on the 
Cape and carving out a piece of a new life, she 
resolved to write the book. 

Her transition had been solidly made and she felt 
that recounting her experiences “would be helpful 
to others who were afraid and unhappy.”’ 

In the forward, she writes that ‘these pages are 
written for who all who are contemplating or have 
recently made a change in their life pattern, to 
share with them my transition and to encourage 
them to make their trnasition, softly, anywhere, 
anyplace, but especially on the beautiful planet I 
shall never leave again."' The ‘beautiful planet” is 
of course, CAPE COD. 

Mrs. Coughlin had made her husband's dream 
come true while her own dreams remained ‘“‘hid- 
den, alone.” In a poem she wrote ‘'I'll learn to 
forget my dreams and yet,"’ these dreams remain- 
ed “locked deep in my heart.’’ One of the dreams 
was to write. 

While she had lived in Needham, she had written 
poetry which had been published. However, she 
wryly noted that ‘I also have many, many rejection 
slips." The writing of this book came naturally. 

She wanted to tell people that life on the Cape is 
“entirely different—but there are so many lovely, 
warm people.'’ 

In some ways, she says she has the best of all 
possible worlds. She is close enough to her old 
friends to call them and to see them when she wants

Ms, Jokihaara, who is here through the Youth for 
Understanding Exchange Student program, will be 
visiting in the states until July. She is studying at 
Dedham High School. 

To help the group create recipes from the coun- 
try, she used ‘‘The Finnish Cookbook” by Beatrice 
A. Ojakangas which is published by Crown. 

Everyone who attended the dinner brought a Fin- 
nish dish, Ms. Jokihaara make pies used in the 
eastern part of Finland for sandwiches and they 
were filled with a rice porridge filling. Members 
with Finnish backgrounds brought recipes which 
were handed down in their families.

(An authentic recipe)

Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. or 375 degrees F.

to. ‘All my old neighbors still get together annually 
and the whole group comes to visit back and forth.”’

Dear Diane: I loved the recipes for soups and 
would like some more, preferably some with 
mushrooms. thanks. A. Preston, Newton 

Dear Ms. Preston: Here are some hearty winter 
soup recipes which take on a special elegance when 
mushrooms are added. They are hearty enough to 
be called stews, yet juicy enough to be served in 
soup bowls, with chunks of crusty bread to soak up 
the sauce. They are ‘ordinary’ soups made extraor- 


dinary. ARTY MUSHROOM AND 
BEEF SOUP BOWL 
1 pound medium-sized fresh mushrooms 
% cup salad oil, divided 
2 pound boneless chuck, cut in %-inch cubes 
1 cup chopped onion 
6 cups beef broth 
1can (11b. 1202z.) whole tomatoes, crushed 
1-% teaspoons salt 
1-% teaspoons oregano leaves, crushed 
¥Y% teaspoon instant minced garlic 
1 bay leaf 
% cup sliced carrots 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
% cup water 
1 cup cooked rice 
% cup red burgundy wine 
Rinse, pat dry and slice mushrooms (makes 
about 5 cups). In a large sauce pot heat 2 tables- 
poons of the oil until hot. Add mushrooms; saute un- 
til golden; remove and set aside. Add remaining 2 
tablespoons oil; heat until hot. Add half of the beef 
cubes. Brown well on all sides; remove and set 
aside.

1 teaspoon salt 

Ya teaspoon pepper 

¥a cup finely chopped fresh parsley 
42 cup cooked rice 

1 egg, beaten 

Prepare the pastry according to the directions 
and roll out to about ¥%-inch thickness. 

Brown the beef and onion in a frying pan until all 
the red color is gone. Season with the salt and pep- 
per, add the parsley and rice, and mix well. Cool. 

Cut 3-inch rounds or squares of the pastry and 
place 1 to 2 tablespoons of the filling in the center of 
each piece of dough. Fold the dough over the filling; 

Place the tarts on a 
lightly greased baking sheet, brush with the beaten 
egg, and allow to stand at room temperature for 10 
minutes before baking. Bake in a hot oven (400 
degrees) fro about 10 minutes or until a light golden 
brown.

NEEDHAM It is an historical landmark, a 
haven for local wildlife, a valuable natural resource 
and a source of recreation for many area residents. 

But despite its unmeasurable worth, the Charles 
River, at least in some parts, is abused and 
neglected. 

Car seats, beer cans, soda cans and shingles, 
pallets, papers, cigarette butts and clothes all 
can be found on the scenic shores of the Charles 
River by Highland Avenue and the New England In- 
dustrial Park in Needham, 

There the trash sprouts like metal wildflowers 
beneath the hard and softwood trees lining the river 
and is seldom disturbed. 

Today the area is a little cleaner. Prompted by 
calls from the Daily Transcript about its photos of 
the area, the MDC, which is responsible for clean- 
ing the riverbanks, sent in a 10-man crew with a 
payloader, dump trucks and other vehicles to tidy 
the woods. 

The MDC claims, however, that it does not have 
enough men and equipment to do the job regularly. 

Rita Barron of the Charles River Watershed 
agrees the MDC “has a poor maintenance record,” 
but adds that “‘it’s a tragedy.” 

The Highland Avenue section of the Charles, 
which Mrs. B@Frda.admits “is not now one of the 
scenic wonders" in the area, provokes people to 
question the value of the river and of saving it, she 
said. 

But Robert DiBono, area supervisor for the MDC, 
feels there is little he can do. He has a three-man 
crew to maintain the VFW Parkway, the Redwing 
Bay area of the Charles and the Cutler Park section 
of the river (which includes the part by Highland 
Avenue) 

He explains that ‘there must be priorities,’ and 
the priorities naturally emphasize ‘‘the areas you 
can readily see, such as the Parkways.” 

MDC personne] *‘stab"’ the Cutler Park river sec- 
tion ‘pick up papers and cans with pointed sticks) 
about once a week, and collect larger items once or 
twice a year, according to DiBono. 

Residents of the area paint a slightly different 
picture of MDC diligence in maintaining that part 
of the river. 

According to Nina Prohodoski, who has lived in a 
house abutting the MDC property for more than 20 
years, the MDC seldom comes by to clean the area 

She noted that one couch had been by the access 
roadway for nearly three years.

George O'Malley, acting director of the MDC, 
said the ‘isolation’ of the area adds to its use as a 
dumping area and that because ‘“‘it's at the end of 
our parks system, it gets less attention.” 

But the people who live there, who boat and fish in 
the river, and who can remember swimming off the 
shores of the once lovely Charles, say they do not 
want to hear excuses about why the river is a 
favorite dumping spot. They say they want the half 
million dollars a year the town pays to the MDC to 
be used to keep all the commission's properties 
clean, even those not so visible to the general 
public.

Thelma Stovall: 
making waves in Kentucky

FRANKFORT, Ky 
(UPI) — Kentucky has 
long been known as the 
state with the “‘damndest 
politics,’ but Lt. Gov. 
Thelma Stovall has given 
the phrase new meaning. 

Mrs. Stovall, a 30-year 
veteran of Kentucky 
politics, has virtually 
made Gov, Julian Carroll a 
prisoner in his own state 
while she prepares to seek 
the Democratic 
nomination for governor in 
next May's primary, 

Last March, after a 
strong lobbying effort, 
Mrs. Stovall was unable to 
head off a vote in the state 
Senate to rescind the 
state's 1972 ratification of 
the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment, 

Although opposed by her 
and indirectly, the 
governor, the movement 
won its case after three 
extremely close votes and 
repeated attempts by Mrs. 
Stovall, the presiding 
officer, to block action 
through procedural 
barriers. 


She eventually won the 
battle when Carroll left the 
state and Mrs. Stovall, as 
governor, vetoed the 
recision resolution. Her 
action brought cheers from 
women's groups plus a 
fiveminute spot on a 
national talk show. 

But, the 59-year-old 
Democrat, who has never 
lost an election in the 
commonwealth, had a 
higher seat in mind. She 
began dropping hints 
shortly after the ERA 
incident about a possible 
gubernatorial campaign in 
1979. 

She now faces six other 
candidates for the party's 
nomination, including the 
administration's choice 
and two anti- 
administration contender- 
s. 

In November, with 
Carroll again absent from 
Kentucky, Mrs. Stovall 
called the legislature into 
special session to examine 
various tax and utility rate 
relief matters,

should be made. 

The next time Carroll 
left the state in early 
December, Mrs. Stovall 
ordered an audit of the 
state's capital construction 
fund to determine whether 
any fat existed to finance 
her relief proposals 
estimated by her to cost 
$73 million. 


She termed the fund, 
over which the governor 
has unchecked authority, a 
political ‘sugar bowl." 
The results of that audit 
are expected late next 
week after the legislature 
meets in special session. 


For all the excitement 
she has caused, Mrs. 
Stovall has had to accept 
her share of setbacks. The 
Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee 
threatened to subpoena her 
to testify about spending 
cuts after she failed to 
appear twice. 


When she did appear, 
she angrily declared, ‘I'm 
Thelma Stovall, the 
lieutenant governor of 
Kentucky, and I'm going to 
run the lieutenant 
governor's office.” If Mrs. 
Stovall has anything to say 
about it, that would be only 
one step.

Green Thumb 


By George Abraham 

GROWING PEP- 
PERS? If you plan on 
growing some pepper 
plants in your qarden 
this summer, you're 
probably wondering 
which varieties are 
best. There's no one best 
pepper. We suggest you 
try two or three dif- 
ferent varieties and 
when you get one suited 
to your area, stick with 
it. Try Lady Bell, 
Vinedale, Sweet 
Yellow Banana and 
Staddon's Select for 
starters. A reader tells 
us he crossed a hot 
Christmas pepper (they 
are edible) with a 
California Wonder, and 
he got a bell pepper that 
looks like a sweet one, 
but hot as hades. 
Thisoften happens, so if 
you grew sweet peppers 
near hot ones last year 
and saved the seeds, 
you'll have a_ sweet- 
looking pepper, but one 
that’s hot to taste. Pep- 
pers are what is called a 
naturally selfed crop, 
meaning that about 86 
percent of the pollina- 
tion is done by itself, 
and roughly 14 percent 
is due to wind (mostly) 
and insects (only occa- 
sionally). Sweet pep- 
pers will readily cross 
with hot ones and since 
hotness is a ‘,dominant” 
character, a cross bet- 
ween a hot and a sweet 
will give you a hot F1 
hybrid. 

If you want to be on 
the safe side, order your 
seeds from a reliable 
seed house as you're apt 
to get seeds grown by 
experts, free from con- 
tamination, 

BEDBUG PLANT : 
The Kalanchoe (pro- 
nounced Kal-ann-koh- 
ee) is getting to be a 
mighty popular house 
plant, being sold more 
and more by florists. 
Home gardeners are 
often disappointed to 
find they can't get it to 
flower. Kalanchoe is 
what is a called a short 
day plant, whose 
natural flowering period 
is from late December 


through January, 
Florists get it in bloom 
out of season by 


manipulating the lights. 
If your plant isn't mak- 
ing any buds, then 
maybe its not getting 
enough light. Florists in- 
duce flowering during 
long days by covering 
the plants with black 
cloth for 13 hous hours 
at night temperatures of

criticism goes on national crusade

SPOKANE, Wash. (UPI) 
— Former air traffic 
controller Steven Gibby 
will likely be in your city 
sometime this year. 

He is an acknowledged 
expert in his field and he 
has much to say about 
what has happened in the 
field of air traffic safety 
around airports in the past 
40 years. His answer is 
“little or nothing has been 
done — and that is the 


problem.” 

He says that while 
baggage processing, 
cafeterias, car rental 


space, and virtually every 
ground-level convenience 
in airports have been 
brought up to 20th century 
needs or are in the process 
of being updated, the 
means by which the air 
traffic is regulated has not 
moved. 

Gibby, a former air 
controller in Portland, 
Ore., began his one-man 
crusade in an appearance 
before Congress recently. 

He gained national 
recognition for com- 
plaining (and predicting, it 
turned out) in a written 
report several months ago 
that air traffic control over 
Lindbergh Field in San 
Diego was inviting 
disaster. 

He did not realize the 
accident situation he was 
worried about would turn 
out to be the worst air 
disaster in U.S. history. 

The fact that his report 
came to light with the 
crash in September 
awakened in him ‘‘a lot of 
bitterness” and a desire to 
try to insure it didn't 
happen again. 

He immediately 
assessed the situation at 
the airport in Portland 
where he was working and 
went public with his 
criticism two weeks ago. 
He was fired. 

He is currently touring 
some 40 cities throughout 
the country, convinced 
that going public will 


) change things. 


Spokane was one of his 
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first stops. The city is 
justifiably proud of its air 
terminal, which annually 
handles about 1 million 
persons, There hasn't been 
an accident to speak of. 

There was one near 
collision between planes in 
1976, It got a lot of attention 
for awhile, but the general 
feeling was “our airport's 
one of the safest.” The 
FAA agreed. 

Gibby showed up, met 
with controllers one night 
last week and announced 
his findings. 

“Near-misses occur 
daily over Spokane 
International Airport,” he 
warned. “It's as bad as 
Lindbergh Field, It’s just a 
matter of time.” 

FAA officials disputed 
this, saying only that the 
situation is not as bad as 
San Diego because fewer 
planes land and takeoff 
from Spokane than San 
Diego. 

Gibby also said that a 
longstanding gap between 
the officials in charge of 
promoting safety, the 
Federal Aviation 
Administration, and the 
persons on the line, air 
traffic controllers, has 
apparently become a 
chasm over the question of 
air safety throughout the 
nation. 

More traffic controllers 
are coming forward and 





confirming his charges, 
instead of remaining 
silent, or disproving them, 
he said. 

His main contention is 
that inadequate equipment 
is being used to track 
aircraft coming and 
leaving most airports even 
though the technology 
exists to correct the 
problems, He _ said 
priorities and money have 
prevented updating in 
most cases. 


He charges there is also 
a lot of complacency and a 
“1940s mentality on the 
part of many of the 
Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration officials”

directly in charge of safety 
regulation and en- 
forcement. 

Gibby said most radar 
equipment now being used 
has “blind spots” — areas 
where no one knows which 
plane is where. It is during 
this time that mere luck 
avoids collisions, ac- 
cording to Gibby. 

Regarding near misses, 
Gibby said that ‘‘too often 
the FAA is not even aware 
of the number of near- 
misses because those 


reports go to the National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration (NASA). But 
the FAA could easily find 
out if it asked the con- 
trollers.”

in an unusual program for secon- 
dary school students to be held at 
Wellesley College this coming sum- 
mer, Barry Nalebuff, a 20-year-old 
MIT junior from Newton, will teach a 
workshop in economics and another 
which he calls ‘‘Megamath.” “I think 
pure mathematics is the finest 
science for learning how to think,” 
Nalebuff said. 

“First you have to define what the 
problem is, find patterns, use calcula- 
tions and make conjectures; then you 
have to sit down and prove or 
disprove these conjectures. You can 
use these skills for anything. Most 
people have no idea what 
mathematics is,” explained Nalebuff, 
whose enthusiasm for mathematics is 
shared with an incredibly diverse 
number of other interests. 

Nalebuff is one of 26 undergraduate 
and graduate students who will be 
conducting workshops in a national 
program for teenage boys and girls. 
This will be the third season for the 
program, “Exploration '79," but this 
will be the first time that the program 
will be held on the 500-acre Wellesley 
College campus and the first summer 
that the program will include residen- 
tial as well as commuting students. 

For a change of pace, Nalebuff says 


he will also draw on his other ac- 
tivities and interests and teach jitter- 
bugging, Chinese cooking, breadmak- 
ing, unicycle riding, squash, ultimate 
Frisbee, model rocketry, war game 
diplomacy, and the making of ice 
cream (one of his favorites is banana 
chocolate fudge ). 

Melissa Marshall of Canton, a 
senior at Sharon Alternative High 
School, attended the program during 
the past two summers. Nalebuff’s 
seminar in ‘‘Number Theory” was 
one of the workshops she took in 1977. 

“T found the whole ‘Exploration’ 
program an incredible experience. As 
for the course in mathematics,” she 
said, “I don’t like math at all. I'm not 
good at things like that. But this 
course gave me a whole new perspec- 
tive on the subject.” 

Last summer Melissa participated 
in a workshop on the origins of 
various religions titled ‘Oh God," a 
political science workshop titled ‘‘Old 
and New Political Ideas,’ a workshop 
that explored alternative lifestyles, 
and a workshop in scientific ethics. 

“That is what was so good. ‘Ex- 
ploration’ is a very diverse program. 
It isn't strictly academic, and it isn't 
strictly social. And since the instruc- 
tors are only a few years older than

Now that Marino is going to stay, 
and Marino and Scafidi apparently 
work well together as equals, Morris 
would like the position abolished on 
the grounds that it has not been 
necessary for the past five years and 
will not be necessary in the future. 

Morris was instrumental in having 
the data processing division removed 
from the control of the treasurer and 
made into a separate, full-fledged 
department several months ago. At 
the same time, data processing was 
removed from the control of a direc- 
tor of finance, if there were one. 

Coletti told the Administration & 
Planning Committee that Scafidi had 
told him if the position of finance 
director ‘is there,”’ then he wants the 
job. 

“If the position was there, he said 
he'd feelColetti as if it were a slap in 
the face if he didn't get it,’’ said, and 
questioned the fairness of not appoin- 
ting Scafidi. 

Morris commented, ‘‘A number of 
these aldermen present voted to 
rehire Scafidi — that was fair treat- 
ment.” 

Scafidi has been with the city for 12

Ald. Elaine Gentile wanted to retain 
the position as a liaison between the 
newly formed Data Processing 
Department and the other financial 
offices of the city. 

Gentile was also concerned about 
the need for one person to be in charge 
should there be a vacancy in the com- 
ptroller's position again. 

The possibility of a vacancy in the 
treasurer's position, and its effect on 
the comptroller’s office, was not men- 
tioned. 

The vote to abolish the position was 
6-2. Ald. Robert Tennant, Robert 
Gaynor, Donald Budge, and Ernest 
Dietz were in favor, and Ald. Coletti 
and Gentile were opposed. 

Coletti’s nomination of Scafidi as 
director of finance got a ‘‘no action 
necessary” by the same vote. 

The matter will probably be 
debated extensively Monday night.

Ted Kennedy, Carter ally on selection of judges 


Association, eventually

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Carter will find 
an ally in the new chair- 
man of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee when 
he tries to appoint federal 
judges selected for legal 
merit rather than politicl 
clout. 

Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy was, as one aide put 
it, ‘‘on the thinnest of ice 
with other senators at this 
point” over possible 
changes in the Senate's 
traditional role in naming 
federal judges, but he 
began to shake up the 
system as soon as the 96th 
Congress convened. 

The Massachusetts 
Democrat's past speeches 
and writings commit him 
to merit selection of judges 
and more women and 
blacks to fill 152 newly- 
created vacancies on the 
district and circuit courts. 

Speaking Oct. 7, 1978, to 
the National Organization 
of Women about the 
legislation providing new 
judgeships, Kennedy said: 
“Tam absolutely com- 
mitted to ensuring that 
qualified women and 
minorities are appointed to 
a significant number of 
those judgeships. 

“This bill gives us a 
unique opportunity to 
correct an embarrassing 
and inexucusable im- 
balance on the federal 
bench. As chairman of the 


Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee ... I will expect to 
see a significant number of 
nominations of women to 
these important 
positions.” 

Kennedy, one of the 
Senate's foremost liberals, 
replaced Sen. James 
Eastland, D-Miss., one of 
its most conservative 
members, at the head of 
the Judiciary Committee. 

He has been conferring 
for several months with 
Carter and Attorney 
General Griffin Bell over 
the problem of filling the 
new judgeships. 

Also, Kennedy's aides 
have been working with 
Francis Rosenberg, 
Eastand's long-time chief 
counsel, on past practices 
have been used in ap 
pointing judges. 

Discussion has centered 
on the “blue slip” — a blue 
piece of paper carrying the 
name of a nominee which, 
if not returned by the 
senators of the nominee’s 
state, could kill a 
nomination. 

Kennedy aides believe 
the blue slip may have 
been overrated. They say 
few judgeship nominations 
ever were killed by the 
blue slip but it has been 
used often by senators as 
leverage to get other 
things they want. 

“Rosenberg told us that 
the blue slip really was just 
a way of finding out what 


the home state senator felt 
about the nominee. 
Eastland usually let the 
Justice Department know 
they had a problem if the 
blue slip were not retur- 
ned. It was almost an in- 
formal early warning 
system for Eastland that a 
problem might exist,” a 
Kennedy aide said. 

Kennedy has decided to 
end the absolute veto of a 
single senator over a 
judgeship nominee in his 
state — one of the Senate's 
oldest patronage 
traditions, Kennedy said if 
a senator will not return a 
blue slip on a prospective 
judge, he will inform the 
committee and let the 
members vote, in open 
session, whether to honor 
the objections. 


Kennedy in the past has 

not been afraid to put 
merit above political 
considerations in picking 
judges. He was one of six 
members of Judiciary who 
opposed the nomination of 
former Connecticut Gov. 
Thomas Meskill to the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in 
1975, 
Meskill was being pushed 
by Sen. Lowell Weicker, R- 
Conn, The senator 
reportedly wanted Meskill 
on the bench to keep him 
from challenging Weicker 
for the Senate. Meskill, 
rated “not qualified” ty 
the = Amerie r \ 


was confirmed. 


In minority views, 
Kennedy and the other 
senators said Meskill 
lacked the “background 
and qualifications 
necessary to meet the 
minimum standards which 
the Senate should appy in 
exercising its power to 
advise and consent to his 
lifelong appointment” as 
an appellate judge. 


“In the final anaylsis it 
can be said of this nominee 
that he has almost no legal 
qualifications for this high 
judicial office and that his 
performance as mayor and 
governor .., raised may 
instances evidencing both 
a lack of judicial tem- 
perament and an in- 
sensitivity to the ap- 
pearances of im- 
propriety.” 


There was one instance 
in Kennedy's past, 
however, when he put 
political considerations 
and personal friendship 
ahead of merit in pushing a 
nominee for a federal 
judgeship. 


In 1965, at Kennedy's 
urging, President Johnson 
submitted the name of 
Francis X. Morrissey, one 


of Joseph Kennedy's, 


cohorts, for a district court 
vacancy in Massachussets.

Emory Folmar — pistol packing mayor

MONTGOMERY, Ala. 
(UPI) — There is a black 
and white caricature 
circulating around town 
that portrays Mayor 
Emory Folmar as a Dick 
Tracy-like character 
called ‘‘Dick Foolmer: 
Private Mayor.” 

Folmar is depicted in a 
trench coat with high top 
boots and he is wearing a 
oversized badge and a belt 
buckle with the inscription 
"104", 

In one hand he bran- 
dishes a pistol and in the 
other he is holding a long- 
haired youth upside down 
while marijuana leaves 
fall to the floor. 

Inthe background a rock 
group is performing, 
supposedly at a Mon- 
tgomery Civic Center 
concert that inspired the 
parody on the 48-year-old 
mayor. 

“I find the likeness very 
amusing,” Folmar said in 
an interview. ‘But it shows 
me with a .45-caliber semi- 
automatic pistol which I 
don’t have any trust in 
whatsoever. I carry a 
revolver.” 

Folmar, a_ highly 
decorated Korean combat 
veteran, laughs about the 
cartoon, but said it typifies 
him only to the extent that 
he is dedicated to ‘making 
life miserable” for drug 
pushers. 

The  pistol-packing 
mayor has been criticized 
by some because of his 
direct involvement with 
the police department. 

He often shows up at 
crime or fire scenes with 
his .38 caliber revolver 
tucked in the back of his 
pants. Folmar used a two- 
way radio to help police 
control the crowds at high 
school football games and 
he’s even been known to 
help direct traffic. 

But he says his first- 
hand involvement with the 
police or any other city 
agency is all in a day's 
work. 

“T make it my business 
to know what’s going on in 
the police department,” 
says Folmar. “It's just 
that I get more visibility 
with the police depart- 
ment, but I spend a great 
deal more time with the 


maintenance department 
and the sanitary depart- 
ment than I do with the 
police department.” 

Folmar says he carries a 
gun because he goes into 
dangerous areas of the city 
and his life has been 
repeatedly threatened. 

“When people call you 
up and say they're going to 
blow your head off or blow 
your car up and do this and 
do that on a fairly regular 
basis... I’m not afraid, but 
I’m damn sure ready,” he 
Says. 

“IT made life miserable 
for drug pushers in the city 
and I continue to do so. 
During the time we were 
cleaning up the mafia- 
oriented massage parlors 
in town, lots of threats 
were involved because lots 
of money was involved in 
that.” 

Twice within the past 
seven months, Folmar’s 
car has been riddled with 
shotgun blasts as it was 
parked, unoccupied, in 
front of his home. 

He said of the latest 
attack, which occurred 
just minutes after the start 
of the New Year, “If they 
really want to take on the 
mayor, I will be glad to 
accomodate them. People 
like that only come at you 
from the back, anyway. 
It's a sickening com- 
mentary on the times when 
something like this goes 
on.” 

Folmar drew the ire of 
the Alabama Civil 
Liberties Union a year ago 
when he ordered police to 
conduct mass searches of 
patrons entering the civic 
center for a rock concert. 

A federal court judge 
ruled the searches were 
unconstitutional, but he 
gave the city power to curb 
illegal drug use with 
controls over lighting and 
seating arrangments at 
concerts. 

Folmar said he does not 
regret ordering the mass 
searches and would do it 
again if he thought it were 
necessary. 

“This wasn't a par- 
ticularly happy chapter in 
our life,” he said, “but it 
was one duty required and 
if I had it to do again, duty 
would prevail and I would 
do it again.”” 


Folmar’s showdown at 
the rock concert began 
building when he ac- 
companied police to 
earlier rock shows. 

“From the very 
beginning those hard rock 
shows created problems,” 
he said. “We asked the 
band leaders, we asked the 
promoters, we asked 
everybody involved to stop 
the illegal drug activities. 

“And they laughed about 
it to the point where the 
band leader said ‘all right, 
everybody light up a joint 
and let’s get started.’ 

“The iast rock show 
several of us went to prior 
to the search, we stood in 
the balcony and the 
marijuana smoke hung 
over the auditorium like a 
fog in the early morning in 
the North Carolina hill 
country.” 

“We rotated the police 
officers in and out of the 
auditorium so that they 
would not get a vicarious 
high from breathing in the 
marijuana that was in 
there.” 

Since the city has drawn 
up new rules governing 
crowd control, most rock 
concerts have either 
bypassed Montgomery or 
elected to stage their 
shows at the state 
coliseum. 

But it doesn’t bother 
Folmar. ‘The civic center 
is alive and well and 
flourishing with the right 
kind of activities,” he says. 
“It's doing just exactly 
what the majority of the 
citizens of this town want it 
to do.” 





Folmar first ran for the 
city council in 1975 because 
“I figured I owed some 
civic rent.” 

As city council 
president, he was 
automatically elevated to 
acting mayor in March 
1977 when former Mayor 
James Robinson resigned 
during a scandal in the 
police department. 

Several high-ranking 
police officials were also 
forced to resign after a 
young unarmed black man 
was shot to death while 
police were chasing a 
robbery suspect. Police 
were accused of planting a 
gun beside the youth's 


body. 

When Folmar was 
elected mayor in April 
1977, he personally took 
control of the beleaguered 
police department and 
became its fiercest defen- 
der. 

“T think they know they 
have my complete 
backing,” he said. “They 
also know I'm listening to 
that (police) radio 24 hours 
a day all week long, that I 
show up at the crime 
scene, that I'm frequently 
up there and that I make it 
my business to know 
what's going on. 

“My philosophy of 
leadership is that I don't 
expect anybody to do 
anything I won't do or 
haven't done,” says 
Folmar. 





Folmar, who usually 
leaves for work around 6

Recycling newspapers and magazines 


By Betsy Il ewenberg 
Recycling questions of the week: 
What kinds of paper are recycled in 
Newton and what products are made 
from them? Also, what is the market 
value for the different kinds of paper? 


Newton collects only newspapers 
and magazines for recycling. This 
represents approximately 18 percent 
of the total waste we throw away, and 
almost half of the paper disposed. 

People ask why only newspapers 
and magazines are recycled. The 
reason is economic. Newspapers and 
magazines are worth $5 per ton in 
Newton at present. Mixed paper, a 
combination of all waste paper, has 
market value. Therefore, if Newton 
were to recycle all mixed paper, we 
would not be paid for our efforts. . 

Besides newspapers and 
magazines, other commonly recycled 
papers include corrugated and high 
grade office papers. None of these 
categories are presently recycled in 
Newton due to high handling costs and 
low volume. Corrugated represents 
only 1.5 percent of residential waste, 
although obviously a much higher 
percentage of commercial waste. 
High volume stores such as super- 


fact, used corrugated boxes comprise 
40 percent of all waste paper recycled 
in the United States and are the 
largest single source of waste paper 
for recycling. However, corrugated 
recycling is, at present, a commercial 
and not municipal venture. Recycled 
corrugated is worth $23 per ton. 

High grade office paper, including 
computer print outs and tab cards, 
are the most valuable grades of waste 
paper, At present, white ledger 
(writing paper) is worth $40 per ton, 
computer print out $50 per ton, col- 
ored tab cards $65 per ton and white 
tab cards are worth $100 per ton. 

Like corrugated, these grades of 
paper must be carefully separated 
and free of contamination to com- 
mand this high price. High grade 
waste paper is not being recycled in 
Newton, although many private com- 
panies find it worthwhile. The 
logistics of collecting a relatively 
small amount of a specialized paper 
seem to make this form of recycling 
unworkable in a municipal recycling 
program. 

The newspapers and magazines 
that Newton recycles are mostly 
made into boxboard. Approximately 


15 percent is used for various pro- 
ducts including recycled newsprint 
and building materials such as roof- 
ing and flooring materials and 
wallboard. 


Several years ago Newton received 
$27.50 per ton of paper. The price has 
dropped to $5 per ton, the base price 
according to our contract, since June 
1978, 


Paper prices fluctuate wildly. Since 
paper is used mostly in packaging and 
for building materials, its value rises 
and falls with the economy. When the 
economy is strong and paper com- 
mands a high price, many com- 
munities initiate recycling programs, 
creating a large supply of recycled 
paper. 


If the economy slows down, the flow 
of paper for recycling does not sud- 
denly stop. The result is a glut on the 
market and a sharp drop in the price 
of recycled paper. This situation oc- 
curred in 1974,

The present low price has been 
complicated by the energy crisis. 
Cellulose insulation, made from 
recycled fibers, was hailed as a 
panaces for our energy problems. 
Paper prices shot up and additional 
recycling programs were established 
only to be destroyed by unfavorable 
publicity on the flame retardant pro- 
perties of cellulose insulation. Hence 
the present low price of $5 per ton for 
newsprint. 


Regardless of the present market 
situation, increased participation in 
recycling will mean _ increased 
revenues. As market values increase 
for our recyclables, so too will our 
revenues.

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Mofenson assails budget, 
Carter plan ‘inequitable’ 


Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton) reacted strongly to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's ‘lean and 
austere” budget, calling his 10 per- 
cent military budget increase and his 
cut backs in assistance to children 
and families in need, ‘‘an inequitable 
balancing of national priorities." 

Mofenson said he was especially 
troubled by the Administration's pro- 
posal to end Social Security child sup- 
port benefits for parents after the 
youngest child reached the age of 16. 
(Currently parents receive benefits 
until the youngest child is 18). And he 
criticized the proposed elimination of 
a $255 lump-sum death benefit, label- 
ing the proposed cuts in Social Securi- 
ty ‘hurtful and unsound.” 

Cutbacks in health care were also 
singled out by Mofenson, as well as 
what he termed the President's 
“backing out of his full commitment 
to the economic development of our 
region. Given the rate of inflation, 
even modest budget increases in

health and economic development ac- 
tually represent a net loss.”’ 

While the Newton lawmaker said he 
was pleased with the increased fun- 
ding for this region's research and 
development of solar technology, he 
said he was disappointed that more 
was not being done to aid considera- 
tion of wind and other non-nuclear 
energy alternatives. 


Rep. Mofenson said that the Ad- 
ministration's premise that its budget 
would have a significant impact on 
the rate of inflation is ‘‘doubtful."’ He 
warned that excessive budget cutting 
could unnecessarily trigger a reces- 
sion. 


The Newton lawmaker expressed 
strong doubts that the Administra- 
tion's tight fiscal and monetary 
policies could provide an acceptable 
solution to the inflation problem. He 
estimated that a slow growth, high 
unemployment cure for inflation, 
would be extremely expensive in both 
human and economic costs.

Those hooligans 
in the cement

“Cement” is one of the first 
words that students of Russian 
learn at Newton North High 
School 

In the cement factory they are 
introduced to cement mixers, in- 
Spectors, engineers, spies, and 
hooligans people who stamp 
out flowers. 

The logic of spies and 
hooligans in a cement factory is 
not important in Lucien 
Weisbrod's introductory Rus- 
sian class; the absurdity of the 
story makes the grammar and 
pronunciation easier to digest. 

One of the students to whom 
Weisbrod’s approach appeals is 
Anita Greenbaum, an adult who 
is taking advantage of the 
School Department's offer to go 
back to high school in classes 
where there's room. 

Mrs. Greenbaum refers to 
Weisbrod as a ‘remarkable and 
“excellent’’ teacher; one more 
students should know about. 

Referring to high school 
students, Mrs. Greenbaum said, 
“They hear the word ‘Russian’ 
and think, ‘it’s so difficult.’ It 
isn't, the way he teaches it."’ 

Mrs. Greenbaum is worried 
that Russian may be one of the 
subjects cut at the school due to 
declining enrollment and a pro- 
posed budget that will have to 
absorb all inflationary increases 
for next year. 

In the past few years, 
Weisbrod has watched his Rus- 
sian classes shrink. 

He used to have first-year 
classes of 30 students and third- 
year classes of 15 students. Now 
he has 10 students in his first- 
year class and four students in 


his third-year class. Mrs. Green- 
baum is in the first-year class, 
and a fellow-adult is in the third 
year. 

Weisbrod, who has been to 
Russia eight times, realizes the 
problem of shrinking enrollment 
will not be solved by a novel 
teaching technique. 

The main reason most high 
school students take a language 
course is because two years of a 
foreign language are still re- 
quired for admittance to many 
colleges, Weisbrod said. 

French, Spanish, and Latin 
are offered at all junior high 
schools in Newton, (except at 
Day Junior High where French, 
Italian, and Latin are taught.) 
Most college-bound high school 
students continue studying the 
foreign language they started in 
junior high. 

Weisbrod also teaches a 
French class with 20 students in 
it. It fits into the grouping of 
students who study the language 
for college entrance."” 

“It’s not a highly motivated, 
stimulated class. Probably none 
of ithe students) will ever take 
another foreign language,” he 
said. 

The school system's coor- 
dinator of foreign languages, 
Preston Shea, considers the of- 
fering of three Romance 
languages “ethnically in- 
cestuous."” 

They are  ‘“‘linguistically, 
culturally, and historically very 
close,’’ Shea said, adding he 
would like to see more variety in 
the junior high school offerings. 

Shea would like to take a look 
at teaching Russian, Chinese, or 
Arabic in the junior highs.

George Stiglich still hasn't 
received any bonus. In contrast, City 
Engineer U. M. Schiavone, who has 
since retired, was given a $4000 bonus 
for serving as interim director of 
public works a few years ago, and 
current Public Works Commissioner 
Charles Thomas lasgivent month was 
a bonus of $2292 for his work as acting 
commissioner from January to June 
1978' while he was (and still is) plann- 
ing director. 

Stiglich for more than a year filled 
his own job as assistant treasurer and 
Scafidi's job at the same time, with no 
extra help, by working late and on 
weekends, 

‘The Board of Aldermen approved a 
resolution Dec. 19, 1977, that asked the 


mayor to appropriate money for a 
bonus for Stiglich and any other 
employees who served or would serve 
as an acting department head for 
more than 90 days. 


The Board suggested a bonus of 3 
percent of the full department head's 
salary for every 90 days an employee 
served as acting department head, to 
a maximum of 10 percent of the 
department head's salary. 

I. 1975-76 Stiglich, as assistant 
treasurer, was paid $16,242 a year; 
Scafidi’s salary was $22,000. As 
described in the resolution, Stiglich's 
bonus could not have exceeded $2200. 
Ald. Eliot Cohen had once proposed a 
$9000 bonus. 

A resolution is not binding on the 
mayor, nor does it have to be signed 
and returned to the city clerk, or 
vetoed. 

Asked ‘Tuesday whether he 
remembered the resolution, Mayor 
Theodore Mann said he did not. After 
the point of the resolution was ex- 
plained, he refused to comment and 
would only say, ‘Thank you for br- 
inging it to my attention.”

Has cable TV’s time come?

If the prospect of spending an even- 
ing with a six-pack watching the 
Board of Aldermen or the School 
Committee on television isn’t exactly 
your idea of fun, how about the latest 
movie? 

All this and more could be available 
with cable TV. 

Mayor Theodore Mann and the 
Board of Aldermen have separately 
shown an interest in looking into the 
feasibility of cable television for 
Newton. 

The mayor has announced that he is 
reviving his old committee on cable 
communications, which in 1972 and 
1973 investigated cable TV for Newton 
and then recommended a moratorium 
on decisions until a Cable Com- 
munications Commission for the city 
could make reports on_ several 
specific areas of cable TV. 

The permanent Cable Communica- 
tions Commission was never ap- 
pointed, and the whole cable TV sub- 
ject was allowed to drop at that point. 

Ald. Mark White recently has begun 


agitating for the appointment of 
another aldermanic committee on 
cable television to inquire into the 
benefits, cost and problems 
associated with cable. 


White has asked Mayor Mann to 
submit to the Administration & Plann- 
ing Committee al] material available 
on the activities and recommenda- 
tions of the mayor's committee. 


The major problems with cable TV 
in Newton, according to the report of 
the mayor’s 1972 committee, were 
whether the system should be fran- 
chised or owned by the city of Newton, 
what the market would be, and 
whether the franchisee could be re- 
quired to connect all houses in the city 
to the system. 

Boston, which rejected cable TV in 
1973, is also reconsidering its deci- 
sion. New cable systems have started 
in many communities around Boston. 

When Mayor Mann, the issuing 
authority for licenses, first con- 
sidered allowing cable TV_ into 
Newton, he and other city officials 
considered the public- 
communications aspect of cable one 


of its main attractions, especially 
through the use of two-way cable, 
which would allow the use of cable by 
schools, libraries, and even city 
government. 

The wiring of the city was a major 
question — whether wires should and 
could be strung from existing utility 
poles, or put underground at enor- 
mous expense. 


Franchising was of concern to the 
mayor's committee at the time of its 
study. Cable TV franchisees were 
regarded as somewhat unstable, and 
the committee worried about what 
would happen to equipment if a com- 
pany went out of business. 

That time may be past. 

Cost to the subscriber, estimated at 
the time, would have been $15-$29 for 
installation and $5 or more per month 
for service, which could provide 20-80 
channels via cable. 

Service from Warner Cable, the 
largest cable company in the Boston 
area, with about 40,000 subscribers in 
the Boston area, charges less than $10 
a month for its basic cable. 

The applications of cable TV seem 


Board dispatches land use petitions 


Carabetta Enterprises suffered a 
defeat Monday night at the hands of 
the Board of Aldermen, which denied 
unanimously Carabetta'’s proposal to 
build a twin-towered, 420—unit apart- 
ment complex and 30 townhouses on 
the Chestnut Hill Country Club pro- 
perty. 

There was no discussion. 


Carabetta may submit a different 
plan at any time, and he or some other 
developer may submit a plan for 
developing the 81-acre site with 100 or 
so townhouses. The new concept may 
be made possible by the foreclosure 
on the property now under way by the 
Mutual Bank for Savings, which may 
make the property available at less 
than the §2.1 million asked by the 
club. 

Spezzano Farm 

Another development plan — 98 
townhouses proposed for the Spezzano 
Farm, off Florence Street, Chestnut 
Hill — was denied by the Land Use 
Committee but saved by a motion to 
send the matter back to committee of- 
fered by Ald. Ethel Sheehan. 


Sheehan said she had not known at 
the time the committee denied the 
matter that Planning Director-Public 
Works Director Charles Thomas did 
not want the development to be 
discusssed then, since the developer 
was going to submit a revised plan. 


Bloomingdale parking 

Federated Department Stores was 
allowed to withdraw its petition to use 
the Cramer parking lot in the Wells 
Avenue office park for about 250 
employees who work at the new store 
in Chestnut Hill. A shuttle bus was to 
have been used to get employees to 
work. 

Residents of the area had objected 
to an increase in traffic. 

Bloomingdale's may return in the 
spring with another petition.

Ald. Robert Stiller questioned the 
safety of the design of the proposed 
apartment house for the elderly plan- 
ned by NCDI for Sumner Street, 
Newton Centre’ as well as the density 
of the project (43 units), parking 


facilities, and other aspects of the pro- 
posal. 

Stiller asked rhetorically whether 
the Board would approve the plan if 
the city were proposing it. 

The proposal uses land owned now 
by the Mutual Bank for Savings. 
NCDF will buy the land and lease 
some back to the bank, which now 
uses one of the lots, the ‘‘Lyman 
Street lot,’’ for parking. 

The density requirements for 
NCDF will be satisfied by the owner- 
ship of that lot. 

Stiller especially objected to an ar- 
chway in a tower in the proposed 
building, through which automobiles 
would have to pass to a rear parking 
area. Because the building is to be 
built on the front lot line, abutting the 
sidewalk, the archway will limit the 
sightline of persons driving in and out. 

The housing will be about 75 percent 
subsidized for low-income elderly and 
handicapped tenants. 

The vote was 21 in favor and 2 op- 
posed. 
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unbelievable. Not only can cable 
carry programs from other parts of 
the country, a two-way system can 
also be used to provide answers to 
questions directed to the library, help 
children sick at home to keep up with 
their classroom work, and even read 
water meters. 

Public access is a strong require- 
ment of the Federal Communication 
Commission regulations on cable TV, 
and citizen groups would have un- 
dreamed of rights to express 
themselves to an audience. 

The mayor's 1972-73 committee 
recommended such a thorough in- 
vestigation of every facet of cable TV 
before any application for a franchise 
is awarded that any decision must be 
years away. 

There seems to have been no public 
demand for cable TV, whose edge 
may been taken off by pay TV, just 
getting statrted in the Boston area. 

There seems also to have been no 
demand from cable companies, 
although there has reportedly been 
one application filed with the mayor's 
office recently.

City finances well-managed, report says 


Laventhol & Horwath, certified 
public accountants, have given 
Newton good grades on its internal ac- 
counting procedures in a manage- 
ment report for fiscal 1977. 

“City officials are to be commended 
for the actions which have been taken 
(since the last audit, for FY74), par- 
ticularly the treasurer in the area of 
cash flow management." The report 
goes on to say that tests have shown 
that more than 90 percent of available 
funds were invested to earn max- 
imum interest. 

However, Laventhol & Horwath 
continued, there are several areas in 
which previously suggested changes 
have not been made. 

The report notes that the Water

Department, at least at the date of the 
report, October 1978, was. still 
duplicating effort in its billing pro- 
cedure and still calculating some bills 
manually.

No formal plan has been 
“‘documented,”’ the report says, for 
conversion of the city data processing 
systems to the new computer that will 
be shared with the School Depart- 
ment. 

Posting of cash receipts in the 
treasurer's office was found to have 
careless errors and should be checked 
by someone other than the person do- 
ing the posting. 

Newton is in violation of federal 
revenue sharing regulations by not 
keeping historical records of capital 
items costing more than $1000 bought 


in whole or in part with revenue- 
sharing funds. Another violation has 
been the use of ‘‘antirecession” funds 
for capital purchases. | The latter was 
recently corrected by a funds 
transfer.) 

For planning and insurance pur- 
poses, the city should keep records of 
all costs of property, plant, and 
capital equipment, which it has not 
done, according to the report. 

The accounting firm noted that in 
some cases the assessor's office did 
not have signed documentation for 
abatements. It recommended that all 
abatements be approved by the 
assessors in writing to reduce the 
possibility of unauthorized 
abatements being processed.

assess proposed budget

With an audience of about 60, the 
Planning & Development Board 
heard comments and complaints last 
week about its proposed $2.3 million 
community development budget for 
fiscal year 1980. 

As in previous years, many were 
dissatisfied with the proposed funding 
for the direct human services, that is 
for day care scholarships, street 
workers, and mental health pro- 
grams. The Planning & Development 
(P&D) Board had allotted to these ac- 
tivities $140,000, which is 6.2 per cent 
of the total budget. 

More money should be allotted to 
the direct human services, said 
Human Service Advisory Committee 
member Paula Belsey. A sizeable 
chunk of the committee's request was 
cut, she noted. 

The committee wanted $254,100, but 
this figure included $10,000 for a 
transportation study. The study was 
fully funded in the proposed budget as 
a separate line item, thereby bringing 
the overall direct human service 
funds to $150,000. 

Currently the committee is spen- 
ding $149,000 on direct services, Ms. 
Belsey said. As a result, money the 
for program now in operation will 
have to be cut, she said. 

The $149,000 comes from two years 
of funding, said P&D Board Chairman 
Margaret Smith. The committee did 
not allocate its 1978 money until this 
fiscal year. “Must an ongoing pro- 
gram be continually funded forever?” 
Mrs. Smith asked. 

With inflation taking an ever in- 
creasing bite from low and moderate 
income people, more funding is need- 
ed for direct social services, said 
Joanne Williams of the West Subur- 
ban Council for Children. Money for a 
comprehensive needs assessment 
should be allocated to determine all 
those who need human services aid 
within the city, she added. Such a 
study was undertaken in Malden for 


$30,000 with community development 
funds, Ms. Williams said. 

The request for such a study was en- 
dorsed by Massachusetts Dept. of 
Mental Health Area Advisor Stewart 
Myers. Currently heln is given on a 
demand basis; we never know of 
those who never come through the 
door to ask for services, he said. Such 
a study should not be funded, 
however, at the expense of other 
direct human service programs, 
Myers added. 

More funds for human services are 
needed to help the after-school pro- 
grams, said Paul Orsulak, president a 
of Claflin Extended Day and Marion 
Bullitt, a representative of the propos- 
ed after-school program at Zervas. 
Both would like some human service 
money for their respective programs. 

Upper Falls deserves a separate 
allocation for keeping the Emerson 
School community programs going 
next year, said Judith Malone of 
Newton Upper Falls. The community 
depends on the Emerson facility for 
many of its neighborhood programs, 
she said. 

Although $40,000 was originally re- 
quested by the neighborhood to main- 
tain the school facility, $15,000 to 
$25,000 should be adequate, Mrs. 
Malone said. The P&D Board never 
cut the community's request in its 
proposed budget. Instead it had 
wanted Upper Falls to make its pro- 
posal to the Human Service Advisory 
Committee, the funding group for the 
human services monies. 

Also for Upper Falls came a request 
from Steven Shugrue for funds to take 
over the vacant stores at the corner of 
Oak and Chestnut Streets. Offers to 
buy this building have been refused 
by the owner, he said. Plans for Pet- 
tee Square (formerly the depot area) 
will be hampered if this building re- 
mains vacant, Shugrue said. 

Newton Lower Falls should not be 
left out of the community develop- 
ment budget, said Joel Leighton, a 
Lower Falls resident. The $427,000 the 


Smoke detectors, nuclear 
transport get Board action 


The Board of Aldermen Monday 
night finally approved the once- 
controversial ordinance governing 
the transport of nuclear material 
through Newton. The vote was 20-0, 
with four aldermen absent for the 
vote. It also adopted the long- 
discussed smoke-detector ordinance. 

The ordinance on transportation of 
nuclear material must be put in final 
form by the Legislation & Rules Com- 
mittee and then be approved again by 
the Board. 

The ordinance requires that at least 
24 hours’ notice be given the chiefs of 


the police and fire departments 
before high-level nuclear material is 
scheduled to pass through any streets 
or roads in Newton. The notice must 
give the route, time, type of 
material ,and degree of radioactivity. 

All shipments must stay on in- 
terstate or state roads. 

The smoke:detector ordinance re- 
quires that all multiple dwellings 
have smoke detectors installed by 
Jan. 1, 1980. Single-family houses will 
be required to have the detectors in- 
Stalled when they are sold to a new 
owner.

be available next year, Leighton said. 
The village needs funds to pay the 
salary of a community coordinator, 
he said. 


The Newton Highlands Area Coun- 
cil, soon to beome a community 
development corporation (CDC), 
needs $14,000 for the salary of a staff 
person, said Highlands resident Bobbi 
Croce. The budget provided $40,000 
for all of the city's CDC programs.

The community development pro- 
posed budget does not allocate enough 
funds to help develop housing within 
the city, said Newton's representative 
to the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council, David Jackson. To meet the 
need of the region, the city must pro- 
duce 125 new units a year, he added. 


While the community development 

brogram cannot actually build any 
housing, it can support housing 
development. The board allocated 
$50,000 next year to such activities. It 
also proposed $40,000 to help the CDC 
programs, many of which will have 
housing development as their prime 
goal. 
‘Newton Gamap silt nepds a drop-in 
center for the elderly north: of 
Washington Street, said Newton Cor- 
ner Advisory Chairman Anton 
Pruckner. The $600 a month rent for 
the proposed Peabody Street location 
was considered expensive, he added.

Newton's unpaid taxes 
are 1% of total levied 


Now that tax delinquencies have 
been ruled by the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court to be public 
records, the rush is on to find out who 
owes the city how much. 

But the figure of $633,719 reported 
by a Boston newspaper to be owed in 
real estate taxes to the city of Newton 
is not as bad as it might seem at first, 
Treasurer Theodore Scafidi said this 
week. 

The average at any one time is 
around $200,000, Scafidi said, and few 
of the tax delinquencies ever reach 
the foreclosure stage. Meanwhile, 10 
percent interest is being charged the 
homeowners. 

Scafidi has been sending letters to 
people who owe taxes for 1978, telling 
them their names will be listed in a 
newspaper with the amounts owed if 
they do not pay their taxes. 

There is such a list published every 
May in a newspaper. 

Of the total tax levy of $65 million, 
Scafidi said, the $633,719 is about 1 
percent, with some coming in all the 
time. 

Compared to other communities, 
Newton is in good shape in collecting 
back taxes, Scafidi said, and named, 
among other cities and towns, Somer- 
ville, which probably has a backlog of 
$2 million uncollected. 

At a recent Finance Committee 
meeting Scafidi said the city takes tax 
title on 80-90 pieces of property . a 
year, forecloses on 10-12 and actually 
takes possession of one.

“Tax title’’ means the city has a 
lien included in the deed to the proper- 
ty in the amount of taxes due. 

When foreclosure is filed, most tax 
delinquents manage to pay the back 
taxes or make arrangements to pay 
them in monthly installments. 

When a property is in tax title, the 
interest on the unpaid taxes increases 
to 12 percent. 

Among the delinquent taxes listed 
for 1977 are $24,000 on a mansion at 
301 Waverley Ave., until recently the 
home of Siddha Yoga Dham-Boston, a 
Hindu sect. The owner lives in Iran. 

Others are nonpayments of 
longstanding, some of which have 
mounted over the years. One, which 
had increased to more than $15,000, 
was paid this week as had been ar- 
ranged sometime ago, Scafidi said. 

Nearly 50 taxpayers owe the city 
more than $1000 each. 

Some of the delinquencies can be at- 
tributed to the fact that people can 
make more with the withheld taxes 
than they have to pay in interest, 
Scafidi commented.

Without a whimper, the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night approved a 
$900,000 bond issue for Phase 3 of 
heating, ventilation and air- 
conditioning (HVAC) corrections for 
Newton North High School and 
another appropriation for $138,000 to 
correct ventilation problems at the 
Crafts Streets city Garage. The vote 
was unanimous, 

Sidney Greenleaf of Greenleaf 
Engineers told the Finance Commit- 
tee last week he could not promise 
anything, but said, “Everything 
within reason will be done to make the 
system work as well as it can work.” 

The problem-ridden high school has 
had heating and ventilation troubles 
ever since it open in 1973. Phases 1 
and 2 of the repairs and changes in the 
system have reduced the number of 
complaints considerably, but pro- 
blems still exist. 

But, Greenleaf said, ‘To the best of 
my ‘professional knowledge the 
number of complaints will be no 
larger than in any other building.” 

“T advise the city that in my judg- 
ment Phase 3 will result in a well- 
working system,” Greenleaf said. 

Greenleaf has been the engineer for 
Phases 1 and 2, which have been suc- 
cessful as far as they have gone. 

The bond issue will bring the total 
spent on HVAC repairs and modifica- 
tions to $2.1 million in the three 
phases of correction. 

Suits have been filed by the city 
against contractors and architects in- 
volved in the construction and design 
of the school. 


Improvements to the ventilation 
system at the Crafts Street garage 
will cost $128,000, $21,000 of which was 
appropriated last year and put into 
budget reserve. 

Greenleaf, the engineer for this pro- 
ject too, said he had had the air tested 
in the garage and found that ‘‘the 
building lacked in every case except 
for the welding shop even the 
minimum level of acceptable in- 
dustrial ventilation.” 

“I don’t see how the men stay in 
that space — it’s full of the thickest, 
heaviest diesel fumes.” 

Equipment needed — fans for suck- 
ing fumes out of the garage, ventila- 
tion ducts, an exhaust hood, and the 
like — are all standard ‘‘off-the-shelf”’ 
hardware, according to Greenleaf, 
and can be removed for use 
elsewhere. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Charles Thomas is still working on a 
suggested plan for public works 
facilities the city needs. If the Crafts 
Street garage is one of the public 
works buildings not needed, or needed 
for a different use, the equipment 
could be moved to where it is needed. 


The plan, which will probably be 
presented to the Public Facilities 
Committee meeting Feb. 14, seems to 
be going away from a single centraliz- 
ed facility toward two or three loca- 
tions, because of the problem of sand 
and salt supplies in the winter. 

Thomas said he expects that the 
garage has at least two more winters, 
possibly three, at Crafts Street.

Two neighbors don’t want new neighbors

Two neighbors on Grove Hill Park 
in Newtonville are seeking a ruling in 
Middlesex Superior Court to prevent a 
house from coming between them. 


Philip Richmond of 54 Grove Hill 
Park and Joseph Ackil of 59 Grove 
Hill Park are trying to make Charles 
Sullivan of Waltham stop building a 
house onal ot betweentheir . homes. 

According to Building Commis- 
sioner Allan Fraser, a defendant in 
the suit along with the Sullivan and 
Dempsey Realty Trust, the lot in 
question contains 8011 square feet. 
The street frontage of the lot is 30 feet, 
with sides of 134 feet and 147 feet, and 
a back of 90 feet, Fraser said. 

The building commissioner is a 
defendant because he signed the 
building permit issued on Aug. 7, 1978. 
Although construction has begun and 
the foundation is set, the neighbors 


seek to have the building permit 
“overturned” by the court, according 
to Assistant City Solicitor Michael 
Peirce. 

The case will be heard before 
court— appointed master Wayne 
Budd Friday, Peirce said. 

The main issue in the case, ac- 
cording to Peirce and Fraser, is what 
is called the ‘‘contiguous lot or- 
dinance.” 

Under current zoning laws for the 
residential area in question, 10,000 
square feet is needed to build a 
single— family house. 

In July 1951, the Board of Aldermen 
passed an ordinance which requires 
the owner of a substandard lot to com- 
bine it with a standard and adjacent 
lot if possible to make one lot of 10,000 
or more square feet, according to 
Peirce. 

The lot in question was sold 
separately on June 15, 1951, one week 
before the ordinance was advertised 


and more than a month before the or- 
dinance was passed, Peirce said. 

In 1961 the Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) heard a request for a variance 
to build on the lot and denied it 
without prejudice, Peirce said, 
because it found the lot was legal, 
although substandard. 

Plaintiff Richmond said he and 
Ackil “don't want a house built on 
such a small piece of land next to us."’ 

Fraser said, ‘‘The real problem, 
and its very unfortunate, is that the 
neighbors had the benefit of the open 
land and are now upset.”” 

Fraser noted that Richmond's 
house, built before the city passed 
zoning laws, is on a 7595-square-foot 
lot. And Ackil had to obtain a zoning 
variance for his house, Fraser said, 

The lawyer for the plaintiffs, 
Robert Freeto, said through a col- 
league that it would be “in- 
nappropriate” to comment on the 
case.

Owner plans repair 
of fire-damaged 


Columbus Building 


The Columbus Building in Nonan- 
tum that was heavily damaged by a 
fire on Jan. 18 will probably be 
rebuilt, the owner said this week. 

Sharad Gandbhir of Oxford Road, 
Newton Centre, said Tuesday he is 
“planning to rebuild it,” although he 
does not yet know how much it will 
cost.

On the basis of their letters and 
telephone calls, it is obvious that many 
readers have an erroneous conception 
of the generosity with which the state 
treats most of its poor people. 





Governor Edward J. King and 
Human Services Secretary Charles 
Mahoney are trying to eliminate fraud 
in the collection of welfare assistance. 
A study of the welfare setup in 
Massachusetts, however, left great 
doubt that Governor King will be able 
to save anywhere near as much as he 
expects in the welfare department. 


King estimated in his campaign last 
October that his administration would 
be able to wipe out welfare fraud 
amounting to $250 million a year which 
would represent an annual savings of 
$125 million for the Commonwealth 
since the federal government pays 
half of the welfare costs. 


The estimated savings sounded 
realistic when he cited statistics to 
support a statement that welfare fraud 
in Massachusetts is higher than the na- 
tional average. 


But an examination of welfare facts 
and figures leads to the impression 
that weeding the crooks and cheats 
from the relief rolls and reducing 
welfare fraud will be a long, difficult 
and tedious task. 


The fact appears to be that the large 
majority of welfare recipients are 
given barely enough money to pay for 
the most vital necessities of life. 


Social workers at times are hood- 
winked into approving applications by 
persons seeking welfare assistance to 
which they are not legally entitled. 


For the most part their mistakes ap- 
pear to be honest ones. If there is a 
doubt in their minds, they resolve it in 
favor of the applicant seeking welfare 
help. 


They work on the understandable 
theory that it is better to give welfare 
assistance to someone who is not ac- 
tually entitled to it than to deny it to so- 
meone who definitely needs it. 


How generous is the state in doling 
out your money to its poor citizens? 
Not very, despite the periodic reports 
of people from the South and even 
Puerto Rico coming here to get on the 
welfare rolls. 


A single man, who supports himself 
by performing odd jobs but now is 
unable to work because of an injury, 
gets slightly less than $40 a week from 
the state. That hardly enables him to 
live in luxury. 


A young mother, deserted by her 
husband, is allowed $85 a week for 
herself and her two small children. If 
you think that enables her to live com- 
fortably, take another look at the 
prices in the supermarket. 


Last year the Legislature voted 
welfare increases which were never 
paid because of federal restrictions. If 
they had been paid, they would have 
meant about an additional $5 per week 
for a young mother and her two 
children and approximately and extra 
$2.40 a week for the single man. That 
would not have placed them on easy 
street. 


The welfare system does not seem to 
be the give-away operation that it is 
sometimes pictured to be.

King, O'Neill should bury hatchet

It's an open secret on Beacon Hill that Tommy O'Neill 
is far from the apple of Ed King’s eye, yet it would seem 
well advised that both constitutional officers let bygones 
be bygones and work harmoniously to better the affairs 
of the state. 


Nobody was harsher than I in criticism of Lt. Gov. 
Thomas P. O'Neill III when he waffled interminably 
after the primary surprise victory of Edward J. King 
over ex-Governor Michael Dukakis. Certainly Ed King 
and the tough determined band of insiders who 
engineered his momentous triumph were justified in feel- 
ing that Tom O'Neill should have quickly supported the 
new Democratic gubernatorial nominee. 


We agreed with this view then, and we do now. 
Nonetheless, in stating young O'Neill's case, much can 
be said of the loyalty he felt for Mike Dukakis. After all, 
O'Neill was one of the most powerful members of the 
Dukakis adminstration and had developed a warm rela- 
tionship with the then-governor. 


Meanwhile, Governor King is discovering that “The lit- 
tle corner office at the State House” contains no bed of 
roses. He needs all the help he can get, especially in these 
troubled early days of a new administration — a fact 
underlined by the reality that the chief executive once 
again has tapped Paul May, his campaign manager, for 
an increasingly important role. 


May himself rejected the chance to join the new gover- 
nor on Beacon Hill and, understandably, opted to return 
to private business where his great abilities guarantee 
financial returns far in excess of what he could make 
even as top advisor to the governor. This ‘separation’, 
was relatively short-lived to the extent that May now 
devotes some five hours per day to help his old boss from 
Massport days get off to a running start. 


All of which illustrates graphically that King needs all 
the expertise and experience he can get, and Tommy 
O'Neill can provide a large measure of this. The O'Neill 
role in the Dukakis adminsitration was not insignificant’ 
and he personally ushered millions of dollars in federal 


Carter plays games with inflation 


WASHINGTON — Regardless of whether it is a Demm- 
crat or Republican president, budget time is snake-oil 
time and Jimmy Carter is no exception — except that as 
a candidate he promised repeatedly never to lie or 
mislead us. But what we see is not what we're getting. 

The most frequently bragged-about aspect of the presi- 
dent's Fiscal 1980 budget is its $9 billion deficit. In his 
State of the Union address to a joint session of Congress, 
Mr. Carter declared: 

“I have sent to this Congress a stringent but fair 
budget, one that, since I ran for president in 1976, will 
have cut the federal deficit in half, and as a percentage of 
our gross national! product, the deficit will have dropped 
by almost 75 percent." 

Now, it is debatable if the president's $53 billion budget 
is either ‘stringent’ or “‘fair."’ But, it is a simple 
mathematical fact that the 1980 budget deficit is neither 
half the 1976 deficit nor is it $9 billion. 

When Mr. Carter was running for president in 1976, the 
Fiscal 1977 budget deficit for that year was $45.0 billion. 
Obviously, 9 is not half of 45. Half of.$45 billion would be 
$22.5 billion. But, then the president's 1980 budget deficit

aid into state coffers. Naturally, the fact that his Dad is

is not $9 billion, as he says, but rather $41 biliion. 

What the president and his army of budyet-briefers 
have conveniently ignored is a category of federal expen- 
ditures tucked away on pages 309-313 and on page 579 of 
an inch-and-a-quarter document titled “The Budget of 
the United States Government — Fiscal Year 1980." This 
category called “outlays of off-budget federal en- 
tities” — calls for the spending, in 1980 of $11.3 billion by 
the Federal Financing Bank, $100 million by the Rural 
Telephone Bank, $30 million or less by the Pension 
Benefit Guaranty Corporation, $500 million by the Postal 
Service fund, and $50 million or less by the U.S. Railway 
Association. 

This adds up to a not insignificant amount of change: 
$1 billion. Twelve billion dollars plus Mr. Carter's admit- 
ted $9 billion equals a real 1980 deficit of $41 billion. 

As this budget document makes clear: 

“The outlays of the off-budget federal entities are add- 
ed to the budget deficit to derive the total government 
deficit that has to be financed by borrowing from the 
public or by other means. When off-budget outlays are 
financed by Treasury borrowing, the additonal debt is 





ably, O'Neill himself is fully aware of why 
te eLinly iis been shunted aside into political 
Purgatory, although a slight break in the chill was 
evidenced when King had the licutenant governor at his 
side during the recent news conference. Admittedly, 
King refused to say that he would specifically utilize 
O'Neill in other roles than Federal money procurement 
but there seemed to be an easing when the pair was 


together. 


The bottom line here is that Ed King is a totally dif- 
ferent type of operator than Dukakis. The new governor 
always has been an exponent of the take-charge, do-it- 
yourself school while Dukakis was more willing, to 
delegate. This explains, to a degree anyway, his reluc- 
tance to specify future roles for Tom O'Neill. It typifies 
King's past modus operandi. 


Those close to King insist that he'll judge Tom O'Neill 
on how he performs, and won't let the fact the younger 
man dragged his feet on an endorsement of him prevent 
him from using his talents if they are properly 
documented in initial service to King. And, really, that's 
all young O'Neill can hope for— even though he's a con- 
stitutional officer he’s still a classic outsider as far as the 
King camp goes. 


O'Neill stated recently that, ‘There is no one in the 
State House who understands state government and 
federal government better than I do." He’s right, based 
upon the record, and this is something King must give 
weight to in the trying days ahead. — particularly if 
President Carter's budget impacts on Massachusetts in 
the disastrous fashion already predicted by many. 


King stated at the above mentioed news conference 
that “We always want to lead with our strength. When 
that's the lieutenant governor, that's what it's going to 
be. When it’s anyone else or a combination, that's what 
it's going to be." 


It’s a good bet that more and more in the days ahead 
King will discover “‘strengths"' of Tommy O'Neill that he 
can use— and not merely those stemming from the 
valued *‘Washington Connection” aimed at getting added

A lesson in ‘Eduspeak’ for budget watchers

If you plan to attend the upcoming School Com- 
mittee meetings to hear how half of your tax dollars 
will be spent, be prepared for educational gob- 
bledegook. 

Unless you're a regular member of the ‘‘au- 
dience,”’ which the pubic is called, you will likely be 
unfamiliar with such ‘‘eduspeak"’ as “resource 
rooms,’ “heterogeneous groupings,’ ‘‘generic 
teachers,"’ and “articulation.” 

The jargon of the ‘‘educators" also includes com- 
mon phrases with special meanings in relation to 
the budget, such as ‘conveyance,’ ‘‘fixed 
charges," and ‘charter limitations.” 

School Committee members, who like to hear 
themselves talk, have also been known to deliver 
discourses on “‘reprioritizing the programmatic 
needs" of the schoo! system, which might mean 
anything from providing more money for textbooks 
to eliminating chicken hatching in the elementary 
schools. 

Anyway, here’s a vocabulary lesson to study 
before going to the budyet hearings, and a few notes 
on why these words might come up during the 
budget discussions. 

“Level-funded budget’ and *‘zero-increase 
budget”’ both refer to the proposal that this year's 
budget equal last year's in dollar amount — $34.9 
miiliom. 

“Fiscal year 1980" (F Y80) is the budget the Com- 
mittee will be working on for next year, The city’s 
fiscal year and the state's fiscal year run from July 
1 to June 30. Fortunately, for everyone involved, the 
school year fits neatly in the calendar boundaries of 
these fiscal years. 

“Chapter 766" is the state special education law 
passed in 1972 and implemented in 1974. It has 
created a subculture of its own. 

‘Mainstreaming,’ one of the main goals of 
Chapter 766, calls for teaching children with special 
needs in regular classrooms whenever possible so 
they won't feel as alienated from their peers as they 
might be if kept in separate classes, 

“In-service training’’ and other “professional 
development" programs are what regular teachers 
lobby for to help them with the special needs 
children ‘‘mainstreamed” into their classrooms, 
Training and development programs in all subject 
areas keep new ideas and techniques coming into 
the Newton school system where 8] percent of the 
teachers have tenure. 

“Resource rooms” are where specially trained 
teachers work with small groups of students who 
need help learning basic skills, Usually just special 
needs students are involved, 

A ‘generic special teacher,” according to Direc 
tor of Special Education John Cullinane, provides 


direct services to children, diagnoses children’s 
problems, and assists with teacher training. The 
actual definition by the state Department of Educa- 
tion is three paragraphs long, Cullinane said 

“LD tutors” prefer to be called ‘LD teachers,” 
Cullinane said; but by either name, they are people 
who tutor children with learning disabilities. 

“Special education teachers" work with han- 
dicapped children in substantially separate 
classrooms. These _ are children 
whose handicaps are too severe to allow them to be 
“mainstreamed” into regular classrooms. 

“Resource room teachers"’ work in “resource 
rooms" with children who spend part or most of 
their days in regular classrooms. 

A “core evaluation team,” or CET, consists of the 
principal, a social worker, nurse, teacher, LD 
teacher, and other specialists in a school and 
evaluates children to determine if they need special 
services. 

Students so evaluated were ‘‘cored”’ according to 
last year’s lingo, but this year they are “‘teamed.”’ 

Cullinane, who has often been critical of the 
amount of paperwork needed to meet Chapter 766 
requirements, said the new lingo is the “result of 
people sitting in an office somewhere with nothing 
todo.” 

Last year parents of special education students 
complained that services were being cut back just 
when the programs were beginning to help. 

The Committee added money to the special 
education budget last year and will probably ex- 
amine the budget and program at length this year 

“Heterogeneous groupings” and “tracking” are 
junior high school terms. The former refers to 
classes with students at various ability levels, and 
the latter refers to students being placed in classes, 
such as math, according to their abilities. 

“Articulation” refers to preparing students for 
the transition from elementary school to junior high 
and from junior high to senior high. A big concern is 
that most students going into the upper level school 
have acquired the same basic skills. 

“Feeder school patterns” refers to the normal 
flow of students from the 21 elementary schools into 
the five junior highs, and from the junior highs into 
the two high schools, 

“Words in color” is a reading program used at 
Horace Mann and Davis schools that assigns a dif- 
ferent color to each sound of a letter in the alphabet. 
The administration claims the program is So suc- 
cessful that there are few students needing tutoring 
at Horace Mann, 

“Youth Development Program" sounds like 
something that everyone in the schuols would be do- 
ing. 

Actually it's a special program run year-round 
with activities for students who are on the verge of 


dropping out of school. 

“Conveyance” is the car allowance that ad- 
ministrators get for travel in the state and in the ci- 
ty. “Out— of-state travel" is a separate account 
which is doled out in small amounts to partially 
defray costs of conferences and recruiting expedi- 
tions. 

“RIF means “reduction in force.” A “riffed"’ 
teacher is one laid off because of declining enroll- 
ment. The current teacher contract has a RIF 
clause which determines who gets bumped first 


Support services 

The area of support services, usually the last 
area of the budget discussed, has some words and 
accounts foreign in the layman's universe. 

“HVAC” is a heating, ventilating and air condi- 
tioning system. It is sometimes used to refer to ven- 
tilation systems in general, even when a school 
doesn't have air conditioning, which most schools 
don't. However, it usually refers to the problems at 
Newton North High School which so far have cost 
more than $2 million t rect. 

“Charter limitation" is the restriction on the 
amount the Schoo! Committee can put in its budget 
for regular maintenance — apart from custodial 
salaries and major improvements. The limit is 2 
percent of the total of the previous year’s budget. 
This has never been enough, and each year the 
Committee asks the Board of Aldermen for more 
money. 

“Replacement of equipment” and “acquisition of 
new equipment” are two separate accounts, but all 
the money in both accounts is for new equipment. 
Someone in the Schoo] Department decides whether 
a new cassette tape recorder is being bought 
because an old one is worn out, or because there is a 
need for an additional one. 











Revolving accounts 

Money in a “revolving account," does not have to 
go through City Hall appropriation procedures. 
There are “revolving accounts" for food services 
and after-school! high school athleties that allow in- 
coming funds to be spent on expenses, 

All other School Departinent revenues have to go 
into the city general fund. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell has tried to 
have the Board of Aldermen approve a revolving 
account for continuing education and other com- 
munity uses of schools, but has been unsuccessful 


A broader view

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Municipalities, unions disagree 
on necessity of binding arbitration

The 1973 statute establishing com- 
pulsory binding arbitration for 


organized police and firefighters 
comes up for legislative renewal this 
year, and battle lines drawn six years 
ago when the idea was first proposed 
still remain intheytact; the unions say 
live can't afford to without it and the 
cities and towns say they can't afford 
to live with it.

Hub Discount 
robbed at gunpoint 


A man wearing a green stocking 
cap mask over his face wrapped both 
hands around an automatic pistol and 
pointed it at a female employee Tues- 
day evening, robbing Hub Discount, 
275 Washington St., Newton Corner, of 
over $1000. 

Newton police received a hold-up 
alarm at 7:41 p.m. Tuesday, sending 
Sgt. John Hehir to the discount store 
within seconds, but the robber had 
already fled. 

The female cashier described the 
man as a white male, 30-35-years-old, 
5'8", weighing between 170-180 
pounds. He was wearing a brown 
suede coat and both she and another 
Hub employee described the man as 
having an accent, possibly Irish. 

The robber entered the store, 
pointed the gun at the cashier and 
demanded al] her money. She handed 
over $117 from the Lottery drawer 
and another $917 in cash from the 
cash drawer. A search of the area by 
police turned un no suspects. 
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various municipal labor and manage- 
ment organizations during a public 
hearing before the Public Services 
Committee Monday in the State 
House Gardener Auditorium brought 
out , opinions that were predictable. 


Cities and towns, under pressure to 
keep spending and property taxes 
down, argue that binding arbitration 
and the last-best offer mechanism 
takes away from their power to con- 
trol spending. In the final stages of ar- 
bitration, the city and the union each 
submit their last-best offer from 
which an arbitrator . chooses what he 
feels to be the most fair. Whether 
negotiations reach that stage or not, 
municipalities claim the mere 
prese8nce of the law has a ‘chilling ef- 
fect’ on any experimental solutions to 
cost-of-living increase requests dur- 
ing times of tight budgets. 


Union representiatives, like T. 
Dustin Alward, president of the 
12,000-member Professional 
Firefighters of Mass., AFL-CIO, who 
spoke before the committee, em- 
phatically endorse binding arbitra- 
tion. Prior to this type of arbitration, 
negotiations, in many cases, con- 
tinued for months. 


“TI strongly suggest that we (police 
and fighters) too have a right to seek 
a reasonable cost-of-living,” said 
Alward. ‘‘To be treated with dignity 
and respect across the bargaining 
table, that's all we ask." 


George Sacco, legal counsel for the 
Mass. Policemen's Association, told 
committee members that the last- 
best offer mechanism is essential. 
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“We of the Policemen’s Association 
are against strikes. We don’t want to 
use a strike as an alternative in 
negotiations, but we do need an alter- 
native.” 


Rep. David Cohen (D-Newton), a 
member of the Public Service Com- 
mittee, agrees with the mayors. Ina 
telephone interview after the hearing, 
Cohen agreed that binding arbitration 
has cost cities and towns a ‘‘substan- 
tial amount of money.”’ 


“The problem I have with it is that 
it disenfranchises local residents with 
respect to their employees,’ he said. 
“In a binding arbitration situation, 
you have taken away the discretion of 
the mayor to decide whether he wants 
to enter into the contract or not.”” 


Cohen explained the negotiation 
process. The union presents a con- 
tract and after all the fact finding is 
completed, the arbitrator comes 
down with the award, telling the city 
what the increase will be. If the city's 
last-best offer is too low, then the ar- 
bitrator is very likely to decide in 
favor of the union's last-best offer. 


Cohen , who does not favor the 
renewal of the last-best offer binding 
arbitration, feels his is a minority opi- 
nion in the Committee. Although the 
Committee has yet to make any for- 
mal recommendations to the full 
House, Cohen said he is ‘‘not looking 
for the House to make any significant 
changes in the scope of binding ar- 
bitration laws either.” 


The actions of Gov. Edward J. King 
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JIM BEAM BOURBON 


in the next few weeks may put the 
question of binding arbitration in a 
whole new light. Campaigning heavi- 
ly earning in of binding arbitration, 
broad support from public labor 
unions, King has wavered on the sub- 
ject recently. 

Faced with large federal cutbacks 
in state aid, King may be forced to 
choose between his devotion to bin- 
ding arbitration and his promise to 
foll back city and town property taxes 
by $500 million. 


Although the sound was the same as 
it has been for six years, much of the 
fury has subsided between public 
labor and management thanks to a 
successful experiment the Com- 
monwealth embarked on last year. 


The Dunlop Commission, also up for 
renewal this year by the Legislature, 
has brought leaders of labor and 
municipal organizations together 
leading to many successful negotia- 
tions between the two groups. Headed 
by John T. Dunlop, Harvard professor 
and former secretary of labor, the 
Joint Labor and Management Com- 
mission received nothing by but 
praise for its intervention in 180 cases 
last year, with only one having to goto 
the last-best offer. 


The 13-member Dunlop Commis- 
sion, studied across the country as a 
model for labor-management rela- 
tions, was lauded during the Public 
Service hearing for saving the high 
costs of mediation and cutting 
negotiating time from the usual 13 
months to possibly one week.

The Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce held its first program of 
the new year last week, a breakfast 
meeting at Valle’s Restaurant, 
featuring Newton's state represen- 
tatives speaking on key legislative 
matters for the upcoming year. 

The Government and Business 
Forum, first in a series of Chamber 
breakfast meetings designed to 
discuss current events pertaining to 
the area, was sponsored by the Speak 
Up for Business Committee and 
moderated by the committee's chair- 
man, John Stevens, of the 8Mutual 
Bank for Savings. 

Keeping their remarks brief, state 
Reps, David J. Mofenson, David 
Cohen and Joseph DeNucci spoke to

the 90 Chamber members on topics 
closest to their legislative hearts. 

Mofenson, who chairs the House 
Human Services and Elderly Affairs 
Committee, said that he believes the 
most interesting things to watch this 
year will be the extent to which the 
new administration responds to 
pressure from its own supporters and 
those who didn't support it and the ex- 
tent the administration can broaden 
its own understanding of issues and 
take in other points of view. 

Specifically, he mentioned the cer- 
tification of need legislation which 
controls expenditures on nursing 
homes and hospitals. 

“I see a move by the King ad- 
ministration to attempt to cut back on 
that legislation,” said Mofenson. 

The single biggest issue in the 


health care area said Mofenson, will 
be Medicaid, of which 80 percent is 
spent in nursing homes and hospitals. 
He said he felt that this s another area 
the King administration may be 
pressured to cut back. If so, the 
Newton legislator said the results 
would be ‘‘disastrous.”” 

Cohen, who campaigned heavily on 
the issue of civil service reform, 
discussed some of the reforms he and 
a coalition of legislators are propos- 
ing. 

“Probably the best illustration of 
problems in the civil service system 
comes from the first thing I did when I 
got to the State House,” said Cohen. 
“I wanted to get some facts and 
figures. I called someone to find out 
how many people worked in the State 
House, and I was told, about half.”’ 


Cohen outlined the current pro- 
cedure which makes it very difficult 
to discipline or dismiss an unproduc- 
tive civil servant. First there is a 
hearing before the employee, the 
employee has a right of appeal to a 
civil service commission, and if the 
employee still is unhappy, he or she 
can go as far as the Supreme Judicial 
Court said Cohen. 


One solution offered in the reform 
package is a merit rating system 
whereby each city or town can 
establish its own civil service 
Guidelines for personal evaluation 
based on merit. Another bill would 
make it possible for an employer to 
discharge an employee for 'camse’, 
with a limited review process which 
would only consider whether the 
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dismissal was made by the employer 
in bad faith. 

“You wouldn't be speaking like 
that if you were , from my district,” 
said DeNucci, the next speaker at the 
podium, whosaid his district is 90 per- 
cent civil service workers. 

DeNucci feels there is no question 
that the number one issue for this 
year's legislature will be taxes, 
reducing the budget, and shifting the 
tax burden. 

DeNucci, still a strong supporter of 
King, told the group of business men 
and women, ‘'I think you have an ad- 
ministration that will put emphasis on 
you .inthe business community.” 

When asked what he thought 
Massachusetts could do to keep 
business from leaving, DeNucci en- 
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gislators outline session goals 


dorsed a program of tax incentives to 
create a healthy business climate. 


Speak Up for Business, one of 16 
Chamber of Commerce committees, 
sponsors a daily radio program on 
WNTN and has held media con- 
ferences and provided speakers to

Survey finds 


morale low 
at North High 


Ina recent survey of the Newton Nésth faculty by 
the Newton Teachers Association (NTA) over 80 
percent of those surveyed felt that working condi- 
tions at Newton North High School wer unsatisfac- 
tory. 

An equal number also felt that the heating, ven- 
tilating, and air conditioning (HVAC) problems 
have not been solved. 

The most startling statistic, according to NTA 
President Gregory Beard, was that 96 percent 
tated that morale at the five-year-old school was 
ess than good. Fifty percent rated morale as low or 
very low. A 

Twenty-one percent of the faculty replied to the 
urvey. The results showed that approximately 80 
percent of the teachers anticipate that their health 
may be adversely affected in the future because 4 Sh, | 
they are teaching at the high school. | 

“We have a very serious credibility problem at 
Newton North High School,"’ according to President 
Beard. 

“Teachers read the newspapers and see study 
after study on the danger of asbestos, then add the 
recent incident with paint fumes getting into 
teacher offices and the fact that it recurred again 
on Jan, 23, including a School Goittee that appears 
unable to give them anY definite assurance that 
there is no asbestos danger at Newton North High 
School, and you have the seeds of a serious morale 
problem."" : 
Many teachers in the survey emphasized HVAC 
problems, frustration, asbestos, workload, 
claustrophobia, isolation and larger classrooms as 
contributing factors to their feelings of poor health. 
low morale within the faculty was attributed to 
vandalism, lack of support services, asbestos, 
teduction-in-force, deteriorating discipline, and 
fear of respiratory problems. 

The NTA firmly believes that the community and 
parents must interest themselves in this serious 
problem at least for the sake of the children and the 
welfare of all concerned.

This year about five 
Newton students will be 
trained in the field of 
energy conservation 
and usage under a new 
program developed by 
the Educational Col-" 
laborative for Greater 
Boston (EdCo), 


EdCo also has room 
for about seven Newton 
students in a magnet 
program in communica- 
tions at Madison Park 
High School in Boston, 
and about 100 Newton 
high school students will 
participate in social 
studies programs spon- 
sored by EdCo. 


Newton participates 
in 15 of the 28 programs 
sponsored by E-dCo and 
the 13 communities in 
the collaborative. 


According to an an- 
nual report to 
Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink, Eed- 
Co Director John Green 
estimates that the 220 
students and 40 teachers 
that participate in pro- 
grams do so at a cost of 
about $302,000. 


But the cost to Newton 
taxpayers is about 
$139,000, with the rest 
being paid for by state 
and federal —_ funds 
granted to EdCo for 
each specific program. 

Newton pays a 
membership fee to Id- 
Co of $10,000 a year, 
which covers all costs 
for Newton participants 
except for special needs 
students in the 
Brookline-Newton 
Preschool Program and 
Secondary Program for 
the Hearing Impaired. 


Newton pays $5300 for 
each of the four Newton 
students in the hearing- 
impaired program, and 
$3700 for each for the 34 
students in the pre- 
school program. 

It the special needs 
students were not in the 
EdCo programs, the 
School Committee 
would have to fund their 
tuition at at other pro- 
grams. 

Superintendent Fink 
said the collaborative is 
“probably the best in 
the country" and runs 
programs either ,

Valentine's Day bypassed Massachusetts last year 
because of the blizzard. rormer Governor Michael Dukakis 
made a brave try on behalf of the Commonwealth's 
sweethearts and declared a Valentine's Day Week. But it 
fizzled. 

What did happen was that people bought thank you cards 
to send to friends and strangers who helped them during the 
blizzard, says Richard Myles. It’s the kind of thing Myles 
would notice because he is the director of creative planning 
and editorial at Rust Craft, Dedham. 

Valentine's Day is an event that Rust Craft pays close at- 
tention to. They create over 150-200 different designs for 
Valentine's Day cards and there are over 30,000 designs 
cards produced in each design. 

After 1800 Valentine's Day became popular and in 1863 an 
unknown writer commented that ‘indeed, with the excep- 
tion of Christmas, there is no festival throughout the world 
which is invested with half the interest belonging to this 
cherished anniversary.”’ 

One hundred years later, the same fact is true, says 
Myles. The interest is maintained by men who send more 
cards during Valentine’s cards ‘'than at any other time of 
the year,” says Myles. He added ‘‘they also spend more on 
their cards than their wives do.” 

One theory about why men spend more on Valentine's 
Day cards is that they remember to purchase them at the 
last minute and the extra money is to assuage their 
guilt. However, this theory is not backed by any scientifical- 
ly conducted surveys. 

Rust Craft was founded by Fred Rust in 1913. Rust, who 
came from Kansas, opened his business in Boston to avoid 
competing with his friends the Hall brothers who came 
from Kansas. They founded Hallmark. 

In the beginning, Fred Rust wrote the sentiments inside 
the cards himself. Today while a staff writes the message 
and the language is updated, Myles says ‘‘the sentiments 
remain the same.” 

Ina vault at Rust Craft, there is a collection of old Valen- 
tine’s Day cards. Some date back to the 1700’s when many 
greeting cards were small in size. They were made in Ger- 
many by nuns and monks. Many of these cards were hand 
painted and today they have become collector's items. 

However, their worth is more sentimental than monetary. 
Fay Dunaway, the actress, collects old Valentines and the 
most expensive one she has cost $20. 

Some of the most beautiful cards were made by Louis 
Prang of Boston. There is a street named after Prang off 
Huntington Avenue below Northeastern. 

Prang’s cards were stone lithographs and contained up to 
32 different colors which were softly blended. Today, a 
similar look can be obtained, but Myles says “the craft- 
smanship is not the same."” 

There was also a special skill in making the old German 
mechanical Valentines which were hand made and opened 
un to a free standing, three dimensional card which today 
could not be economically mass produced. 

Other cards which have disappeared include the old ‘‘in- 
sult” Valentines. These ‘penny dreadfuls or ‘‘penny hor- 
ribles” were funny but insulting. Many of these cards had 
ethnic groups or racial groups as the butt of their humor. 
Myles noted that “blacks were fair game for caustic humor 





throughout the 1900's—-but so were Italians and Scots.” 
After the 1920's, these cards faded from the Valentine 
scene. 

In their place are one or two “slam” Valentines which are 
“not as bad,"’ according to Myles. 

Although adults tend to identify Valentine’s Day as a 
grownup romantic holiday, Myles pointed out that most of 
the cards in the past were sent by children—even the “most 
gushing ones.”” 

Then they were inexpensive, costing only pennies or even 
one penny, and they were exchanged in schools with a 
special one reserved for the teacher. Today, there is an in- 
expensive line especially for children. There is still a 
special one for the teacher. 

While an editorial staff writes the sentiments expressed 
in the cards, freelance work is accepted. However, Myles 
cautioned freelancers to not to make the common mistake 
of ‘‘making the card so individual you can only send it 
to Aunt Harriet." The objective is to develope a general 
compliment.

Not only does the line include romantic cards, but it also 
includes the obligatory cards which Myles says “usually go 
to a mother-in-law." Other cards allow the sender to ex- 
press feelings they may be unable to express themselves, or 
allow the sender to say they care. 

A wave of nostalgia has set off a search for cards which 
are recreations of old Valentines. Some of the best selling 
cards are those with a colophon, or history, on the back of 
the card attributing the card's design to its early usage. 

One such card which included the use of a love knot ex- 
plained the love knot was a symbol of eternal love and was 
fashioned from a piece of ribbon into a knot without an end. 
In later years, the knots became the basis for artistic 
designs and verses were interwoven in them. 

Some of the cards at Rust Craft which emerge from the 
vault still have the message legible. One read ‘‘to Mama 
and another said ‘‘Rx from Clarence — I'll give a loving 
heart to theee — if thou my Valentine will be.” 

One century later, the question remains unchanged. Will 
you be my Valentine?

Complexities of Dylan Thomas 


By PATRICIA MARVIN 
Paul Ferris. Dylan Thomas: A Biography. New 
York, Dial Press, 399 pp., $9.95. 

In his youth, Dylan Thomas was hilariously funny 
and witty, a relentless performer. Completely spoil 
ed by a doting middle-class mother, he was a curly- 
headed demon and prankster as a child, and pro- 
bably began his habitual drinking in mid 
adolescence when he began writing remarkably 
original poetry. 

His father was a stern and fastidious school 
teacher who gave him free rein in his book-lined 
study to read literature and poetry from an early 
age. He completed only grammar school and failed 
university entrance examinations. 

In an adolescent burst of energy and . creativity 
he filled four notebooks full of poems between the 
ages of 10 and 18. By the time he was 21 he had 
already written over half his complete “Collected 





Poems." His first book "18 Poems” was well-

received and reviewed. His second, ‘'25 Poems,’ 
was published in 1936 when he was 22. He had a love 
affair with Pamela Hansford Johnson and became 
a protege of Edith Sitwell. He married Caitlin Mac- 
namara in 1937, a spoiled beauty of somewhat 
savage nature y eventually had three children. 

His stories as well as childhood memories were 
bizarre, niphtm h scenes. ‘Portrait of the Artist 
As a Young Dog,” a collection of stories, was 
published in 1939, but sales were ruined by the 
beginning of the war.

to America in 1952. In ill-health, his last lecture tour 
in America was punctuated by affairs with women, 
plans to write an opera with Stravinsky and long 
bouts. Hospitalized for drunkenness, he was given 
an injection of morphine, went into a coma and 
died. 

His complex personality spun clouds of fantasy 
and deceit. never revealing his true nature or self. 
He adopted the theatrical posture of the poet, and 
his public readings thrilled his audiences. A lyric 
and modern romantic poet, he wrote little during 
the last years of his life.

AGAIN: We get more 
questions about the 
Crab or Christmas cac- 
tus than any other house 
plant! Most people want 
to know what to do to 
make the plant blossom, 
or what should be done 
with the plant after it is 
done blossoming. Most 
people have their own 
way of handling this 
guirky plant, and if you 
have good luck, don't 
change. By nature, this 
item is a tree dweller 
| (called an ‘‘epiphyte"’), 
preferring a rich, 
organic soil with 
moderate water while in 
bloom and thereafter, 
but a drier period for a 
month or so in early Oc- 
tober and November, 
before new buds are set. 
Here's the secret: To 
set new buds, the 
Christmas cactus needs 
either a 50-55 degs. F 
temperature at night, or 
a 60 to 63 f deg F. night 
PLUS 12-13 hours of 
darkness. At 
temperatures of 70 
degrees ab and above no 
buds will set.

do it this simple way: In 
spring the plant is set 
outdoors in a shaded 
spot. Water it normally 
during spring and sum- 
mer.

ATLANTA (UPI) — 
Lines began forming hours 
before the stores opened 
when the first videodisc 
players went on sale at 
three Atlanta stores in 
December. 

Store managers say the 
demand for the machines, 
which hook up to television 
sets and play pre-recorded 
fulllength feature films 
and other material, has not 
slacked off. They say they 
are now taking advance 
orders two months before 
they can be filled. 

The three Atlanta stores 
are the first in the country 
to handle the Magnavox 
Corp. machines 
(Magnavision Optical 
Videodisc Player) that sell 
for $695. The pre-recorded 
videodiscs, sold separately 
at prices ranging from 
$5.95-$15.95, are produced 
by MCA DiscoVision. 


Romanian Jews: 40,000 survive

BUCHAREST, Romania 
(UPI) — A Jewish com- 
munity is alive and well 
and living in Romania. 


But assimilation, im- 
migration and age are 
taking their toll and no one 
is sure how much longer it 
will survive. 


Romania's Chief Rabbi 
Moses Rosen says there 
are less than 40,000 Jews 
now in Romania, 60 to 65 
percent of them over the 
age of 60. 


“In 10 years or so, with 
the old people dying and 
the young people im- 
migrating to Israel, there 
will maybe be 25,000 left,” 
said Rosen, 66. That figure 
also would include Jews 
assimilated into Romanian 
society. 


Romania had some 
800,000 Jews before World 
War II. Of the 400,000 who 
survived, about 350,000 — 
or nearly 90 percent — 
have immigrated over the 
past 30 years, mostly to 
Israel. 


When Rosen was elected 
chief rabbi in 1948, there 
were 600 rabbis in 
Romania. Now there are 
three. 


About half of the 
country's Jews live in 
Bucharest. The other 
20,000 or so are scattered in 
communities ranging from 
a city like Timisoara, in 
the west, with an imposing 
synagogue and 2,500 Jews, 
to towns with less than 50. 

Following the exodus to 
Israel which made 


Romanian Jews the second 


largest group of im- 
migrants in the Jewish 
state, virtually every Jew 
in Romania has relatives 
or friends in Israel. Most 
young people want to 
immigrate, too, and many 
wait only to finish their 
Romanian education — 
free through university 
level. 


According to Rosen, who 
is also a member of the 
Romanian parliament, 
“any Jew in Romania who 
wants to immigrate to 
Israel can go.” But there 
have been reports of 
refused permission and the 
Israelis say they are 
alarmed that immigration 
figures have been falling. 


“We could have reached 
2,000 at least in 1978 if (the 
Romanian authorities) had 
not made difficulties,’ 
said one Israeli embassy 
source. He noted, however, 
that the increased im- 
migration difficulty 
seemed to be directed at 
all minority groups, not 
just Jews. 


Rosen contends that 
declining immigration 
figures are only logical 
considering that there are 
relatively few Jews left 
young enough or fit enough 
to leave. He said many 
Jews intending to im- 
migrate are holding back 
at the moment to see if the 
recent peace initiatives 
bear any fruit. 


An official from Israel 
who recently toured the 
country’s Jewish com- 
munity said he tended to 
agree with the rabbi rather 
than his embassy’s 
assessment. 


It can take up to a year 
from first application to 
departure, and Jews ap- 
plying to immigrate expect 
in some cases to lose their 
jobs once their application 
in is. 

“IT don’t blame the 
government for this 
policy,” said one young 
woman. “If we apply to 
leave that means we will 
be leaving, and the firms 
would rather start training 
someone to take over the 
post sooner than later. 

“Teachers, for example, 
lose their jobs at the end of 
the academic year so the 
school will not be left short 
when the teacher leaves 
the country a few months 
into the new school year.”” 

One young engineering 
graduate from Bucharest 
University said, “You are 
very lucky if you can get 
out in six months. I have 
been waiting four and can’t 
wait to leave for Israel. I 
don't want to grow older 
here.” 

Romania is the only 
communist country to 
have diplomatic relations 
with Israel and there is a 
regular air service bet-

Aviv. Thousands of 
Israelis come as tourists 
on cheap package deals 
and many Romanian Jews 
travel to Israel. 

Jews in Romania are ina 
way better off than many 
nonJews, for the 60-odd 
communities across the 
country are organized and 
linked in a_ national 
federation which sees that 
religious and some social 
security needs are taken 
care of independent of the 
state. 

There are federation-run 
old age homes, a twice- 
moghterers who travel 
from community to 
community to make sure 
Jews are provided with 
kosher meat. 

Most synagogues are in 
daily use and about 600 
young people from kin- 
dergarten to university 
age study at Talmud Torah 
(Hebrew) schools. 
Bucharest, too, is the home 
of the world’s oldest 
operating Yiddish theater. 

“It is essential that the 
Jews of Romania be 
preserved as Jews so that 
they can go as Jews to 
Israel,” the portly, gray- 
bearded Rosen said. “I am 
not a_ travel agent 
arranging exit visas for 
anywhere, We must try as 
hard as possible to build 
Israel.” 

He is aware of and 
dismayed by the trend in 
Romania toward 
assimilation, which he 
compares with the same 
trend in the United States. 

“Tt is a new Auschwitz,” 
he said. 

Some Romanian Jews 
prefer, at least for the time 
being, to stay in Romania. 
For the most part they are 
young professional people 
— Rosen says the 
Romanian Jews  en- 
compass “no peasants and 
no manual workers” — 
and exhibit the attitudes of 
most American Jews of the 
same age. 

“We go to synagogue on 
the holidays,” said a young 
couple in the northern city 
of Bacau. ‘We don’t have 
plans to go to Israel. We 
are not really observant 
Jews, but plan to raise our 
children as Jews — but not 
the old way.” 

Another young couple in 
the town of Radauti, had a 
similar comment. 

“We have our jobs here, 
and a good enough life. For 
the moment we plan to 
stay put, but maybe when 
the children are older we 
will think about leaving.” 

A woman in her 80s 
expressed the feeling of 
many older members of 
the community: 

“My parents died here, 
my husband died here and 
I will die here, even though 
my children are in Israel.”

Videodisc player differs 
basically from the home 
television recorder, which 
ranges in price from $900- 
$1,300, in that it lacks the 
recording capability. 

“The line started at 5:30 
a.m. and the store didn’t 
open until 10 a.m.,” 
recalled Morris Shaw, 
assistant manager of one 
of the stores.

Store managers also 
reported problems keeping 
the discs on supply. The 
discs include such films as 
Jaws, Jaws II, Animal 
House and Jesus Christ 
Superstar, as well as 
sports films and in- 
structional films on such 
topics as cooking, golf and 
tennis. 

There were initially 
some 70 titles available but 
the company hopes to 
expand that to 300 by the 
middle of this year and up 
to 1,000 later. 

“We weren't quite 
prepared for what went on 

in Atlanta,’’ admitted 
Robert Jones, Magnavox 
director of public relations 
in Fort Wayne, Ind. “We 
were happy with it, we just 
were not quite prepared 
for it. 

“They had one guy — a 
young grocery clerk — who 
spent the night at one of the 
stores in a sleeping bag.” 

Jones said Magnavox 
now has back orders for 
600 to 700 machines from 
the three Atlanta stores. 

“T've had calls from 
Acapulco, Nassau, 
Munich, Germany, from 
people wanting to get their 


hands on a player,” he 
said. ‘We had one guy fly 


to Atlanta from Acapulco 
and another flew there 
from Boston to get one.” 
Shaw said one man who 
did not get one of the units 
the first day offered a 
woman who did get one 
$2,500 for her machine but 
she turned him down.

1980, Jones said. They will 
be produced at the 
Magnavox plant in 
Greeneville, Tenn. 

The original feature 
films came from Universal 
studios, which is owned by 
MCA Inc., but Jones said 
the firm is also negotiating 
with other major studios 
for access to their movies. 

While other companies 
have similar machines in 
the development stage, 
Magnavox was the first to 
launch test marketing. 
There have been reports 
that some of the other units 
being developed will not be 
compatible with Mag- 
navox's, which would 


mean that the discs would 
not be interchangeable.

Boston Marathon 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) — Distance 
runner Bill Rodgers, who hopes to 
pick up a marathon gold medal in the 
1980 Olympics, says he feels 
sponsorship of the Boston Marathon 
has resulted in runners being “ripped 
off’ and he may not participate in it 
this spring 


“I'm critical of a race like Boston 
because major corporations are get- 
ting large amounts of commercial 
advertising and publicity, but they 
still ask the runners to pay a high en- 
try fee,’’ Rodgers said in an interview 
with the Arizona Republic. 


Rodgers, who has been training in 
the Phoenix area for nearly a month, 
said he does not oppose commercial 
support for the U.S. Olympic move- 
ment or amateur athletics. 

But he said: “The day before the 
race, you see them saying it's a 
Honeywell computer system that 
tallies up the results. I don’t like it. 

“Prudential kicks in maybe $30,000. 
That's peanuts, really. It's a 


multimillion dollar event but people 
don't perceive it that way. I feel the 
runners are being ripped off." 

Rodgers, winner of two 
championships apiece in the Boston 
and New York City marathons, said 
communistbloc nations — including 
the Soviet Union, East Germany and 
Cuba use sports as ‘‘a political 
thing."’ He said he would like to see 
subsidies for amateur athletes so they 
could spend more time training. 

Rodgers said instead of 
participating in the 1979 Boston 
Marathon, he could run instead in a 
new race at Washington, D.C. 

He said he is under some pressure 
torun at Boston because of his victory 
last year, but added, ‘That's really 
not a big thing to me. 

“IT might not make up my mind until 
a couple of days before the race or 
even the day of the race.”’ 

He said he would miss “high quality 
competition"’’ at Boston but said he 
was excited about the Washington 
event.

Realtors briefed on 
new classification law 


At a recent meeting of the Newton 
Board of Realtors, Newton's chief 
assessor explained the new five-year 
classification law, an effort through 
equalization to begin the process of 
making the rea) estate tax burden 
more equitable for homeowners. 

Leonard Aronson, chairman of the 
Board of Assessors, said commercial 
and industrial property taxes have 
already been equalized, and the 
board's target now is to try to com- 
plete equalization of residential taxes 
this year 

Under this classification plan of 
various types of real estate, Newton 
fares better than most cities and 
towns in Massachusetts, Aronson 
said. On the average, he said, Newto- 
nians are being taxed at approximate- 
ly 3.7 percent of market value. 

Newton's budget for this year is 
based on Mayor Mann's request of a 
self-imposed cap on spending by keep- 
ing the budget on the same level last 





year. Most of this year’s budget is 
committed to payroll, the remainder 
will have to be used more efficiently 
to provide the usual services, Aronson 
said. 


Aronson indicated that Governor 
King is considering expansion of the 
sales tax to lighten the burden borne 
by real estate owners. California 
sales tax averages $200 per person, 
much higher than Massachusetts per 
capita of $76, the second lowest in the 
nation.

ultimate political machine

MOSCOW (UPI) — 
The Soviet Union is 
gearing up for a 
theatrical performance 
unparalleled in the 
world of politics, 

On March 4, the 
people will elect 1,500 
deputies to the Supreme 
Soviet — the nation’s 
rubber-stamp —_parilia- 
ment. 

The figures alone, 
when tabulated, will be 
enough to bring tears to 
the eyes of the most 
hardened American 
ward heeler. 

The turnout will 
approach —~ and 
perhaps exceed — 99.9 
percent, All of the 
partyendorsed —_candi- 
dates probably will win. 

Leonid Brezhnev will 
be returned ~—to 
parliament by a mind- 
boggling margin the 


same way Nikita 
Khrushchev was 
returned in the 


parliamentary elections 
of 1962, two years before 
it was decided by ouster 
that his mandate was 
somewhat overstated. 

All across the Soviet 
Union, candidates will 
walk off with mandates 
exceeding 99 percent. 
Most go into the elec- 
tions assured of vic- 
tories by such margins. 
That's the way elections 
— officially proclaimed 
as the most democratic 
in the world — have 
always been in the 
Soviet Union. 

From the selection 
and nomination of 
candidates to the 
casting of votes, it is all 
calm and procedural, 
almost as though the 
Communist party 
controlled it all, which is 
not technically true. 


Nor will all of the 
victors be members of 
the Communist party, 
In the current Supreme 
Soviet only 72.2 percent, 
or 1,096 members, are 
party members. 

There are also 475 
women in the current 
Supreme Soviet, and 279 
members under age 30. 
There are 174 members 
of the Young Com- 
munist League in the 
body. 

Candidates do not run 
against one another in 
the 750 voting districts 
where delegates to the 
Soviet of the Union and 
Soviet of Nationalities 
will be elected. 

However, there are 
provisions for 
challenges at the 
nominating level before 
the name reaches the 
ballot. It is possible for 
two or more candidates 
to be in contention for a 
nomination, although 
this rarely happens. 
Such challenges are 
settled before 
nominating time. 

When it comes to 
voting, a citizen votes 
for a candidate, crosses 
out candidate's name in 
protest, or writes in 
another name. 
Crossouts and write-ins 
are rare, but it happens. 

In the 1974 
parliamentary election, 
there were 332,644 votes 
against candidates for 
the Soviet of the Union 
and 245,750 ~—-votes 
against candidates for 
the Soviet of 
Nationalities. These 
figures represent, 
respectively, 00.21 
percent and 00.15 
percent of the voles 
cast. 

At the parliamentary 
level such negativism

CHICAGO (UPI) — 
Dr. Edwin Levine 
placed the oxygen mask 
back in its stand near 
the four-inch thick steel 
wall and said, ‘We're 
not going to make any 
wild claims. We don’t 
believe it can do the 
impossible.” 

For hundreds of 
patients at Edgewater 
Hospital, high levels of 
oxygen administered 
under pressure in a 
hyperbaric oxygen 
chamber appears to 
have achieved the 
seemingly impossible. 
Levine said it helped 
restore their past 
aa33re. 

Levine reports 
treating 200 patients for 
acute senility, many of 
whom he described as 
“living vegetables,” 
with an 83 percent ef- 
fective rate. 


‘People who were not 
able to walk or talk or 
even write their name 
have had complete 
recovery,” said Levine, 
chief of respiratory 









































































diseases at Edgewater 
since 1966. 


But whether 
breathing oxygen under 
pressure actually af- 
fects symptoms of 
senility such as memory 
loss is a matter of 
dispute. A recent study 
by the National Institute 
of Mental Health and 
the New York 
University Medical 
Center failed to confirm 
the results reported by 
Levine and other 
researchers. 


“Simply put, the 
results of this study 
failed to sustain the 
view that oxygen 
treatment, under either 
hyperbara or nor- 
mobaric (normal) 
conditions, has 
beneficial effects of 
cognitive impairme in 
the elderly,” said the 
report published in 
Archives of General 
Psychiatry.

Dr. Allen Raskin, the 
NIMH research

HBO therapy, dating 
back to the 1800s, 
recently was revived for 
a wide range of health 
problems, including 
carbon monoxide 
poisoning, burns and 
gangrene.

Upper Falls woman perishes in fire 


The state fire marshal’s office and 
the Newton Fire Prevention Bureau 
are investigating a house fire which 
claimed the life of an Upper Falls 
woman Friday night. 


The body of Mrs. Edith Busuito was 
found in a downstairs bedroom in her 
home at 339 Elliot St. 


Firefighters from Newton and 
Needham responded to a box alarm at 


11:33 p.m. and found the 2 '% story 
structure completely involved in 
flames. 


It took some 30 firefighters with 
eight pieces of apparatus over an hour 
to bring the fire under control and 
several hours more to extinguish it 
completely. Fire Lieutenant Francis 
Howley said the intensity of the fire 
was increased by the structure's

aluminum siding which contained the 
heat and smoke. 

Several firefighters suffered 
frostbite battling the blaze in near- 
zero temperatures and Firefighter 
Robert Rogers was hospitalized at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital with back 
and shoulder injuries. 

Mrs. Busito was the wife of Charles 
Busuito, a Postal Service employe. 
Busuito and the couple's four children 


were not at home at the time of the 
fire. 


Although the shell of the building is 
still standing, both stories were 


* severely damaged by the fire, which 


apparently began on the first floor ac- 
cording to Howley. 


The lieutenant said no determina- 
tion has been made as to the cause of 
the fatal blaze. 


Police crack down on out-of-state cars 


Cars with registration plates from 
New Hampshire and Vermont are the 
main targets in an area-by-area 
check for illegally registered cars in 
Newton that began Tuesday. 

The program is one of two pilot pro- 
grams for the state being conducted 
by the state Registry of Motor 
Vehicles in cooperation with the 
police departments of Newton and 
Methuen. 

According to Capt. Charles Mascia, 
chief of Newton's police traffic 
bureau, six registry inspectors will be 
at work with Newton police. 

While patrolling the streets, the of- 
ficers will stop at houses where they 
see a car with an out-of-state plate, 


Captain Mascia said. An officer will 
ask the person in the house to answer 
questions, such as: “Are you a 
registered voter in Newton?” Do you 
have children of school age attending 
Newton public schools?” ‘‘Are you a 
taxpayer in Newton?” 

Mayor Theodore Mann said this 
week that thousands of dollars are 
lost to the state because many 
Massachusetts residents register 
their cars in New Hampshire or Ver- 
mont at a summer home or at a 
relative's address. 

Massachusetts-registered cars are 
assessed for an annual excise tax and 
a one-time sales tax by the state. The 
excise tax goes to the cities and towns 


and is part of their operating revenue. 

Out-of-state cars illegally on the 
road here also may not be properly in- 
sured. 

If answers to the questionnaire in- 
dicate that the car owner has children 
in school in Newton, they may be ask- 
ed to pay tuition, Mayor Mann said. 

According to the mayor, anyone 
garaging or parking a car in 
Massachusetts for 30 days of a year 
must register the car in 
Massachusetts. 

Cars parked on the street will not be 
subjected to the same scrutiny, ac- 
cording to Captain Mascia, unless 
they are noticed in the same general 
location day after day. 


The police will assume cars parked 
around Boston College belong to 
Students there, who are exempt, 
Mascia said. 

Aside from the loss of excise tax 
every year, Newton this year will suf- 
fer from a state-level snafu that has 
made the excise tax bills be sent out 
late from the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 

Newton gets about $3.8 million a 
year from the excise tax. 

Usually the bills are received by the 
city and sent to car owners in March. 
This year, a large number will not be 
received until late April, and the city

Jill Meadow is a real snow baby. 

She was born Feb. 10, 1978 — in the 
aftermath of the famous blizzard. She 
was conceived, according to her 
mother, Roslyn Meadow, during the 
week of the 1977 freak Maysnowstorm 
when the electricity was out in the 
Meadow's neighborhood for four 
days. Even Jill’s first birthday, 
celebrated last Saturday, was mark- 
ed by snow, thanks to a midweek 
storm. t 

If Jill Meadow had chosen Feb. 6, 
the day of the blizzard, to be born, she 
very well might have been delivered 
by her father, Philip Meadow, her 
grandmother Sally Blumenfeld, or 
perhaps a neighborhood doctor. From 
Feb. 6 onward, friends and neighbors 
were continually calling the Meadows 
suggesting names of doctors who liv- 
ed close by and hopefully would be 
home in case of an emergency, 

A day after the blizzard, Philip 
Meadow had already shoveled his 
walk and driveway despite a long- 
standing contract with a snow- 
removal firm. Every few hours he 
warmed up his car. The only problem 
was the street. It remained unplowed. 
Meadow and all his neighbors called 
the Craft Street yard almost hourly to 
plead for a snow plow pass down the 
street.

By making staff and program cuts 
and by allowing for the prospective 
closing of the Emerson School, the 
school administration was able Tues- 
day night to present to the School 
Committee and an audience of about 
100 a “‘no-growth” budget for next 
year. 

The administration proposed for 
fiscal year 1980 a budget of 
$34,993,857, that is $338 less than last 
year’s, Corresponding to the budget is 
another expected enrollment decline. 
It is estimated that this one will 
decrease the student population next 
year by 600 bringing the enrollment to 
about 13,200. 

The one fallacy in the proposed 
budget is the lack of allowance for 
food and utility escalation. By ex- 
cluding this factor, the budget is 
already out of date, according to 
School Supt. Aaron Fink. By just tak- 
ing into account the increases in oil 
and gas in the past week, the budget 
would need an additional $25,000, he 
said, 

To bring in a budget equal to last 
year’s, the administration had to first 
consider its major increases. These 
are salaries ; fixed charges, such as 
medical insurance and unemploy- 
ment compensation, food services, 
and building maintenance. 

To offset these increases, the ad- 
ministration proposed reducing the

staff by 105.6 positions. Some of these 
cuts were based on the closing of 
Emerson, Fink said. 

Although the staff reductions will 
eliminate 51.6 teaching positions, the 
pupil-teacher ratios throughout the 
school system will only increase 
slightly, Fink said. The cuts will not 
have a greater effect, he said, 
because of the projected decline in the 
enrollment. 

Simultaneously to cutting staff posi- 
tions, the administration proposed 
lopping off $430,405 from the program 
side of the budget. These reductions 
would have impacts such as 
eliminating the sixth grade camping 
project, the entire elementary after- 
school sports program, the bilingual 
nursery school, and the Saturday 
creative arts program. 

Cuts in the learning disability and 
the special needs tutorials, however, 
would have no effect on the level of 
services, Fink said. Both are a reflec- 
tion of the declining enrollment and or 
the result of early intervention pro- 
grams, he said. . 

From the staff related programs, 
the administration proposed cuts in 
the out-of-state travel expenses, the 
summer workshops for tenured 
teachers, and the consultant services. 
Also scheduled for elimination is the 
newsletter, which was just 
reinstituted this year.

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Lower Falls objects to 
Hamilton project density

The Planning & Development 
Board learned last week of 
neighborhood opposition to an 
estimated 48-unit elderly housing pro- 
ject in the former Hamilton School in 
Newton Lower Falls. 

The Lower Falls Neighborhood Im- 
provement Association stands by the 
original plans to build 26 units at the 
school, but is opposed to building 40 or 
more units there said Joel Leighton of 
the Lower Falls Project Area Com- 
mittee. The association feels the extra 
units are too much for the community 
to absorb, he added. 

The association still wants the com- 
munity space in the basement and the 
present auditorium, Leighton said. To 
preserve the auditorium and still put 
the entire state-funded project in the 
school, the architect was forced to 
design an addition. With the addition 
the project would have to increase 
from 40 units to about 48 units. 

“The state feels the community's 
demands make the project unfeasi- 
ble,” Planning Director Charles 
Thomas said. The architect is trying 
to convince the state otherwise, but he 
has not yet been successful, he said. 

The city only has a limited time to 
come up with an approved plan, 
Thomas said. If it does not, the state 
will withdraw the funds, he added. 
“Just like Paul Street, we have 
mananged to set up a series of 
restraints so we don't do anything,” 
he said. The Paul Street elderly hous- 
ing project was put on the back 
burner last year when the Board of 


Aldermen failed to approve a location 
for the present owner, Frank Donato, 
to relocate his fuel tanks. 

The Lower Falls community has not 
reneged on the original plans, 
Leighton said. It was the Department 
of Community Affairs (DCA), the 
state funding agency, which forced 
the change in plans, he said. 

Originally the project called for 26 
units to be built at the Hamilton 
School and hopefully the rest of the 
project would have been built at the 
Mazzola Bakery in Nonantum. While 
DCA would have preferred a one-site 
project, it did approve of the bakery 
as a second potential location’ ac- 
cording to Thomas. When the asking 
price for the bakery was seen as too 
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Planning Board changes some 
community development allocations

Following the suggestion of many 
Upper Falls residents, the Planning & 
Development Board last week 
allocated $20,000 in its proposed 1980 
community development budget for 
maintaining the Emerson School as a 
multi-service center next year. 

To make the change in the federally 
funded budget, the board took $10,000 
from its housing rehabilitation pro- 
gram and $10,000 from the Newton 
Upper Falls neighborhood improve- 
ment program. 

Another change in its proposed 
budget was to take away the housing 
development support for both Newton 
Highlands and West Newton. Instead 
the $50,000 was placed as a separate 
line item and therefore available on a 
citywide basis. Newton Corner, 
Newton Highlands, and West Newton, 
all of which are currently developing 


housing proposals, will have to apply 
to these funds as would any any other 
groups submitting a housing develop- 
ment support proposal. This change 
would allow another project not 
specifically located in one of the 
target areas a chance to apply for 
funds. 

Funds for the direct human ser- 
vices remained at $140,000 despite 
many complaints at last month's 
public hearing. This money is for such 
activities as day care scholarships, 
elderly services, and salaries for 
street workers. 

Ina sense the funding for the direct 
social services was increased because 
the Human Service Committee, which 
allocates the funds for these \pro- 
grams, will no longer have to consider 
an application from the Emerson 
School. It will, however, have to 
decide if it wants to fund the salaries 
of multi-service center coordinators, 


and if so, which ones. 

This point was of special concern to 
Joel Leighton of the Lower Falls Pro- 
ject Area Committee. “‘Why lump us 
together with the intensely com- 
petitive social services?” Leighton 
asked. Salary for a coordinator is a 
high priority item for the Lower Falls 
community, he added. 

The board feels Lower Falls is ina 
good position to obtain funding for this 
position, board member Harry 
Crosby said. 

The level of need for the human ser- 
vices in light of all the intended state 
and local federal budget cuts is in- 
finite, said board Chairman Margaret 
Smith. There is no way the communi- 
ty development program can8 ad- 
dress all the needs, she said. The 
primary intention of the program, 
however, is to revitalize and housing 
and the physical environment’ she 
said.

State Police and Newton Police deter- 
mined it too dangerous for the scuba 
teams to enter the water. 

Since the accident occurred on 
Route 128 and then the Charles River, 
State Police and the Metropolitan 
Distric Commission Police took 
charge of the case after Newton 
Police had the car towed from the icy 
water. No body was found in the car 
and an all night search by police walk- 
ing along the bank, cruisers along the 
river and heliocopters checking far 
down the river, turned up nothing. 

“It was one to those terribly un- 
fortunate incidents where we didn't 
want to jeopardize other lives by sen- 
ding in divers,’ explained Frank 
Muolo, of the MDC Public Informa- 
tion Office. 

Newton Sgt. James Norcross , a 
member of the scuba team, was taken 
to Newton-Wellesley Hospital and was 
treated for frost bitten toes. It was 
12:30 a.m. before the Car was finally 
towed from the river, but according to 
the Coast Cuard, if the driver of the 
car was not rendered immediately un- 
conscious upon entering the freezing 
water, he would only be able to stay 
alive for three to four minutes. 

Although no body has been found, 
Newton police said Tuesday the 
owner of the car, John J. Kilroy, 72 
Pearl St., Woburn, has not been heard 
from since he spoke to his wife on the 
telephone earlier that afternoon. 
Police said they are almost certain 
Kilroy was driving the car. 

Tragically for Kilroy's wife, police 
said it will most likely be spring 
before a body is found.

Braille 


Large-print and braille maps of 10 
heavily used MBTA bus routes which 
run in Greater Boston and suburban 
areas have been released by the 
MBTA (Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority). 


The braille bus maps are the first in 
the nation and are the product of a 
grant awarded to the MBTA by the 
Commission for the Blind in an effort 
to promote accessible transportation 
services for the blind. 


MBTA Chairman Robert L. Foster 
said, This map reflects our commit- 
ment to make it easier and more con- 
venient for visually impaired persons 
to use the MBTA. The blind have long 
had the privilege of riding free on our 
system and we are pleased to 
cooperate with the Commission for 
the Blind in the production of these 
maps.” 


The 10 bus routes were selected 
cooperatively by the MBTA and the 
Commission for the Blind based on 
factors such as population density, 
location of facilities used by blind and 
visually handicapped persons and ac- 
cessibility to connecting MBTA sta- 
tions. The new maps cover the areas 
of Boston, Cambridge, Lynn, Water- 
town, Revere, Newton, Dedham, Ran- 
dolph and Avon. 


Joseph Gilligan, of Gilligan Tac- 
tilcs, Inc., of West Newton, who first 
produced a braille map for the MBTA 
in 1974, said, ‘The new maps are 
printed on special crush— resistant 
plastic and display entire bus routes 
by means of raised lines denoting 
street names, bus stops and other 
MBTA connecting points.”’ 


“Landmarks along the routes, such 
as the Charles River, Fenway Park, 
the Cambridge Common, the South 
Shore Plaza and the Carroll Center 
for the Blind are also depicted by rais- 
ed symbols. In addition, large print 
and bright colors indicating the 
characteristics of the route appear on 
the maps making them useful to per- 
sons with varying degrees of visual 
impairment,” Gilligan said. Each of 
the maps is accompanied by an in- 
struction sheet in large print or 
braille and a bus schedule in braille. 
Copies of the maps may be obtained 
free of charge at the Massachusetts 
Commission for the Blind, 110 Tre- 
mont Street, Boston, or by calling 727- 
990. 


‘Sunset’ bill

Tax caps, fiscal restraint, and property tax revolt 
all illustrate a strong sentiment againstgovernment 
Spending and this year’s push for sunset legislation 
may find some new recruits in on Beacon Hill. 


A “sunset” bill, co-sponsored by two Newton 
representatives, David Cohen and David Mofenson, 
is currently under consideration by the State Ad- 
ministration Committee. The bill calls for expira- 
tion dates for all state agencies which would be ex- 
tended only by affirmative legislative action. This 
procedure, the sponsors hope, will force the 
Legislature to scrutinize and evaluate the per- 
formance of those agencies whose expiration dates 
are approaching. 


_Mofenson, who has advocated this type of legisla- 
tion for years, said that up until now sunset bills 
haven't been top priority for legislators, but feels 
that ‘'this year it has a better than ever chance” on 
Beacon Hill. 


Cohen, who spoke in favor of the bill last Monday 
ata hearing before the Administration Committee, 
explained that with this procedure the legislature 
can eliminate those agencies it feels no longer serve

New asbestos tests 
promised at North

The School Committee voted 
unanimously Tuesday night to have 
an electron-microscopy test done on 
an air sample from Newton North 
High School in the hopes of discover- 
ing if an asbestos problem still exists 
in the building. 

The teachers at Newton North want 
the committee to state explicitly what 
further work will be taken to rectify 
the problem. Since much of the work 
will have to be done in the summer, 
the time to make the decisions is now, 
according to a faculty representative 
at the school. 

Both the administration and the 
School Committee are still unsure ex- 
actly what has to be done or even if 
further work is still necessary. At the 
root of the controversy is the test 
method ysed,to check the level of air- 
borne asbestos. 

By using phase-contrast 
microscopy, the experts have so far 
only been able to conclude that there 
are fibers in air inside the school that 
are over five microns long, Director 
of Support Services Roy G. Cornelius 
said. With electron-microscopy the 
experts will be able to tell definitely 
whether or not the airborne fibers are 
asbestos or merely dust, he added. 

The high school asbestos problem 
was once again brought to the 
forefront when the state's Legislative

Asbestos Commission recommended 
that further corrective measures be 
taken to solve the problem at Newton 
North. After spending $258,000 over 
the past six years, the School Commit- 
tee had hoped the problem was solv- 
ed. It is estimated that if the commis- 
sion’s recommendations are under- 
taken the cost will be about $530,000. 
The committee is looking for help to 
defray some of these additional costs 
from the state legislature. For that 
reason, it is supporting a bill that 
would reimburse cities and towns for 
the cost to box in or to remove the 
asbestos from public schools. 


That bill has been approved by the 
Committee on Education and is being 
sent on to the legislature, said Mayor 
Theodore Mann. Boxing in the offen- 
ding asbestos-covered pipes will not 
rid the school of the asbestos, Mann 
said. The ultimate solution may well 
be to eliminate it entirely, he added. 


Monitoring of the situation should 
continue, Mann said. At the same 
time the School Committee should ob- 
tain information on what it would cost 
to take the asbestos out of the 
building, he said. 

The teachers at Newton North sup- 
port the elimination of the asbestos. 
In some areas where the pipes have 
been encapsulated, students have 
knocked holes in the boxing, a faculty 
member said. 
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Tax cap seems incomplete solution

Dismay among Newton fficials at 
Gov. Edward King’s tax cap proposal 
is caused not so much by what the 
limits on spending and taxes do to the 
city this year as what the proposal 
does not do. . 

Newton is probably in better shape 
than many communities that did not 
take seriously the probability of a tax 
limit. Newton’s budget, both the 
municipal and the School Committee 
components, has been completed at 
the same level as last year’s total ap- 
propriations.

The King proposal put a limit on the 
amount a community can spend and 
the amount a community can collect 
from its residents, setting both at the 
level of last year. Increased revenue 
is presumably to be used to cut the tax 
rate. 


The School Committee and the 
municipal budgets, which together 
make the complete city budget, have 
been held at last year's levels with 
considerable hardship all around. The 
School Committee made drastic cuts 
in sports, transportation, and staff, 
among other things, to achieve its $35 
million budget. 


The municipal budget, not yet sub- 
mitted to the Board of Aldermen for 
action, has had program cuts by 
department heads that Mayor 
Theodore Mann said this week he 
finds “totally unacceptable." 


For example, Police Chief William 
Quinn suggested cutting 75 school- 
crossing guards from his budget. 


Mayor Mann has told department 
heads to provide alternatives to cuts 
in programs. 


But even worse than the cuts that 
must be made is the absence of any 
provision in the King proposal for 
unavoidable increases or increases of 
an emergency nature. 

In one week, between the time the 
School Committee budget was com- 
pleted and the time it was printed, 
Supt. of Schools Aaron Fink com- 
mented Tuesday, the price of fuel oil 
went up enough to put the schools in 
the red to the amount of $25,000 for 
FY80. 

The King proposal makes no 
allowance for unpredictable  in- 
creases in costs of fuel oil, food, 
health insurance and _ collective 
bargaining for wage and salary in- 
creases, even though they had been 
negotiated before the tax cap. 

King reportedly is considering ex- 
tending the spending limit to police 
and fire departments, which now are 
covered by binding arbitration. Under 
binding arbitration, if the two parties 
cannot reach an agreement, a state- 
appointed mediator may order the 
wage increase, leaving the communi- 
ty no alternative to compliance. 


There is outuined in King’s bill an 
appeals procedure, in which a com- 
munity would have to go to a local 
finance appeals board for permission 
to exceed state-imposed limits on 
spending. Membership of the board 
would be composed of King-appointed 
department heads, state secretaries 
and two citizens appointed by King. 


“The appeals board will be the end 
of local control,” was the gloomy 
prediction of Newton aldermanic 
Finance Committee Chairman Ed- 
ward Richmond. 


Richmond, a strong supporter of 
fiscal autonomy for school commit- 
tees, fears for its continuation unless 
all school committees exercise the 
same control as city management will 
be forced to do. We will have to take

Sidney Small considering bid 
for alderman, possibly mayor 


Sidney Small, an alderman for 10 
years until his decision in 1977 not to

Small is best remembered for his 
flamboyant manner and his complete 
grasp of city finances. He was 
Finance Committee chairman for 
eight years. 

Small's at-large seat was won by 
Ald, Robert Sandman in the 1977 elec- 
tion, The other Ward 5 at-large alder- 
man is Paul Coletti, who took over 
from Upper Falls’ James Miller. 
Miller said some time ago that he 
might run again. 2 

Among interesting races shaping up 
are those in Wards 7 and 8, 


If Ald. Robert Stiller goes through 
with his often announced intent not to 
run again for ward alderman from 
Ward 8, long-time School Committee

member Alvin Mandell has said he 
would like that spot. Mandell must 
leave the School Committee after this 
term because of city charter limits on 
the number of terms on the Commit- 
tee. 

Also expected to run for one of the 
three Ward 8 seats is Alfred Smith, 
chairman of the Newton Youth Com- 
mission. 

In Ward 7 activist Constance Kan- 
tar and neighborhood guardian Lisle 
Baker may fight it out for the ward 
alderman’s seat to be vacated by 
David Cohen, now a state represen- 
tative.

King is also said to be considering a 
formal extension of the spending 
freeze to school committees, which 
with their fiscal autonomy could de- 
mand more money and leave the 
cities to cut the municipal budgets to 
compensate. 

State Rep. David Cohen, who ob- 
tained a pre-printing copy of the tax 
proposal early this week, is concerned 
about the many loopholes, in- 
consistencies and procedural pro- 
blems in the tax limit. 

Exemptions from the spending 
limit include payment of capital and 
interest on bonded indebtedness that 
is payable for the first time after June 
30, 1979. Cohen says this provision 
would allow unlimited bonding for 
new construction, equipment and so 
on, since payments would not start 
until after the June 30 date. 

Court-ordered expenditures are ex- 
empt from the tax-levy limit, Cohen 
says, but not from the expenditure 
limit. Not only is the term ‘‘court- 
ordered expenditures” ambiguous, 
Cohen feels — does it include binding 
arbitration? — but also the proposed 
legislation does not give communities 
the authority to spend the money to 
pay the court-ordered expenditures. 

Since most other expenditures, in- 
cluding out-of-court settlements of 
claims against the city, would be 


Following is a statementby 
Mayor Theodore Mann on Gov. 
Edward King's tax cap. ‘“‘I 
agree with Governor King’s ob- 
jectives to cut back the property 
tax burden. ‘‘The Newton tax- 
payers know full well that over 
these past years several hun- 
dred positions have been 
eliminated in the School Depart- 
ment. Also through municipal 
efforts to increase productivity 
and to consolidate services 
wherever possible, we have a 
less costly combined collection 
of trash ...

Former state representative Lois 
Pines of Newton confirmed Wednes- 
day that she has been appointed New 
England regional director of the 
Federal Trade Commission (FTC), 
whose office is in Boston. 

Her appointment was to be an- 
nounced officially Thursday or Fri- 
day, she said. 

Pines said she thinks it will be ‘an 
interesting position,’’ inasmuch as it 
would entail a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the 30-member staff and office. 
Pines, an attorney, will be paid a 
minimum of $38,000 and would super- 
vise 25 lawyers. 

“It would provide an opportunity to 
do exciting things, ‘* Pines said. 

Pines was a state representative in 
Newton for six years until she made 
her bid last year for secretary of 
state, a race she lost narrowly to 
Michael Connolly. 

She has always been involved in 
consumer legislation and was the 
prime proponent of the ‘‘bottle bill,” 
which would have banned returnable 
bottles. 

Mrs. Pines has also been in the 
forefront in investigations of the ef- 
fects of asbestos used in public 
buildings and subsequent efforts to 
remove or cover the asbestos. 

She got smoking banned in Newton 
supermarkets and has tried to ban it 
in all public buildings. 

Readable insurance policies, both

ble,” she said; “I haven't given up 
elective politics,’ but she hasn't 
decided when ‘‘when and where” to 
make her political comeback.

The biggest question of all, 
however, is how the state will return 
to the cities and towns the money sav- 
ed.

The simple freezing of expenditures 
and taxes will allow a tax cut because 
any increased revenue coming to a ci- 
ty will be used to reduce the property 
tax. 

The limit on budgets of state and 
county departments and agencies 
financed in whole or y in part by pro- 
perty taxes will prevent increases, 
and if revenues increase there will be 
a return to the communities from that 
source. 

But many, including Mayor Mann, 
are predicting there will be new kinds 
of taxes, probably an expanded sales 
tax, to provide any new money that 
will make a real dent in the property 
tax. 

Mann insists that the only fair way 
to distribute the money back to the 
cities and towns is on a per capita 
basis, not on the school-aid formula, 
which he feels penalizes Newton for 
being relatively affluent and well- 
managed.

“There are situations of 
mismanagement and inefficien- 
cy at every level of human 
endeavor.

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Sears suit is 
a classy action 


The class action suit filed by Sears, 
Roebuck and Co. against 10 federal 
agencies has attracted immediate and 
sympathetic attention from employers 
the country over. It charges that 
government actions themselves have 
created an unbalanced civilian work 
force which restricts employment op- 
portunities for American citizens. 

The fact that white males are domi- 
nant in that work force is the result of 
government policy, Sears contends. It 
was created through the G.I. Bill of 
Rights, veterans employment 
preference laws, a selective service 
system, and restrictions on the 
numbers of blacks and women in the 
armed forces plus restricted op- 
portunities within the armed services 
for women and blacks in the types of 
assignments available to them, voca- 
tional and educational training op- 
portunities and promotion. 

All of these government policies 
favored white male citizens, the suit 
contends. 

It goes on to point out more recent 
restrictions on employment dictated 
by the federal government, specifical- 
ly the 1978 amendment to the Age 
Discrimination in Employment Act. 
This prohibits mandatory retirement 
at age 65 and therby restricts job op- 
portunities for young people and 
women. Sears estimates that this law 
will eliminate 5,000 job opportunities 
at Sears in the next five years. 

Another 1978 law encourages part- 
time employment opportunities and 
this discriminates against women 
because they already hold a dispropor- 
tionate number of part-time jobs. 

It isn’t mentioned in the suit, but cer- 
tainly the recent Supreme Court deci- 
sion in the Bakke case must also be 
considered. The Supreme Court says 
that employers must use affirmative 
action guidelines in hiring but that 
they can't overlook those white males 
either. 

Sears has acted on behalf of all 
general merchandise retailers in the 
country who employ more than 19 peo- 
ple. The suit was filed in the U.S. 
District Court in Washington, D.C. by 
Charles Morgan, Jr., noted constitu- 
tional and civil rights lawyer. 

The litigation will obviously take 
many months to prepare, argue and 
decide. But Sears has done every 
employer in the country a real service 
by calling the federal government to

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A mounting attack on inflation

There is nothing that engages the attention of the 
Congress more than the scourge of inflation. It was 
obviously enormously discouraging to note that the 
4.4 percent rate of inflation we had when President 
Carter entered the White House increased to 6.6 
percent in the first year of his presidency and rose 
to 9 percent during 1978. 

There are countless factors which enter into this 
insidious drain on the real buying power of the 
American consumer. One of those factors has been 
the slowdown in the productivity growth in 
America. Between 1948 and 1965, productivity 
growth in the private sector averaged 2.6 percent 
per year. From 1965 through 1973, this rate declined 
to 2 percent. Since 1973, productivity growth has 
averaged less than ] percent per year. 

There are many reasons for this alarming trend, 
but clearly one of the fundamental reasons lies in 
the fact that fewer and fewer giant corporations in 
America own more and more of the means of pro- 
duction. The Fortune 500 corporations dominate at 
least 75 percent of all industry in America, with 100 
of those corporations controlling almost one-half of 
the economy. 

It is encouraging to note that the House and 


Senate Judiciary Committees are preparing for 
very significant improvement in the anti-trust laws 
of the nation. President Carter in his State of the 
Union address urged speed in enacting and enforc- 
ing such laws. We must recognize the importance of 
small business to our economy. Congress has been 
most successful in making available to small 
business an unprecedented amount of capital. In 
1977, the number of direct loans approved by the 
Small Business Administration (SBA) rose 25 per- 
cent; the dollar value of these new loans rose 70 per- 
cent. In addition to the direct loan program, the 
SBA provided financial assistance to small 
business investment companies (SBICs). These 
firms, in contrast to those financed by the regular 
SBA programs, tend to operate in new markets or 
with high technology and are thus particularly im- 
portant to Massachusetts and New England. 

At the end of 1977, there were 273 SBICs, utilizing 
$573 million of funds from the SBA. This is an in- 
crease of 68 percent from the preceding year. 

Another way by which Congress can increase pro- 
ductivity as well as deter the absorption of small 
businesses by giant corporations is to increase 
federal funds for industrial research and develop- 
ment. Outlays this year in current dollar terms for 


research and development will rise by almost 18 
percent from fiscal 1978 levels; these outlays are 
scheduled to increase by an additional 10 percent in 
fiscal 1980. In addition, the president has establish- 
ed a comprehensive inter— agency review of all 
federal policies bearing on the process of industrial 
innovation; this panel will consider in a comprehen- 
sive way the effect of patent, anti-trust, procurnent, 
and other government policies that might bear 
adversely on research and innovation. 

Finally, we must eliminate wasteful federal spen- 
ding, which fuels inflation. I have joined with other 
members of the House to promote ‘‘sunset” legisla- 
tion, which will provide for periodic re-examination 
of all federal expenditures. We must move away 
from the theory of self-perpetuating programs and 
submit each federal expenditure to the strictest 
possible scrutiny. 

Inflation is an insidious phenomenon which has 
spread in our economy and must be discovered and 
exterminated in every way possible. The new Con- 
gress is determined to undertake that task with pa- 
tience, perseverance, and persistence. 

Congressman Drinan, a Democrat, represents 
the Fourth Congressional District, which includes 
Newton.

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A shelter for travelers on the final journey

A hospice in medieval days was a shelter for 
travelers. The modern hospice is another kind of 
shelter for travelers on their way to death. 

Hospice support services for terminally ill per- 
sons and their families should be available in this 
area by next summer, according to Linda Kilburn, 
project consultant for the Hospice of the Good 
Shepherd, Inc., whose goals she described at the 
Tri-Church luncheon of Waban women last week. 

The hospice has affiliated with the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital and the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion to improve the quality of life for people with 
terminal illnesses. The hospice team of profes- 
sionals and trained volunteers try to meet the 
physical, psychological and emotional needs of the 
patient and his family. 

Advances in medical technology have removed 
the dying from their families, says Ms. Kilburn. To- 
day, 60 per cent die in acute care hospitals, and 
more die in nursing homes, neither of which is 
geared to people facing death. They suffer pain and 
depression, they fear the loss of bodily and mental 
functions. As they lose control over their lives, their 
sense of self identity diminishes. 

“The hospice model seeks to reclaim the dying 
person," Ms. Kilburn states. 

It tries to reclaim him, not from death but from 
alienation. If he can be cared for at home in a 
familiar setting with supportive relatives around 
him, he can maintain the threads of his life and face 
the imminence of death with less anguish. 

The family will be taught to help him. 

“Home care is physically and emotionally drain- 
ing,"’ Ms. Kilburn observes. The hospice team can 
teach the family to handle the patient's physical 


needs and how to communicate and show their af- 
fection for him. They will explain what symptoms 
to expect, and will always be available by telephone 
for advice or crisis aid. They will find household or 
professional help when the family cannot cope 
themselves. newton hospice 4 

There are an estimated 340 to 350 terminal pa- 
tients. each year in the Newton Wellesley area. Con- 
cerned for some of its members, the Parish of the 
Good Shepherd, the Episcopal church in Waban, 
became interested in the hospice movement two 
years ago. There are now more than 40 hospices in 
the British Isles, where it was started by a nun in 
London, but the movement is newer to the United 
states. 

The Hospice of the Good Shepherd, Inc., an 
autonomous organization, was incorporated in 
June, 1978. A feasibility study made by Linda 
Kilburn, a Waban resident who has a master’s 
degree in social work, was accepted last fall. By 
December the Newton-Wellesley Hospital and the 
Newton Wellesley Visiting Nurse Association had 
formally joined the coalition. Ms. Kilburn is work- 
ing on fundraising plans and hopes the hospice ser- 
vice can begin by next July. newton hospice 5 

The hospice team will consist of a medical direc- 
tor, full time oncology nurse practitioner, a part 
time social worker and full time coordinator and 
secretary, backed by a staff of trained volunteers. 
The board of directors, headed by Philip Kelleher, 
M.D., a psychiatrist at McLean Hospital, includes 
members from the fields of medicine, psychiatry, 
hospital administration, social work, psychology, 
religion, law and banking. 

The staff will take referrals from anywhere in the 
community, from doctors, anyone concerned with 
the patient, or the patient himself. If a person is 


diagnosed as terminally ill and active treatment of 
his illness has been discontinued, he is eligible for 
hospice service, whatever his age, race, creed or 
ailment. Pre-terminal, terminal and bereavement 
care will be available to him and his family on a 
basis of need rather than ability to papay.y. 

Response to the hospice idea has been positive, 
says Ms. Kilburn, There is general recognition of 
the need for such services, and the hospital is will- 
ing to cut some red tape to make the patient's ad- 
mission smoother, faster and less costly. The 
hospice team will be available by telephone around 
the clock, and can send professional help to the 
home in a crisis. 

The team will not duplicate existing services, but 
coordinate them as needed in the patient's care 
plan, They will try to cover the gaps between other 
services, Daily hospice rates will be figured on a 
sliding scale and the staff is working with Medicaid 
and Medicare to keep costs down for them as well 
as for the patients, 

The hospice education service will train 
volunteers, inservice personnel and other health 
care providers. It will inform the community on 
issues of death and dying, and the special needs of 
the terminally ill and their relatives. 

The community can support the hospice program 
financially, Spiritually through churches and 
SynagDE UE, and by participation in the eight week

Alas, my pleas have fallen 
on ‘‘deaf ears.”

Sometimes we are granted a vision 
of stupidity stubbornness so clear that 
its humor nearly masks ones own feel- 
ings of disgust and frustration. 

It has been nearly a year since a 
split School Committee, without a pro- 
per public hearing, adopted a con- 
solidation plan which has since prov- 
ed to be as dumb and expensive as it 
appeared to be when proposed. 

Supt. Fink closing Hyde in order to 
save the most money, so Mrs. Kaplan 
voted to close Emerson instead. Mr. 
Beckwith also said that Hyde should 
be the one closed, yet he voted to close 
Emerson. 

Mrs. Fleishman said she would 
never support a plan which would 
relocate the multiply handicapped 
children, yet the multiply handicap- 
ped are to be moved, and she supports 
the plan! Mrs. Mann, a notorious 
loud-mouth about budget cutting, still 
supports a consolidation busing plan 
which will soon triple in cost. 

Instead of closing schools like Hyde 
and Zervas (Beethoven) which would 
require little or no expensive busing, 
the Committee knowingly chose a 
school whose closing will require 100 
percent busing. If any School Com- 
mittee member had taken the trouble 
to walk around Upper Falls, he or she 
would have discovered that the 


be no place for the owners of this 
house to put their car. (Heaven for- 
bid, cars!) The snow removal in this 
area is difficult enough; the streets 
are narrow. 

Another aspect is the homes at the 
end of the cul-de-sac, where the new 
home would be, are not on city 
sewers, but have septic systems. To 
add another one so close to existing 
properties could be a health hazard. 

We question how a building permit 
could have been issued for such a 
substandard lot. Granted, zoning per- 
mitted this in 1951, but 28 years have 
passed without the owners seeking to 
build. 

Now, a house is being constructed. 
The trees have been removed. The 
foundation is partly in. We question 
whether this house is being built for 
the owners of the lot in 1951 or for a 
quick real estate profit. 

The land should be sold to Messrs 
Richmond and Ackil at a FAIR 
PRICE for open land, not at inflated 
building lot prices as was offered. 

If this construction is allowed to be 
completed, completely flaunting the 
current zoning ordinances, wouldn't it 
begin a precedent of squeeze-in hous- 
ing in Newton?

Will the taxpayers then have 
to build a new million-dollar addition 
(perhaps $2 million by then)? 

The School Committee has made a 
grave mistake. Some members knew 
it then (Beckwith knew it when he did 
it!), most know it now. Like true 
politicians they will not admit they 
were wrong, but if you're a taxpayer 
reading this, you can do something. 
Call up your favorite Committee 
member, and ask why its going to cost 
more to close Emerson than to keep it 
open. Let me know what they say.

because his wife had delivered their 
last child only 45 minutes after her 
first labor pain. For this birth the 
labor was expected to be just as short. 

Labor started for Mrs. Meadow at 
12:33 a.m. on Feb. 10. Mrs. Meadow 
had just finished watching the Perry 
Mason show on television. As in- 
structed she called 911, the emergen- 
cy number, and her obstetrician. 

At 12:45 the police were at the door. 
“My mother was upset because the 
ambulance was not at the front door," 
Mrs. Meadow said. The policeman of- 
fered to carry Mrs Meadow, but the 
idea seemed so preposterous to her, 
she chose to walk instead to Mill 
Street (Newtonville), which was 
plowed. 

Even though the walk was short, the 
unplowed street made the going dif- 

cult for Mrs. Meadow. ‘Philip was 

in back of me all the time telling me to 
urry up. He just did not & want that 
baby to be born in the snow,” she said. 

At 12:53, Mrs. Meadow arrived at 
the ambulance and had her second 
labor pain — eXactly 10 minutes after 
her first one. The walk, however, had 
sped up her labor. Thereafter, her 
pains came every three ninutes. 

“My husband climbed into the front 
of the ambulance. He was relieved 
that he no longer had the responsibili- 
ty for delivering the baby,’’ Mrs. 
Meadow said. In the back with Mrs. 
Meadow was an attendant. ‘‘The at- 
tendant kept flipping through a book. 
I was sure it was a first-aid manual,” 
she said. 

Just to be sure Mrs, Meadow asked 
him, “ “You do know how to deliver a 
baby, don’t you?" Although the atten- 
dant tried to reassure her, Mrs. 
Meadow remained unconvinced. Her 
worries were somewhat diverted by 
the painful bumpy ride to the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 
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The ride took 27 minutes. With only 
minutes to spare, Philip Meadow saw 
his wife to the labor room and went off 
to the waiting room. The doctor still 
had not arrived, Mrs. Meadow said. 

With three minutes to go, the doctor 
rushed into the delivery room. ‘‘As he 
delivered the baby, I was sure it was 
another boy. I was so used to having 
boys," Mrs. Meadow said. Mrs. 
Meadow has two sons, Josh 5 and Alex 
4. “Only when the cord was cut was I 
told it was a girl,’ she said. 

Mrs. Meadow’s stay at the hospital 
after the delivery was very lonesome. 
Because all the roads were closed on- 
ly her husband could visit her. He 
managed by hitching rides with 
policemen, snowplows, and people 
with passes. 

The only highlight of her hospital 
stay was one of the nurses, Carol 
Silin. She was the daughter of the 
former owner of the Meadow’s house. 
Jill was to sleep in Carol's old room. 

Since Jill's birth, Mrs. Meadow has 
been collecting mementoes, which 
she intends to one day give her 
daughter. These include a ‘Blizzard 
Baby" shirt and the front page the 
Feb. 16 ‘Newton Graphic’’, which an- 
nounced Jill's birth as a blizzard hap- 
pening.

ing Emerson next year, according to 
Fink. In personnel alone, the school 
system will save $191,344. The total 
savings after allowances were made 
for travel, equipment, moving and 
student transportation will be 
$212,484. 

Despite all the cuts, the city’s 
school system is still ‘‘people 
oriented", Fink said. Salaries for next 
year will amount to 79.4 percent of the 
budget. From the total proposed 
budget 61.7 per cent will go to regular 
classroom instruction, 

Not everyone was pleased with the 
effort to maintain the budget at last 
year's figure. ‘It is merely a political 
statement on the part of the School 
Committee rather than an effort to 
maintain the quality and standard of 
the school system,’ committee 
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member Howard Spergel said. 

The cuts leave the committee wide 
open to lobbying efforts from 
students, faculty, and parents, 
Spergel said. The end result may be 
restoration of many cuts under 
political pressure rather than from a 
rational consideration of the subjects, 
he said. Although fiscal restraints 
must be upheld, the budget could cer- 
tainly have increased from 1 to 3 per- 
cent considering the impact of infla- 
tion, Spergel said. 

While the Carter administration has 
condoned salary increases up to 7 per- 
cent, Governor Edward King has call- 
ed for no increases in the real estate 
tax rates, Mayor Theodore Mann 
said. “If we don’t cap the school 
budget, we xill have to make it up on 
the municipal side," he said.

Library Friends want new data on expanding old Main Library

The Friends of the Library put the 
Library Trustees on notice last week 
that it will not support ‘‘any decision 
to proceed with the modernization of 
the existing Main Library at Newton 
Corner” until a definitive study of the 
entire system has been made and 
presented to the Friends for approval. 

The Friends have offered to do the 
study or to fund a study. 

The Friends of the Library is a 
volunteer group whose main function 
so far has been to offer moral support 
and a modicum of _ financial 
assistance to the library. 

Shortly after Nancy Criscitiello, 
president of the Friends, read several 
resolutions approved by the board of 
directors of the Friends, including the 
one about the Main Library, the 
trustees voted 5-0 to ‘‘support the con- 
cept of the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association plans for 
redevelopment in conjunction with 
expansion of the Main Library.” 

Ms. Criscitiello maintained that the 
Friends are not becoming adver- 
saries of the trustees but explained 
that Friends want a detailed study of 
the whole library system, including 
the branches and the entire communi- 
ty. 

“We whose 


want something 


credibility is absolutely perfect. We 
don't want ‘library-serving data,’ 
Ms. Criscitiello said after Trustee 
Michael Lipof commented there have 
been studies done already. 

The Friends of the Library is 
rebuilding its membership’ which is 
currently at 150 dues-paying 
members and another 350 not paid up. 

According to the bylaws and con- 
stitution of the friends, the purpose of 
the organization is, among other 
aims, ‘'to lead in the development of a 
program for the extension and im- 
provement of the library services and 
resources and to aid in the provision 
of adequate housing and other 
facilities for the library.” 

Along with the declaration of non- 
support of the library’s staying in 
Newton Corner without adequate in- 
formation on the feasibility and 
desirability of staying in its present 
location, the Friends’ board of direc- 
tors also withdrew financial 
assistance to the library except for 
“promoting public relations or under- 
writing library studies."” 

Ms. Criscitiello later explained that 
the Friends’ board took that position 

because funds are very limited and 
the board does not want to contribute 
to the purchase of things that should 
be bought through the budget pro- 
cedure.

When Lipof said the trustees ‘‘can't 
be involved in doing surveys” and the 
trustees should not be expected to 
hold joint meetings with the Friends, 
Trustee Arthur Vershbow said almost 
plaintively, ‘The Friends are the only 
constituency we have.” 


Vershbow also pointed out to the 
trustees, as they were deliberating 
over a commitment to remaining in 
Newton Corner, ‘If the city puts 
$750,000 into fixing the library, that 
does it for a generation.’ In other 
words, there would be no money later 
for a new library.

In what surprisingly took longer 
than expected, the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives voted phase 
in 109-44 Tuesday to a legal drinking 
age of 21 over the next three years. 

Making an abrupt about face from 
Monday’s initial approval of a 19- 
year-old legal age, the House approv- 
ed a bill which would increase the 
drinking age to 19 March 1, to 20 as of 
March 1, 1980, and to 21 as of March i, 
1981. 

Newton's representatives split on 
the issue with Rep. Joseph DeNucci 
voting in favor of the increase, and 
both David Mofenson and David 
Cohen voting not to raise the legal 
drinking age. 

The bill, pushed hard by Governor 
Edward J. King, is an attempt to stop 
what many see as a direct line of 
alcohol to younger adolescents. 
Legislators cited vandalism, crime, 
slaughter on the highway, schoolroom 
disruptions, and an alarming increase 
in teenage alcoholism as reasons for 
the age increase. 


The Newton Department of Housing 
Services was recently awarded 
$75,000 in modernization funding by 
the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) to rebuild 
sidewalks and balconies at the Horace 
Mann development in Newtonville. 
This is the latest in a series of moder- 
nization grants received by NDHS 
and through which much-needed 
repairs have been completed at all 
four federally funded senior citizen 
developments. 

Director Frank Quinn commented 
that he was particularly pleased over 
the latest funding authorization 
because “we have been attempting 
for over four years to obtain these 
funds.'’ He anticipates that the work 
will commence in the spring or sum- 
mer of 1979. 

Under a prior modernization fun- 
ding grant of $83,1000, combination 
storm doors and glass inserts were in- 
stalled on each balcony at Jackson 
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In a testimony before the Commit- 
tee on Government Regulations last 
week, Gov. King said, ‘It is a sad fact 
today there are students with drink- 
ing problems sitting in our elemen- 
tary schools.” He felt the increase 
would be one step in solving teenage 
alcoholism. 

But there are people in Newton who 
don’t completely agree with the type 
of argument the governor puts for- 
ward. One of them is Irene 
Bickelman, a career guidance 
counselor who has worked in Newton 
junior and senior high schools for 18 
years. 

“Historically for years,” said Mrs. 
Bickelman, ‘' kids experience their 
first outing with liquor in junior high 
school. I can honestly say that I don’t 
think it’s a severe problem with the 
kids.” 

Mrs. Bickelman feels that kids to- 
day have far more problems than 
alcohol. Except for isolated ' in- 
cidents she has come across in her 
years with the Newton schools, she 
hasn’t seen an increase in drinking 
while at school. Although she is not

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House raises drinking age, 
city answers with education 


opposed to the age increase, Mrs. 
Bickelman doesn’t feel that passing 
laws is going to change people's 
behavior. 

One positive effort that could very 
well change drinking attitudes and 
behavior of Newton's school age 
children, is a program the schools in- 
stitued this fall. 

Last spring, the Newton Public 
Schools received a $10,000 grant with 
the Washingtonian Center for Addic- 
tion, a treatment and research center 
in Boston, to develop a curriculum 
and materials for teaching fifth and 
sixth graders about alcohol. 

The idea may not seem new, but 
under the guidance of Nancy DiMella, 
coordinator of alcohol education for 
the Newton Public Schools, the pro- 
gram has taken an innovative ap- 
proach. 

Instead of using the alcoholism 
scare technique so popular in the ear- 
ly seventies, the ultimate goal of the 
Newton program is to promote in 
students responsible attitudes and 
behaviors with respect to use or 
nonuse of alcohol. Teachers attempt 
to provide students with a broad, firm 
foundation for making their decisions 
about alcohol. 

Ms. DiMella agrees that ex- 
perimenting with alcohol is part of 
most every young student’s life. And 
she said, ‘‘I think that should be kept 
in perspective. When a parent con- 
fronts a 16-year-old coming home 
drunk, their reaction is very impor- 
tant. They can discuss it or overreact. 
Many youngsters go through a phase 
and then out-grow it.” 

The program works within a 
general framework of specific con- 
cepts. It tells the student what alcohol 
is, what it does to the body, behavioral 
changes, and gives the student deci- 
sion. making skills explaining why 
people do and do not choose to drink. 
In many of the exercises, students act 
out situations where peer group 
pressure could influence decisions, 
and the teacher leads the discussion 
toward drinking and peer group 
pressure. 

Through the program, which now 
includes fifth, sixth, seventh and 
eighth graders, Ms. DiMella hopes to 
teach the students, ‘‘how to avoid the 
immediate connection between hap- 
piness and booze. Skiing for a day 
feels a hell of alot better than getting 
drunk for a day.

Bart McCarthy of Newton had always thought of 
Abraham Lincoln as ‘‘a vaguely interesting sort of 
character sandwiched in between Washington, Jefferson 
and Roosevelt on the Mt. Rushmore of Americana.” 

“I remember a quote,’’ continues McCarthy, ‘‘about 
his legs being long enough to reach the ground and I saw 
his picture often on pennies and occasionally on $5 bills. 

“The only other significant connection was that we 
happened to be the same height (6'4"), weight (180 
pounds) and both looked like we never brushed our hair.”” 

As an actor, the 32-year-old McCarthy thought he 
might someday be cast in “Abe Lincoln in Illinois” or 
“Young Mr. Lincoln.” 

But, a year ago, after reading a quote by Leo Tolstoy 
describing our 16th president as the single most influen- 
tial figure in American history, McCarthy began to 
notice Lincoln's impact on the modern world. 

“Lincoln seemed to be following me everywhere,” 
says McCarthy. ‘I walked past a movie theater and ‘The 
Lincoln Conspiracy” was on the marquee, I saw Lincoln 

Logs in toy store windows, commercials on T.V. adver- 
tised Lincoln life insurance, and then hitchhiking home I 
was picked up ina Lincoln Continental.” “When I poured 
Log Cabin syrup on my pancakes the next morning,” he 
adds wryly, ‘‘I thought somebody was trying to tell me 
something.” 

Bart returned to the library and uncovered quite a dif- 
ferent image of Lincoln, describing him as “‘uncooth’ ec- 
centric, simple and the joker president” in one breath. 

This uncharacteristic portrait sparked Bart's curiousi- 
ty and he set forth to explore the man shrouded by 
“homespun hero” myth and historical data. 

The result of McCarthy's ardor is a unique theatre pro- 
duction cleverly entitled, ‘Lincoln Log.” In it, the actor- 
playwright weaves anecdotes, descriptions, music, in- 
terpretations and revelations of the man himself into a 
play-within-a-play about Lincoln during his White House 
years (1861-65). 

“It's a patchwork of images,” says McCarthy. “It 
follows some chronology but is basically non-traditional 
by dealing with isolated issues to create a whole pic- 
ture.” 

“There's something interesting about performance 
itself,” he adds. And in “Lincoln Log” the audience is in- 
cluded in a step-by-step development of ‘‘a play about 
Lincoln.” 

We watch the actor sift and cull background informa- 
tion and exercise to reach a characterization of Lincoln— 
his wit (“rivaled only by Mark Twain”),"’his flaws, his 
humanity, his unquenchable spirit.”” 

The stage is set, both literally and figuratively, and the 
make-up and costumes are applied. McCarthy evolves 
physically into a man described by the poet Car) Sand- 
burg as ‘‘sad and haunting, quizzical and comic, like a 
lean tawny buffalo.” McCarthy actually shaved his own 
beard, although it was appropriate for the role, in keep- 
ing with his conception of the production. 

McCarthy also learned to play the jew's harp for the 
role, and with Ron Pullman, a local banjo player, he joins 
in a rousing rendition of ‘Foggy Mountain Breakdown.” 
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His vocal intonations are ‘high pitched but resonant like 
Lincoln's," and his monologues are peppered with II- 
linois backwoods vernacular, freely exchanging ‘‘thar”’ 
for there and “‘git"’ for get. 

“It's important that the audience watch Lincoln 
develop before its eyes," explains McCarthy,’’ because 
the idea is to make the man accesible while minimizing 
the Honest Abe mythology.” 

To do this, McCarthy's investigation of Lincoln went 
beyond the public servant who stood as the focal point of 
the slavery issue and the Civil War. “Lincoln Log” also 
uncovers the illusionary who had recurring prophetic 
dreams, the father who suffered the death of three 
children and the husband who watched his wife, Mary 
Todd, grow increasingly insane and remote. ‘I wanted to 
get in touch with what was significant about Lincoln as a 
person,', says the performer. And to this end, McCarthy 
concentrated his research on material written by Lincoln 
himself. He found it difficult to separate fact from bias in 
most history texts and plays about Lincoln and also noted 
that many biographies were ‘‘too Americana and too dis- 
tant.” 

“The so-called history I read was not the history of a 
human being,” he explains. ‘‘ “Lincoln Log” is a reitera- 
tion of a man’s history which affected the overall scale of 
humanity. Lincoln was not a God. He was a common man 
who made mistakes, but was always honest, consistent 
and humane—a real hero.” 

McCarthy's concept of ‘Lincoln the hero’ is essentially 
at the crux of his one-man-show. In fact, part of the 
motive for his journey into Lincoln comes from ‘‘the 
absence of modern heroes and our disillusionment with 
our leaders and ourselves.” 

When we see heroes fall, iike in Watergate,” says Mc- 
Carthy, ‘we become very suspicious of any kind of con- 
temporary hero. Our heroes are so distanced that they 
become myth and have nothing to do with everyday life."” 

“It's a modern concept,”’ he continues,'’that it is im- 
possible to be a politician and not be a liar and a com- 
promiser. Lincoln was in the beginning of the modern 
age but he always said what he meant and he received 
criticism for it. He was created around the Honest Abe 
image but it was also the reality of the man.” 


McCarthy believes in his material 100 percent and is 
truly dedicated to the message in “Lincoln Log.” “I now 
know,” he remarks, ‘‘that it is possible to live an honest 
life in the modern age and I hope to pass on this ex- 
perience to my audiences."” 

“Lincoln Log” is basically a touring show, and, fitting- 
ly, its first performance is slated for today, Lincoln's 
170th birthday, at Randolph Junior High School. 

McCarthy recently presented a showcase of the ‘*Lin- 
coln Log” material to potential bookers and school 
representatives at Boston Arts Group, the theatre center 
he co-founded in 1974 and where he now serves as Artistic 
Director, He hopes to garner enough support to tour with 
the show into 1980. 


McCarthy is not worried, however, about maintaining 
the spark that so often fizzles in long-running theatre pro- 
ductions. 


Says the actor-playwright (with honesty, of course),

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New legislation 


Smoke detector law to be voted on Feb. 20 


The ‘'smoke detector ordinance” 
was restored to its full intent — man- 
datory installations in all houses and 
apartments by Jan. 1, 1980 — by the 
Legislation & Rules Committee Mon- 
day night for a vote by the Board of 
Aldermen Feb. 20. 

The Public Safety & Transportation 
Committee had eliminated the man- 
datory aspect of the ordinance for 
single-family houses. Installation of 
smoke detectors would have been 
mandated only upon change of oc- 
cupancy of the house. 

The change back to the intent of 
Ald. Carol Ann Shea, who proposed 
the ordinance, was opposed strongly 
by Ald. Donald Budge, who felt the 
matter had been decided by the PS&T 
committee. 


Ald. Wendell Bauckman also oppos- 
ed the revised ordinance. He wanted 
it to apply only to houses when they 
are sold or change occupants and and 
thought one smoke detector per house 
should be enough, not one on every 
level in which there are ‘habitable 
rooms,”’ as the ordinance states. 

Fire Department officials have 
recommenze2 at least two smoke 
detectors in a two-story house. Smoke 
detectors cost about $10 each. 

Enforcement of the ordinance will 
be primarily through the Building 
Department’ but will also be done 
through the occupancy permit, which 
must be obtained from the Health 
Department whenever a house is sold 
and reoccupied. When work for which 
a building permit has been issued is 


inspected by a building inspector, he 
will also check for the smoke detec- 
tors. 

A third method will be the routine 
Fire Department inspections, which 
are voluntary on the part of 
homeowners. Capt. Joseph Fitzsim- 
mons said Monday night that his 
department is obliged to report any 
violations of the building code to the 
building department if they are 
observed at an inspection. 

Penalty for noncompliance would 
be $25 a day.

Declining enrollment brings more 
split-grades to elementary schools

Due to declining enrollment in all 
elementary schools, split grades have 
become a reality. Thirty-three per- 
cent of all Newton elementary 
classrooms have combination grades, 
according to Norman Colb, assistant 
superintendent for programming in 
Newton schools, who spoke to Zervas 
School parents and teachers at the 
school Tuesday in a panel discussion 
on split grades. 

Colb sees a number of elements 
necessary for multi-gradedness to be 
successful. The schools must have a 
good management system for 
allocating units of instruction without 
redundancy. 

If a child is in a two-three-grade 
classroom as a second grader, the 
next year he may be in the same room 
as a third grader. Colb says that it is 
necessary to eliminate ‘‘unintended 
redundancv.”’ 


Teachers must be willing to share 
resources, but Colb says that they will 
be given a bonus to obtain a diversity 


of material for a_ split-grade 
classroom.

NEW YORK (UPI) — An 
extraordinary and 
sexually explicit film 
about horses includes 
among Its featured and bit 
players the names of some 
of the nation's wealthiest 
People, most of them 
traditionally shy of such 
public appearances, 
Among them are Paul 
Mellon, Alfred Vanderbilt, 
Ogden Phipps and Mrs. 


Richard Dupont. 
Everything centers on 
horses. There are 


dramatic episodes — the 
teasing and breeding of 
mares at a stud farm, for 
example. Nothing is left to 
the imagination. It is 
something even many of 
the people whose lives 
have been wrapped up in 
horses never see. 
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Documentary explores life among the horsey set 


But this full-length 
documentary, as its title 
explains, is about the 
people who are ‘Just 
Crazy About Horses." It is 
the real world of the horsey 
set exposed, including its 
hunt ball gossip and 
Bloody Marys served by a 
butler at the hunt meet. 

Two filmmakers 
managed to break into one 
of society's most exclusive 
circles, 

Tim Lovejoy and Joe 
Wemple filmed Kelso, the 
great race _ horse, 
frolicking in retirement at 
Woodstock Farm, Chesa- 
peake City, Md. And they 
have Allaire Dupont, heir 
to the chemical fortune, 
telling of riding him to 
hounds herself, he is so 
gentle. 

They stumbled upon 


















events in which others who 
spend thelr lives around 
horses became the central 
figures, 

At one farm, a mare 
gives birth to a stillborn 
foal. What makes it 
fascinating is the grief of 
the groom, who is com- 
forted by his wife as, his 
voice breaking, he reports 
the loss to the stable 
owner. 

With their film in the 
theaters, Lovejoy and 
Wemple told of their three 
years making the film. 
Much of the time was spent 
either raising enough 
money to continue shooting 
or seeking permission to 
film another scene. 

“We had this idea of 
depicting this little world 
in microcosm — so private 
and completely centered 













around horses,” Joe sald. 
“Many of the people are 
very rich, but that’s not as 
important as knowing and 
caring about horses.” 

“They told us you'll 
never get any of these 
people to be in it,”’ Tim 
said, “but we would call 
them, write them, send 
them a description of the 
film.” 


“Actually, after we got 
our foot in the door,” Joe 
said, “we became very 
selective. We wanted to 
avoid the Greenwich, 
Conn., Gucci-Pucci set. We 
wanted to film people 
whose lives were really 
wrapped up with horses. 

“Pretty soon, they would 
call us or tell us about 
people we should see next. 
These people are insular, 
but they are not snobby.” 














The film starts with the 
high bidding — $750,000 for 
@ foal at the Saratoga 
Yearling Sales attended by 
the socially celebrated. It 
wends its way south along 
the East Coast, adding a 
score of vignettes: the 
small child at one farm 
riding a sheep, surgery to 
correct the knock-knees of 
a yearling, the equestrian 
who dines and lives by 
candlelight in his mansion 
at night and goes 
“coaching” by day, the 
unpardonable claiming of 
a foul in the genteel world 
of steeplechasing — and 
the snubbing of the jockey 
who claimed it. 

There is Nancy Hannum, 
on crutches, directing a 
meeting of the Cheshire 
Hounds in Unionville, Va.; 
following the hunt cross- 
country by jeep until she 
can ride again. And her 
sister, Avie Walker, 
paralyzed from the waist 
down after her third 
serious horse accident, 
conducting her race stable 
and so in love with horses 
she has had herself 
strapped on one so she 
could ride once more. 

“These women were 
incredible,” Tim said, 
“some of the finest people 
I've met.”” 

With her Cheshire 
Hounds, Joe said, ‘Nancy 
is like a sailor. She knows 
where the wind is coming 
from, where the scent will 
rise. She really has a 
greater understanding and 
love for protecting the 
animal than any of your 
citified humanitarians.” 





After they filmed the 
breeding scene at Glyndon, 
Md., which Joe called 


“A lady in Kentucky who 
operates a breeding stable 
told us it was the first time 
she had seen horses bred,” 
Joe sald. “Ladies are not 
permitted in the stud 
barns.” 

There are residues of a 
haughty superiority of a 
country elite of a time past 
— an estate owner bought 
the mansion as “a hedge 
against FDR;" a dressage 
rider in New Jersey talks 
of “racing in Bombay;” a 
matron roots for a horse 
show entrant who is “a 
nice person without 
masses of money.” 

But there are people like 
exjockey Tiger Bennett 
whose point-to-point race 
near Monkton, Md., goes 
on although only his and 
two other horses enter and 
who lives sparingly in a 
small house ‘with a room 
full of boots and a piece of 
cheese in the 
refrigerator.” 

“We started off with the 
fancy pants and got to the 
professionals, then those 
whose involvement was 
almost neurotic, the ec- 
centrics and finally those 
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whose lives are very 
humanly wrapped up in 
horses," Joe sald. 


Of the two film makers, 
Tim, 35, was the most 
likely to gain entre to the 
confined circles of horse 
people. Raised in Far 
Hills, N.J., he rode with the 
Essex Hunt when home 
from attending Exeter 
Academy. He went on to 
Yale, where he played 
polo, He has a horse. 
Rather, he shares one with 
his father. 

“But I didn’t know any of 
the people we wound up 
filming,” he said. ‘My own 
hunt wouldn't let us film 
them." 

Joe, 34, raised in 
Manhattan's Greenwich 
Village, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, calls his 
background ‘‘fairly 
bohemian.” He attended 
Beverly Hills High and a 
number of colleges before 
graduating from the New 
York University film 
school, then edited or 
directed some television 
commercials. 

When they met one night 


















at a party, Joe had two 
successful documentaries 
under his belt. Tim was 
trying to become a 
playwright. They got the 
{dea of a documentary on 
the horse world when Joe

accompanied Tim to a 
steeplechase In Far Hills 
one day. 

“It was so cinematic,” 
sald Joe. “'The foliage, the 
picnickers, the scene. It 
was a world apart.”

Despite a prediction of a recession, 
Benedict said he did not share the 
views of some economists ‘'that all is 
gloom and doom.” 


“Obviously, there are some pitfalls 
ahead, particularly inflation, but even 
so we are looking for continued 
growth at Freedom Federal in 1979,"" 
he said.

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Trash Talk 
Snow often 
means no 
recycling

Recycling question of the week: How 
do I know if there is recycling collec- 
tion during stormy winter weather? 


Although Newton made it through 
December and January with little 
snow, February and March are tradi- 
tionally the snowy winter months. 


In the event of snow, if conditions 
warrant sidewalk as well as street 
plowing, there will be no recycling 
(and most likely no rubbish collec- 
tion). This is because the men who 
usually collect trash and recyclables 
will be needed to clear streets and 


sidewalks. 


In general the following rule applieg 
to both recycling and rubbish collec- 
tion — if your pickup is missed 
because of severe weather, it will be 
on the following day. To be on safe 
side, you may want to follow the 
recycling rule of thumb, which is 
“When in doubt, don't put it out.” 
Hold your recyclables for the next 
weekly collection date. 


Keep in mind that recyclables are 
collected each week on your regular 
trash day. The safest course to follow 
if you have any question whether 
snow will affect recycling is to hold 
your bottles, cans and papers for the 
next weekly collection date. 


If you do have any questions on 
recycling during stormy weather, call 
552-7191. If you have any other recycl- 
ing questions, call 552-7221.

Newton woman shows kids 
wonders of the Aquarium 


In pursuing her diverse interests in 
childhood education and ecology, Lin- 
da Swartz of Prospect Park, Newton- 
ville, volunteers one day each week at 
the New England Aquarium in 
Boston. She serves primarily as a 
guide in the Aquarium's children’s 
gallery, supervising, answering ques- 
tions and urging small hands to pick 
up and touch the animals in the 
gallery's Tide Pool. 

One day each month Swartz travels 
with other volunteers, beavers, otters 
and penguins to Boston's Children's 
Hospital. 

Volunteers feel that the children’s 
contact with the animals satisfies 
more than their curiosity — it is an 


educational experience and often the 
first step in learning ecology. The 
Aquarium currently has some 125 
volunteers.

Hospital will answer phones 
quicker with new switchboard 


If you've ever had problems getting 
through to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital's busy switchboard, relief is 
now in sight. 

The hospital recently received a 
certificate of need (CON) for a new 
privately owned phone systen under 
the state’s CON program, which re- 
quires hospitals to seek a CON for any 
expenditure over $150,000 or for any 
“substantial change in service.” 

With the new __ interconnect 
telephone system, which will be 
operational in about a year, com- 
puterized switching mechanisms will 
route calls more quickly and, 
therefore, the amount of time re- 
quired to handle calls in the new 
system can be transferred by the per- 
sons receiving them, instead of going 
back through the switchboard, and 
three-party conference calls will also 
be possible.

“I 
saw the white-faced cattle 
standing in lush grass up to 
their bellies and it was 
really beautiful.” 

Cooper said he met his 
wife, Phyllis, who ‘was 
secretary to my boss’ in 
Chicago. She is a native of 
Crookston, Minn. ‘‘There's 
only a screen door between 
it and the North Pole,” she 
said. 

Cooper has 13 domestic 
cows which should have 
little beefaloes this spring 
and he expects to know by 
November how far he will 
go in the business.

Turning a disability into an ability

To be old and blind once meant being forced into 
an institution. There was no choice since the loss of 
sight stenelled dependency. Over the decades, that 
thinking has been modified. 

At the Boston Aid to the Blind, Inc. in West Rox- 
bury, the elderly blind participate in an educational 
and recreational program designed to encourage 
achievement. 

There they continue to learn while adapting old 
skills to the blindness. What was once considered 
unattainable is now possible. Sewing on a machine 
for pleasure or economy is a skill which can be ac- 
complished. 

Instructors work with the people and in one class 
a woman was finishing a blouse while another was 
working on a dress. 

The cooking class teaches more than preparing 
food. Taught by Cyreld Smith of Milton, the 
members learn about nutrition, diet control and 
health information. 

In class, they prepare individual meals which 
they can do at home. Last week one class made 
Greek lemon soup, meatloaf and gingered summer 
squash. The total cost per person was $1. ‘‘In fact, 
we have yet to go over $1,”’ said . Ms. Smith proud- 
ly. 

Presently, the members of her class are working 
on a cookbook they plan to publish. It will em- 
phasize low cost one dish meals which they will test 
before including in the book. 

Cooking is the practical aspect of life. The 
aesthetic senses must also be nurtured and there 
are classes in drama, arts and crafts, woodwork- 
ing. a choral group and an 11 member instrumental 
combo, 

The combo members have been ‘“‘on the road" 
playing for public schoo! students and at various 
functions. 

There are groups which discuss literature, poetry 
and the members have a talking newspaper class 
taught by Robert Segal of Newton Highlands. Segal, 
who is executive director of Boston Aid to the Blind, 
is a former newspaperman who worked for the Cin- 
cinnati Post and was editor of a daily in Chillicothe, 
Ohio. 

Boston Aid to the Blind was founded in 1912 and 
incorporated in 1945. Segal says that presently 
classes take place three days a week for six hours a 
day—-all the time the group has funding for. 
Operating on a $250,000 budget, the organization is 
partly supported by 4500 members, some of whom 
pay $10 dues annually. There are also standing and 
life memberships available. Other money comes 
from the state which buys the organization's ser- 
vices. 

Recently the Department of Elder Affairs gave 
the group a grant to pioneer a cultural enrichment 
program taking the elderly blind to museums, sym- 
phony and plays. Because of the program's suc- 
cess, when the grant money ran out, other funding 
was obtained from Digital Corporation and 

Polaroid in addition to “smaller trust funds and in- 
dividual gifts,”’ said Segal. 

Those who qualify for the programs must be 
legally blind or have lost 80 percent of their sight. 
Transportation is provided by station wagon large- 
ly at the agency's expense. .. Inside the modern 
West Roxbury building, a professional staff tries to 
“contruct an individual program based on in- 
terests, hobbies, latent and potential skills,"’ said 
Segal. 

All receive an orientation and mobility training 
and it is not uncommon to see unsighted people 
walking independentally through the building, up 
and down stairs. 

Since people derive strength and diversion from 
talking with each other, a large lounge is the place 
where people sit, have a cup of coffee and chat—-to 
have, even for a short time, companionship. 

Then, it's on to the next class. 

By emphasizing abilities and not blindness or 
disability, the agency has provided people with 
“the right to remain active, involved, and indepen- 
dent citizens within a society in which they worked 
most of their lives."’

Italian cuisine makes a delicious, 
economical meal and a half-cup of 
pasta contains roughly 95 calories. An 
ethnic meal is an easy, delicious way 
to achieve a balanced meanu. 

Pasta, of course, contains a serving 
from a grain group. Tomato sauce 
and salad contribute nutrients from 
the fruit and vegetable groups. Pasta 
also contans thiamin, iron and niacin. 

Combining plentiful foods such as 
cheese, cottage cheese and spinach 
with eggs and seasonings is where the 
costs savings come in, 

CHEESE-STUFFED EGGPLANT 

4 servings 

1 medium-sized eggplant (about 1 % 
Ib.) 

2 cups water 

2 tablespoons fresh lemon juice

1 can (8 0z.) tomato sauce 

2 tablespoons fresh lemon juice

1 cup ground or very finely chopped unsaltec 
peanuts

Felopulos (six) 
and Tim Hairston (four) combined for 
10 of South's 12. At halftime, the score 
was 28-22 Concord. 

The Lions shut off Concord’s inside 
game in the third quarter, holding 
Pagano to just two points and one re- 
bound as they outscored the Pats, 15- 


11, in the a quarter.Pete Felopulos 
had nine in the period and the Lions 
closed the gap to two, 39-37 after three 
periods. 

Concord maintained its two-point 
lead throughout most of the fourth 
quarter, but with 2:45 left in the 
quarter Mike Kline stole an inbound 
pass, scored and was fouled.

But they let it run down too far 
and, with the Lions playing tough on 
defense, Concord was forced to throw 
up a desperation shot with three 
seconds left, which fell way short, for- 
cing the game into overtime. 

In that fourth quarter, the Lions 
outscored C-C, 14-12, with Felopulos 
(six) and Kline (five) combining for 
11. Pagano had eight for Concord. 

In overtime, Concord outscored 
South 8-3, with all their points coming 


from free throws. With 56 seconds re- 
maining in the three minute overtime 
period’ Pagano sank a free throw, giv- 
ing Concord a 55-53 lead, A South tur- 
nover led to two Pat Harrington free 
throws and a four-point lead for Con- 
cord , with 49 seconds left. Another 
South turnover led to two free throws 
by guard Jim Taggart, who had 10 
assists on the night, icing it for C-C, 
with 59-53, with 20 seconds left. A Pete 
Felopulos free throw with one second 
left accounted for the 54-54 final. 


This win made Concord a 5-4 in the 
D.C.L. League, 6-1 overall while South 
dipped to 1-10 in league play and 3-13 
overall in what is turning out to be one 
of the worst seasons in South history.

After all the effort it took for them to 
recapture the Beanpot, Boston Universi- 
ty got careless for the first time all night 
and almost left the coveted jug behind. 

About 45 minutes after the Terriers 
had edged Commonwealth Avenue 
rivals Boston College, 4-3, to annex their 
llth Beanpot title in the 27-year history 
of the annual Hub event, B.U. captain 
Jack O'Callahan, tournament MVP and 
winning-goal scorer Daryl MacLeod, 
and a couple of reporters were left in the 
B.U. dressing room. 

As the quartet started to make their 
way out, one of the reporters asked the 
pair of players, *‘Aren’t you guys forget- 
ting something?" 
“Huh?” 


The duo then followed the reporter's 
eyes back into the room toward the far 
corner. They had to laugh. 

There sat the cherished Beanpot all by 
itself. It came close to spending the night 
in the bowels of the Boston Garden. 

But while everybody seemed to forget 
about the trophy after it was all over, the 
championship it signifies was the hottest 
item in town last evening. The cham- 
pionship game was—as its name sug- 
gests—a championship-calibre affair. 

“I thought it was a very good game, 
and both teams played extremely well,” 
said winning coach Jack Parker, whose 
team is now 18-3 overall and sits atop the 
ECAC with a 15-2 mark. “It was exactly 
the kind of game we were expecting. It 
was emotional and we knew they (B.C.) 
were going to be geared for this. They

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Bottle bills challenge America’s no- deposit, no-return way of life 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
powerful industrial 
coalition is waging what 
environmentalists say is a 
costly and deceptive 
lobbying campaign to 
block a little-known piece 
of legislation — the bottle 
bill. 

In state after state, this 
alliance of brewers and 
soft drink companies, 
bottlers and canners, steel, 
aluminum and glass in- 
dustries, distributors and 
grocery stores has 
declared war on the 
movement to bring back 
the old-fashioned deposit 
on beverage containers. 

It is a fight Americans 
will be hearing a lot about 
in the months to come. 

Since 1970, a whopping 
1,400 bills and popular 
initiatives have been in- 
troduced in _ states, 
counties, cities and 
Congress to require such 
deposits — usually a nickel 
or a dime — on bottles and 
cans. 

Opponents have 
managed to defeat all but a 
handful of these proposals. 
Yet, in early 1979, the 
lobby is desperately wor- 
ried, and with reason. The 
momentum now appears to 
be on the side of the en- 
vironmentalists and their 
friends in their campaign 
to curb what they call 
America’s out-of-control 
throwaway habit. 

These groups argue that 
stopping the yearly 
dumping of 80 billion 
beverage bottles and cans 
on landfills and roadsides 
would slash grocery 
prices, cut litter and solid 
waste, create jobs, save 
energy and resources, 
reduce garbage removal 
costs and prevent injuries. 

Their first success was 
Oregon, which passed a so- 
called ‘bottle bill’ — 
although beverage cans 
are also affected — in 1972. 
Since then, Vermont, 
Maine, Michigan, Iowa, 
Connecticut and Delaware 
have enacted similar laws. 

Now, big fights are 
shaping up around the 
country. The Can 
Manufacturers’ Institute 
lists 13 states as ‘‘critical”” 
for 1979; Alaska, 
California, Delaware, 
Illinois, Kansas, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Ohio, South Carolina, 
Virginia and Washington. 

The pro-deposit forces 
also believe they have a 
chance in New York, 
Texas, Kentucky, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Oklahoma and 
New Mexico. 

Industry clearly fears a 
domino effect: the fall of 
state after state leading to 
the ultimate disaster of a 
federal statute. Already 
the Carter administration 
is studying the possibility 
of recommending such a 
bottle bill and has begun 
trial return-the-can 
programs in national 
parks and military bases. 

But the anti-deposit 
lobby — __ including 
segments of organized 
labor — disputes the 
claims of the en- 
vironmentalists. It argues 
that ‘forced deposits” 
would be in fact be a 
burden America cannot 
afford 

Their biggest weapon is 
money, and en- 
vironmentalists claim they 
wield it like a club. 

In Nebraska, they spent 
$350,000 — about 30 cents 
for every resident, more 
than the combined cam- 
paign funds of the 
Democratic and 
Republican gubernatorial 
candidates — to crush a 
November referendum, 
environmentalists said. 
The other side raised 
$11,000. 

“It was really a com- 
plete saturation: radio and 
television ads, mailings, 
billboards, stickers on 
cars, pamphlets in grocery 
stores,’ said Mark 
Sullivan of the 4million 
member National Wildlife 
Federation. 

Nebraska was only the 
latest example of in- 
dustry’s heavy spending 
ways. It was small change 
compared to Michigan, the 
only big, urbanized state 
that has so far adopted a 
bottle bill. 

There, the so-called 
Committee Against Forced 
Deposits poured $1.3 
million — 83 percent of it 
contributed by big national 
companies — into the most 


expensive campaign for or 
against a ballot issue in 
Michigan history. 


Environmentalists 
raised only a tenth that but 
launched a well organized 
drive and voters passed 
the measure by 68 percent. 

In sparsely populated 
Maine, industry spending 
also backfired. ‘It was 
overkill,” said Maine 
Audubon official William 
B. Ginn. “They spent 
$500,000 to our $40,000. 
People got fed up with this 
immense show of muscle.” 

The coalition also spent 
$145,000 and lost in Iowa 
but won in Colorado 
($500,000), Massachusetts 
($1 million), Washington 
State (at least $300,000) 
and numerous other states 
and localities. One 
California report 
estimated it was prepared 
to spend $5 million in that 
state. 

Fighting referendums is 
just part of the coalition's 
strategy. It also lobbies 
state legislatures and the 
federal government. Beer 
maker William Coors 
estimates brewers alone 
spend $20 million a year to 
fight container legislation. 

And the coalition has un- 
leashed a ‘multi-million 
dollar campaign to win 
over the American public. 
Keep America Beautiful, 
Inc., whose board of 
directors reads like a 
Who's Who of anti-deposit 
companies, uses $35 
million in free air time and 
ad space each year to 
promote the notion that 
litter is a ‘‘people 
problem,” 

“The container and 
certain beverage interests 
have mounted one of the 
largest lobbying cam- 
paigns ever seen to stop 
bottle legislation, in every 
state and in Congress,” 
one New York state ad- 
vocate said. “They are 
willing to use any tactics.” 

For example, anti-lobby 
groups noted: 

—In Iowa, they un- 
dertook a costly media 
blitz for the entire month of 
January 1978 — just before 
the legislature opened to 
consider a bottle bill. 

—In New Hampshire, 
they marched 200 op- 
ponents en masse into 
committee hearings on a 
deposit law. 

—Oregon’s state at- 
torney said he had never 
seen ‘as much pressure 
exerted by so many vested 
interests” as the fight to 
kill the nation’s first ban on 
throwaways. 

Commenting on the 
industry lobbyists, an 
official of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
in Washington said’ they 
are “vociferous. They 
never give up.” 

A New York lawmaker 
said he feared the 
democratic process itself 
was breaking down. 

Of course, the container 
and beverage industries 
and their allies are within 
their rights to spend and 
lobby. But, environ- 
mentalists claim their 
message is often a 
hodgepodge of distortions 
and half-truths. 

“There is no basis for the 
tumors and misin- 
formation continually 
circulated by bottle bill 
opponents across the 
country as they attempt to 
discredit the Oregon 
success and stop other 
states’ legislation," an 
official Oregon report said 
in 1977. 

Officials and en- 
vironmentalists in other 
States echoed that view, 
complaining of efforts to 
confuse and deceive 
Americans. 

“A lot of what I consider 
to be lies, damn lies and 
statistics are being foisted 
on the public,” said the 


National Wildlife 
Federation's Mark 
Sullivan. 


What are the lobby's 
claims? What answers do 
the — environmentalists 
give? 

One favorite argument is 
to paint a dark picture of 
thousands of breadwinners 
thrown out of work. Many 
jobs would be lost, 
although one federal study 
shows attrition would 
minimize actual disloca- 
tions. 

But, say the pro-bill 
forces, many more would 
be gained — a fact the 
lobby glosses _ over. 
Numerous studies, in- 
cluding one sponsored by 
the beverage industry 
itself, show a net increase 
up to 130,000 jobs. Many of 


these could be filled by the 
chronically unemployed — 
one reason the National 
Urban League supports 
deposit legislation. 

Many environmentalists 
also question industry's 
proclaimed devotion to job 
protection. They note it 
shed few tears over the 
massive plant closings and 
layoffs brought about by 
the trend toward 
throwaways — from just 
one of 10 containers in 1947 
to almost eight today. 

In any case, they say, 
states can be sensitive to 
the fate of those who do get 
pink slips. Connecticut, for 
example, offered special 
unemployment benefits 
and retraining programs. 
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The anti-bottle bill 
coalition also insists a 
return to returnables 
would hit consumers in the 
pocketbook. 

Advertisements in 
Massachusetts warned a 
proposed measure would 
cost each family $100 a 
year. The ads carried the 
name of the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, circled in red. 

The infuriated regional 
EPA director repudiated 
the ads as ‘“‘totally false.” 

Environmentalists say 
that studies show a 
national bottle bill would 
cut beer and soda prices 
substantially, perhaps as 
much as $3 billion. Ver- 
mont put the savings at $60 


*NORMAL OF D. 
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per family per year. The 
League of Women Voters 
surveyed hundreds of 
grocery stores across the 
nation and found returna- 
bles cost about a nickel 
less per container than 
throwaways — and never 
more. 

And, backers point out, 
the higher prices of one- 
way bottles and cans do not 
include the extra financial 
burden of litter pickup and 
solid waste disposal. 

With shoppers returning 
their bottles and cans to 
the supermarket and kids 
combing parks and roads 
for castaways, a large 
chunk of the litter that 
plagues the landscape 
would be eliminated. 
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“Tourists express 
amazed pleasure at the 
cleanliness of our 
highways,” a Maine of- 
ficial said. Oregon cut total 
litter by 40 percent. The 
EPA said a U.S. law could 
do much the same for the 
entire country. 

More than most other 
forms of litter, proponents 
of the legislation argue, 
bottles and cans deface 
even remote wilderness 
areas. It is for this reason 
many land owners nail up 
no-trespassing signs on 
their property. And the 
containers are virtually 
indestructible. Glass takes 
1 million years to disin- 
tegrate, aluminum, five 
centuries. 
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Industry insists a bottle 
bill would have little effect 
on outdoor trash and might 
even increase it. But the 
Oregon Department of 
Environmental Quality 
complained opponents 
knowingly trot out clerical 
errors from a six-year-old 
highway survey to prove 
there point. 

Opponents also claim 
that garbage recycling 
plants are a_ better 
alternative to bottle bills, 
but one expert scoffed at 
the concept as ‘‘a hopeful 
dream.” 

In contrast, according to 
its backers, a bottle bill 
would act quickly to cut the 
nation’s growing mountain 
of solid waste by an 
estimated 4.1 percent and 
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ease the burden on 
dwindling landfill space. 

It would also be a god- 
send to financially 
strapped cities, cutting 
about $500 million annually 
from garbage collection 
costs that frequently rank 
No. 2 on the budget, they 
said. 

They add that on top of 
that would come a 
reduction in litter cleanup 
expenses of another §200 
million or so. Columnist 
Jack Anderson reported 
eight years ago that a 
single broken bottle cost 30 
cents to remove, or about 
50 cents of today's inflated 
dollar. 

Industry claims a 
returnables system would 
produce little energy 
savings because of in- 
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creased use of gasoline to 
deliver heavier containers. 

Yet, the Federal Energy 
Administration projected a 
savings equivalent to 29 
million barrels of oil a year 
under a national bottle bill. 
Already, Oregon's law is 
conserving enough fuel to 
heat the winter homes of 
50,000 residents. 

Industry says refillables 
would waste water, 
Environmentalists cite 
studies showing returnable 
bottles and aluminum cans 
use less than one-half the 
water needed by one-way 
bottles and bimetal cans.

Conservatory awards 
prize to Opera composer 


Dr. Ray E. Luke of Oklahoma City, 
has been awarded the $5500 competi- 
tion prize for an original American 
opera, sponsored by the Rockefeller 
Foundation and the New England 
Conservatory of Music. 

Dr. Luke’s composition, ‘‘Medea”’ 
will premiere this spring by the New 
England Conservatory Opera 
Theater, with the composer himself 
conducting. David Bartholomew, 
stage director of the NEC Opera 
Theater, stated that ‘“‘it was an ex- 
citing opportunity for students not on- 
ly to premiere an opera, but to have 
the composer there to conduct and 
supervise the music preparation."’ 

An internationally known com- 
poser, Dr. Luke is a professor of 
music and chairman of the In- 
strumental Music Division at 
Oklahoma City University and co- 
principal guest conductor of the 
Oklahoma (City) Symphony Or- 
chestra, having previously served as 
its associate conductor, resident con- 
ductor, and music director. 

Dr. Luke's works have been per- 
formed by many symphony and 
chamber organizations and have won 
numerous prizes, including the 1969 
Gold Medal and cash award of the 
Queen Elizabeth of Belgium Interna- 
tional Competition. 

“Medea” is his first opera and was 
selected out of fifty scores submitted 


to the judges this past fall. According 
to the rules of the competition, all 
entering composers had to be 
American citizens who were not 
members of the Conservatory faculty, 
and the librettos to their operas had to 
be in English. The final decision was 
based on artistic merit and ap- 
propriateness for performance by the 
NEC Opera Theater. 

Second prize winner and recipient 
of $3000 in Rockefeller prize money 
for his opera ‘Life is a Dream" was 
Lewis Spratlan, who is chairman of 
the Music Department at Amherst 
College, Amherst, and director of the 
Amherst-Mount Holyoke Orchestra. 
Third prize and $1500 went ot Pulitzer 
Prize-winning composer Charles 
Wuorinen of New York for his ‘The 
Whore of Babylon." 

Scores were judged by David Bar- 
tholomew; Larry Livingston, vice- 
president and music director of the 
New England Conservatory; Donal 
Martino, Pulitzer composer and 
chairman of the Conservatory’s Com- 
position Department; and John 
Moriarity, chairman of the Opera 
Department at Boston Conservatory. 

In addition to the $10,000 in total 
prize money, the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion is also underwriting part of the 
cost of the opera production. The per- 
formances will be staged at the 
Boston University Theater on May 3, 
4, and 5.

Yet women, she 
argues, comprise 41 
percent of the work 
force, all on the lowest 
tung of the economic 
ladder.

; “Carter's budget is 

the clearest statement 
of our nation's values — 
that programs directly 
affecting women are 
still not the top priority, 
even though they are the 
majority of its poor,” 
she says. 

Carter did not take 
well to what he called 
the committee's 
‘lecturing’? about 
economic priorities and 
fired Mrs, Abzug from 
the women's advisory 
committee. Twenty-four 
other members quickly 
quit in protest. 

“Apparently there's a 
double standard as to 
how you rid yourself of 
committee heads,” says 
the banished Mrs. 
Abzug. “(Bert) Lance 
was accused of 
wrongdoing; all women 
have to dois speak up on 
the issues.”” 

Yet Carter apparently 
has not lost out with 
women in Mrs. Abzug’s 
estimation. 

The Equal Rights 
Amendment, which 
Carter supports, 
remains the “heart of 
their consensus,” but 
she predicts women will 
organize more carefully 
for the 1980 elections to 
look at candidates and 
thelr positions on the 
economy, a8 well as 
ERA and abortion, 

For the flamboyant 
former congresswoman 
herself, the firing could 
well be politically fatal.

electoral outings in New 
York, she used the 
president's committee 
as a national forum for 
her ideas. 

Yet she does not seem 
worried. 

“T'm out of it!” she 
laughs breezily. ‘The 
phone's ringing off the 
wall. Jeez, who would 
have believed it a couple 
of weeks ago?” 

Reporters who had 
been calling three 
weeks earlier to do New 
Year's stories on her 
trimmer-by-45-pounds 
figure (a story idea she 
considered idiotic), 
were now calling to talk 
about women's issues (a 
subject she warms to 
immediately.) 

Her calendar is a 
storm of appointments 
and appearances: 
testifying before a 
congressional comm- 
ittee, appearing on 
television shows, 
writing, lecturing, at- 
tending party meetings, 
lobbying for ERA, 
organizing a ‘‘fight 
inflation” group. 

“I'm a person with 
some pretty strong 
ideas,” she says, “and 
T'm gonna continue to 
have them. I'm gonna 
remain in public life, 
whether in public office 
or not.” 

But the question on 
most everyone's mind 
now is whether or not 
Bella Savitzky Abzug, 
the daughter of a 
Russian Jewish im- 
migrant, will seek 
elective office again. 

“I’m working out my 
options,’ she says, 
dropping hints of a 
possible radio or 
television job, some 
writing, some lawye- 
ring, but never denying 
her yearning for 
Congress. 

Always in motion, she 
ticks off her

I was the first to 
expose the fact that the 
government was 
reading people’s mail 
illegally...” 

In the middle of this, 
she stops to answer the 
phone — still standing — 
and begs a few sheets of 
a reporter's paper to 
take notes. 

Afterwards, the storm 
of activity subsides. She 
sits and leans back. 

“Of all the things I've 
done — my 25 years in 
law, my activities in the 
peace and women’s 
movement — I think 
that I did my best work 
in Congress.” 








A product of the 40's 
labor movement, the 
50's antiMcCarthyism 
drive, the 60's anti- 
Vietnam demonstrat- 
jons, Bella Abzug went 
to the House of 
Representatives in 1970. 
In 1976, she gave that up 
for a chance at the 
Senate. 

But in Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, Mrs, Abzug 
found an opponent her 
equal in the parry and 
thrust of political in- 
fighting — and lost. A 
year later, she finished

seven-way primary for 
New York City's 
mayoralty. 

In her last attempt to 
return to the House, a 
relatively unknown 
Republican, S. William 
Green — using massive 
amounts of money — 
defeated her in 
Manhattan's so-called 
“Silk Stocking 
District.” 

Political writers 
wrote a sheaf of obits for 
her career, blaming its 
demise on her per- 
sonality — an idea she 
finds sexist. 

“When a woman is 
strong, she's acerbic, 
she's aggressive, she's 
belligerent. I'll grant,” 
she says with a smile, 
“T've shown a lot of 
forcefulness, but the 
press has never been 
accustomed to 
politicians that are that 
open and particularly a 
woman politician who is 


open. 

“They built an image 
for me and then they 
expected me to fit into 
it, but I never really fit 
into it. It was an image 
they created.” 

As the new year ap- 
proached, New York 
columnists were touting 
a “new” Bella. They 
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saw the results of a 
“personal campaign” in 
which she shed 45 
pounds collected during 
her busy Congressional 


days. 
And without an 
election fight, they 


found their one-time 
shrill firebrand quiet. 
Voila! she says, a new 
image. 

“But it wasn’t a new 
image. It's that they 
never bothered to look 
before,” she says with 
obvious disgust for 
those who don't do their 
homework. 

And should those 
doing their homework 
look for Bella Abzug on 
the ballot again soon? 

“T enjoy being in 
public office — and I'm 
good at it,’ she says. 
“But right now, I'm 
gonna wait and see, wait 
and see.”" 

There is a long silence 
while she thinks 
thinks, no doubt, about 
the uphill battle she 
faces with voters who 
have said no to her 
feisty confrontational 
style of politics three 
times in less than two 
years. 

Then she adds almost 
sadly: ‘I really don't 
know if I'll ever be in 
office again.” 


Which city is 
more like West?

LA JOLLA, Calif. 
(UPI) — The farmers of 
the first village grow 
cotton on what had been 
little more than a 
barren windswept 
desert 30 years ago. 

The peasants of the 
second village, some 
5,000 miles away, are 
just as industrious, 
tending fields of wheat 
on land that has been 
tilled for more than 
1,500 years. 

To the eyes of Western 
culture, life would seem 
harsh in village “A.” 
The family unit has 
been torn apart. 
Children live in groups 
separated from their 
parents and meals are 
not eaten in the home, 
but in large common 
dining rooms. 

The workers of village 
“A” own nothing, earn 
no wages for their labor, 
but share in a socalled 
“free distribution 
system’ receiving 
equally the necessities 
of life, 

The West could relate 
better to village “B.” 
The peasants there own 
their own homes, earn 
money according to how 
much work they do, 
pamper their children to 
excess, are mesmerized 
by television and go to 
movies. 

They “keep up with 
the Joneses” by saving 
money to build additions 
on their homes and 
proudly display their 
sewing machines, 
bicycles, watches and 
other material goods 
marking their success. 

“T was quite sur- 
prised,” said Paul 
Pickowicz, 33, assistant 
professor of history at 
the University of 
‘California, San Diego, 
who compared the two 
villages. 

“YT found that in 
almost every respect of 
family and economic 
life, the Israeli kibbutz 








was far more radical 
than anything I saw in 
China.” 

Village “A” is a 
collective farm in Israel 
not far from Tel Aviv 
and village “B” is the 
town of Wukung in the 
wheat growing area of 
Hopei Province in 
northern China about 
200 miles south of 
Peking. 

Pickowicz chose these 
two villages for com- 
parison because they 
were both the products 
of socialist experiments 
launched in the late 
1940s and both were 
involved in agrarian 
reform. 

He found that in China 
the socialist experiment 
was moving slowly, 
being guided by the 
gradual willingness of 
the peasants to accept 
change. The villagers 
have successfully re- 
jected moves by the 
government to splinter 
the family unit and have 
been allowed to cling to 
centuries-old traditions. 

But in the Israeli 
countryside, the 
socialist transformation 
has been rapid because 
the people of the kib- 
butz, mostly Jews from 
the United States, freely 
chose the commune life 
when they moved there. 


“Chinese agriculture 
is in a kind of middle 
area between the old 
system of landlord- 
tenant farming and 
communism,"’ Picko- 
wicz said. ‘On the other 
hand, the Israeli system 
in the countryside is 
pure communism where 
everything is 
distributed — equally."’ 


Pickowicz, who 
specializes in modern 
Chinese history, spent 
three weeks llving in 
Wukung last summer 
and followed it with a 10- 
day stay on the Israeli 
kibbutz.

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Overlap in programs: It’s a crewel, crewel world

With school-age enrollment in the 
educational system declining every 
year since 1967, there has been an in- 
creased effort to involve adults and 
pre-school children in educational 
programs at the schools. 


Newton residents who wish to con- 
tinue their educations can choose 
from hundreds of courses offered by 
the Continuing Education Program, 
run by the School Department; by the 
Arts in the Parks Program, run by the 
Recreation Department; and by the 
Newton Community Schools, which 
receives about one third of its budget 
from the city and the schools. 


The greatest overlap among the 
courses offered by these organiza- 
tions is in crafts. If you want to take a 
course in crocheting, for example, 
one Is offered by the Arts in the Parks 
program, one by Continuing Educa- 


School cuts 
in budget 
affect city 


Program cuts made by the School 
Committee to produce a no-increase 
budget for fiscal 1980 will have the 
unintended effect of reducing 
municipal revenue and throwing the 
whole city budget out of whack. 

Such programs as the behind-the- 
wheel part of driver education, sum- 
mer high school and community use 
of schools produce something over 
$100,000 in fees, but the money goes to 
the city surplus fund, not back to the 
schools. 

Cuts in these programs, which are 
more or less self-sustaining, will cut 
their revenues, and the municipal 
side of the budget will have to be cut 
to match the cut in revenue, if Gov. 
Edward J. King’s tax cap goes 
through. 

Members of the Schoo! Committee 
met last week with the aldermanic 
Finance Committee and Mayor 
Theodore Mann to try to resolve the 
problem. It is not resolved but it is at 
least understood. 

The answer sought by the School 
Committee is acceptance by the 
Board of Aldermen of state law that 
allows establishment of revolving ac- 
counts for programs that pay for 
themselves. Proceed of the programs 
would go directly back to the opera- 
tion of the programs, not into 
municipal surplus, 

The Board of Aldermen has always 
been reluctant to allow revolving ac- 
counts because it removes from it the 
power to examine in detail the expen- 
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Board of Aldermen 


tion, and two by the Community 
Schools. 

There are 12 quilting courses of- 
fered in Newton, one by Arts in the 
Parks and 11 by the Community 
Schools, and if if you want to learn 
Ukranian egg dyeing, you can choose 
among three courses in the Communi- 


ty Schools and one in Arts in the 
Parks. 

Other duplications between these 
two groups include needlepoint, stain- 
ed glass, rug hooking and yoga. 

The overlap between the Continuing 
Education Program and the Com- 
munity Schools is chiefly in language 
offerings, but duplicate courses are 
can also be found in gardening, knit- 
ting, dance, yoga, cake decorating, 
sewing and law. 

This may not be the case in fiscal 
1980, hoxever, because the appropria-

tion for Continuing Education has 
been cut by 44.9 percent in the 
superintendent’s proposed budget. 

This cut would mean the elimina- 
tion of behind-the-wheel driver educa- 
tion; two courses each in Spanish, 
sewing, draperies, cabinet making 
and auto shop and one each in typing, 
plumbing, auto body, French, Italian, 
oil painting, enameling, knitting, and 
yoga. 

Assistant Director for Program 
Robert Kilburn says that some of 
these cuts will mean only the elimina- 
tion of one section of each course, so 
some of these subjects will still be of- 
fered. 

And the cuts will not be as severe in 
Continuing Education if a revolving 
account for the program is approved 
by the Board of Aldermen as re- 
quested by the superintendent. 

Local participation in the Com- 
munity Schools has increased 
dramatically in recent years from 
6,149 participants in F'Y1977 to 12,000

Smoke alarm, nuclear 
transport laws voted in 


The smoke-detector ordinance was 
finally approved by the Board of 
Aldermen Tuesday night as a mere 
shadow of its former self. 

Every owner of any dwelling unit in 
the city must install a smoke detector 
on all levels of the building containing 
“habitable rooms” by Jan. 1, 1980, ex- 
cept owners of single-family homes, 
who do not have to comply until the 
house changes hands’ either through 
sale or rent. 

Ald. Carol Ann Shea, who proposed 
the ordinance, had wanted the or- 
dinance to apply to all structures in 
which people live. 


The amendment that exempted 
single-family houses from the 1980 
compliance was offered by Ald. 
Robert Tennant, and several 
aldermen, including Mark White, Ed- 
ward Richmond, and Robert 
Gaynor,argued that ‘‘compulsion” 
and “unconstitutionality” were in- 
volved. 

Enforcement of the ordinance, 
which is not clearly spelled out but 
relies on a variety of inspections done 
for a variety of reasons, disturbed 
Ald, Joseph McDonnell. 

Another public safety measure, a 
monitoring procedure for the 
transport of high-level nuclear 
material in Newton's city limits, was 
approved for the last time, with none 
of its former protagonists in the 
sparse audience. The ordinance re- 
quires that the chiefs of police and fire 
be notified when any nuclear 
shipments will pass through any part 
of Newton. Such shipments are 
restricted to state roads except in an 
emergency. 

Two measures designed to grease 
the wheels of government were ap- 
proved with no debate. An ordinance 


proposed by Ald. Rodney Barker 
governing the sale or lease of 
municipal property starts the wheels 
turning earlier in the complex pro- 
cedure and eliminates some of the 
Tepetition and delays of the earlier 
process. 

A series of changes in the city or- 


~ dinances restores most of the duties of 


the building commissioner that were 
taken away during a_ previous 
reorganization strengthening the 
Public Works Department. 

The building commissioner again 
has charge of construction and 
maintenance of all public buildings. 
These duties were removed a few 
years ago and given to the public 
works commissioner and the 
Building Department was responsible 
mainly for code enforcement and zon- 
ing compliance. 

The changes were proposed by Ald. 
Terry Morris, 

Ald. Mark White raised a ‘‘charter 
objection” during action on an ap- 
propriation request for $120,000 to be 
added to a previously approved re- 
quest for $162,000 for aerial mapping 
of the city for the Engineering 
Department. 

A charter objection postpones ac- 
tion until the next meeting of the 
Board, whenever that might be, but a 
charter objection in which four 
aldermen participate postpones ac- 
tion until the next regularly scheduled 
meeting. 

White said he was in favor of the 
original $162,000 when it was approv- 
ed two years ago, but now, in view of 
the impending limits on spending and 
taxation, he thinks ‘‘we can’t afford 
it.” 

Ald. Tennant's motion to substitute 
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this year, with a corresponding in- 
crease in course offerings. 

Executive Director William Slotnik 
says the Community Schools rely on 
local “grassroots” involvement in the 
development of new programs, with 
volunteer committees throughout the 
city choosing and organizing new 
courses. 

Slotnik says the Newton Communi- 
ty Schools have been chosen as a 
model by the Mass. Department of 
Education. NCS has been awarded a 
grant by that department to develop a 
manual for volunteer training to be 
used statewide, the first state grant 
ever awarded to a community school 
system in Massachusetts. 

The Community Schools are given 
about $27,000 yearly by the city and a 
like amount by the . schools. The total 
represents 32 percent of their budget, 
with the rest coming from grants and 
fees. 

The courses held by the Arts in the 
Parks and Continuing Education Pro- 


grams also generate a considerable 
share of their costs, but with the ex- 
ception of driver education, do not 
Pay for themselves. 


Despite competitive course offer- 
ings by the three organizations, some 
effort is made to coordinate the dif- 
ferent programs. 


Recreation Commissioner Russell 
Halloran points out that virtually all 
the courses offered in Continuing 
Education and in the Community 
Schools are held at night while the 
Arts in the Parks courses are held in 
the morning. He says some people 
don’t like to go out at night, especially 
older residents, and this makes the 
program more accessible. 


Kilburn suggests that a certain 
amount of competition between 
organizations can be beneficial. He 
says some courses like apprentice 
training require expert teachers who 
are beyond the financial reach of the 
Community Schools. 


Fatal accidents 


A 20-year-old Brighton man and a 
25-year-old Natick man were killed in 
separate automobile accidents early 
this week, Newton's firstfatal ac- 
cidents of the year. 

Robert Brown, of Brighton, was 
Pronounced dead on drrival at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital at ap- 
proXimately 4 a.m. Wednesday after 
the car he was in slamm-+d into a tree 
on Washington Street. 

The driver of the car, George C. 
Strong, 45, of Allston , also injured in 
the accident, was placed under arrest 


at Newton-Wellesley Hospital and 
charged with operating under the in- 
fluence, operating to endanger, and 
vehicular homicide, police reported. 
Strong and his second passenger, 
Mark W. Quatromini, 22, of Allston, 
are listed in fair condition. 

The 1978 Plymouth sedan, ac- 
cording to police, was traveling north 
on Washington Street at a speed in ex- 
cess of 60 mph when it hit a tree shear- 
ing it in half, turned over and struck a 
second tree crushing the car's roof 
and fatally injuring Brown. 


Murley subdivision 
gets concept approval 


The ‘Country Park” subdivision of 
the Murley Farm property, Dedham 
and Parker streets, was approved in 
concept by the last week by the Plann- 
ing Reard acting as a board of survey. 

The approval was voted subject to 
advice of the city solicitor on how to 
protect the city in case the subdivision 
does not proceed as planned. 

The new plan has been reduced 
from 42 lots to 39 because of the need 
to enlarge a water retention area that 
will protect the neighborhood and sub- 
division houses from flooding during 
major rainstorms. 

The developer, Peace Realty Trust, 
will give a conservat ion restriction on 
the 2.5-acre drainage area. 

Former Ward 8 alderman Alan 
Barkin of Parker Street asked the 
Planning Board to require a security 
bond ‘‘to guarantee that everything 
the developer has to do will be done.”

But John Achatz, attorney for Jor- 
dan Friedman, the sole trustee of 
Peace Realty Trust, said by law a 
developer has the chuice of whether to 
give a bond or a covenant against the 
land , and the developer is offering a 
covenant, 

A covenant is an agreement written 
into the deed. A covenant could be 
written that would allow the Planning 
Board not to release lots for sale or 
building until requirements of the 
subdivision have been complied with. 

David Lurensky, a member of the 
Planning Board, was especially wary 
of the phased construction of the sub- 
division and included in the conditions 
of approval the requirement that the 
developer return for approval before 
proceeding to another phase of the 
subdivision. 

Other conditions include the placing 
of utility lines underground. 


There may be ways in which the 
several educational organizations 
could avoid duplication of efforts. 


The goal should be to reach an op- 
timum that takes into account all pro- 
grams available in the ci- 
ty—including those offered by the 
Newton YMCA and the Newton Arts 
Center. 

Arts in the Parks, for example, was 
originally designed te be a summer 
outdoor program and has reached a 
stage where it is duplicating Com- 
munity Schools. 

Community Schools and Continuing 
Education appear to be more com- 
plementary because Continuing 
Education can more readily use the 
personnel and resources of the school 
system. 

In the fiscal atmosphere that exists 
today, this would seem to be an area 
where increased coordination is possi- 
ble both in administration and offer- 
ings.

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The house 
that Jack built

Jack Antaramian came striding in- 
to his house one morning recently to 
keep an early appointment. He was 
wearing his trademark, dungarees. In 
the corner of the family room, neatly 
lined up were a pair of sneakers and a 
pair of boots. He had already been 
working for hours. 

Jack Antaramian’s star is rising in 
Newton. He has learned how to work 
with the system. 

People interested in the sale and 
use of the little buildable land there is 
left in Newton have noticed the name 
Antaramian more and more since the 
37-year-old Watertown native began 
to work in Newton. 

Leaning back in a comfortable 
chair in the kitchen of his luxurious 
home on Bellevue Street, which he 
built himself, he denied that some 
degree of luck entered into his suc- 
cess. 

He never went past high school, 
never took any business courses , he 
said. ‘I learned stuff you can't learn 
in school,” he said, by working with a 
builder. 

Antaramian left a job at the 
Newtonville Star Market in 1967 to 
learn. He bought a house shortly after 
that in Watertown for $40,000, fixed it 
up, and sold it for $60,000. The $8000 
down payment had been saved from 
his earnings at night and day jobs. 

Then came a series of other similar 
projects, — burned houses, houses in 
need of major repair — and all along 
Antaramian did most of the work 
himself. 

He learned real estate management 
by working as a janitor in a 200-unit 
apartment house in Brookline. Now 
he has his own management com- 


pany, Tudor Realty, which he has 
spun off from Antaramian Realty & 
Construction to handle sales and ren- 
tals of Antaramian property. 

From time to time, Jack's blonde 
wife, Sandra, refreshed his memory 
on certain details, and sometimes 
they argued good-naturedly about 
dates and specifics. 

She remembered most of the details 
of her husband's career. 

Since 1973, when Antaramian 
bought his first house in Newton (on 
High Street in Upper Falls), he has 
bought and sold a_ considerable 
number of houses, but more impor- 
tant, he has built an apartment house, 
a four-house development and a small 
condominium complex. 

Despite his protestations that he is 
“very comfortable at this level’ An- 
taramian is moving on to larger pro- 
jects. 

He has 13 houses under construction 
on Lyme Road off Waltham Street 
and will start soon on 19 two-family 
houses in Upper Falls. 

He has managed to get permission 
for his projects from the Board of 
Aldermen — hypercritical when it 
comes to Newton's most precious 
commodity, its land — by ‘‘designing 
what they and the neighborhood 
want,”’ not insisting that his way and 
his economics must dictate what is 
built. 

“This is not a scientific business," 
Antaramian said musingly. “‘You go 
by the seat of your pants.” Then he 
went on to say he has a feeling about 
Upper Falls. 

“In five years Upper Falls will be 
one of the nicest parts of Newton to 
live in,” he ventured. 

Besides building 19 two-family

This position is in opposition to that 
taken in a January letter from 
Richard Glovsky, chairman of the 
Housing Subcommittee of the Human 
Rights Commission. 


In that letter Glovsky suggested the 
city submit a proposal to the state's 
Department of Community Affairs to 
change theall-electric units at the pro- 
ject to some other heating system. 


Alternative heating systems are not 
possible at that location, said Newton 
Housing Services (NHS) Executive 
Director Frank Quinn. The units do 
not have basements for oi] tanks, and 
the back yards are too small for bury- 
ing the tanks, he said. As for gas, 
there are no gas lines in the 
neighborhood, Quinn said. 

When the project was built, the 
alternatives were explored and 
disgarded, Quinn said. It was known 
then that tenants would have large 
electric bills, he said. To help com- 
pensate for these bills, a refund 
system was set up for those who fall 
within the housing services’ income 
limits. Upon receipt of rent, NHS 
gives each tenant a refund based on 
the tenant's income. 

Nevertheless, many tenants at the 
project have been having difficulty 
paying their electric bills, according 
to Glovsky. Some have depended on 
welfare flat grants, , while others 
have received help from the 
Perpetual Benevolent Fund and the 
city’s Cousens Fund, Glovsky noted. 
All are short-term assistance pro- 
grams that will “inevitably dry up”, 
he added. 

Tenants’ bills have been averaging 
between $100 and $200 a month, ac- 
cording to Glovsky. But the NHS 
disagrees.

Based on figures gathered from 
tenants’ electric bills, the monthly 
average over the entire year for those 
in the three-bedroom units is $78, 

said Social Service Coordinator 
William Henderson. Whereas from 
December to March, it averages $134 
a month, he said. In the four-bedroom 
apartments, monthly average for the 
year is $100 and $150 in the winter, 
Henderson said. The handicapped 
units run slightly higher — $101 per 
month over the year and $159 for the 
winter months, he said. 


It is in the handicapped units that 
some real heating economies could be 
instituted, according to Henderson. In 
consulting with a heating contractor, 
NHS learned the cathedral ceilings 
and the large glass windows are con- 
tributing to the huge heating bills’ he 
said. 


The handicapped units were design- 
ed with cathedral ceilings and 
balconies to allow the handicapped to 
speak to their family members in the 
upper-floor, bedrooms. By adding a 
fan to recirculate the hot air caught in 
the high ceiling and by covering the 
windows with storm windows, some 
savings could be achieved, Henderson 
said. 


Putting in storm windows 
throughout the project would help all 
the tenants even though the windows 
are supposed to be thermal pane, 
Quinn said. Tightening the doorways 
would also help, he added. 


In other matters, the NHS is still 
having problems with three Beacon- 
wood Road tenants who continue to 
keep their pets. Neighbors have been 
complaining, Quinn said. Pets are 
prohibited by the terms of each te- 
nant's lease. 


While three families do still have 
pets, the animal problem at the pro- 
ject has subsided, Quinn said. There 
were at one time many more families 
that had animals, he said. 


“The alternative down the road is 
eviction for these tenants, ‘‘ said 
Chairman Buchbinder referring to 
three who still keep pets in their 
apartments. The commission,, 
however, would prefer to take a “low 
key approach,” he added. 


On March 6, the commission will 
review the budget NHS intends to 
send to the U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development.

Community development allocations 
now in hands of Board of Aldermen 


Allocations of $2.27 million in 
federal community development 
funds, proposed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann to be submitted for approval to 
the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, will be discuss- 
ed Monday night by a joint meeting of 
three aldermanic committees. 

The Board of Aldermen has no 
alternative to approval of the fiscal 
1980 application, which must be filed 
by March 16, except disapproval. It 
may request changes of the mayor, 
but he is not obliged to make any. 

Again this year, as last, proponents 
of greater allocations of money for 
human services may be expected to 
show their disappointment in the 
amount. This year’s allocation for 
support of human service programs is 
$140,000 (6.2 percent) of the total 1980 
allocation. 

The Planning and Development 
Board, in its recommendations on 
allocations, recognized that ‘‘the need 
for services in this area is substantial-

munity development block grant pro- 
gram to provide for,” and suggested 
that a complete review of the city’s 
“strategies and priorities” for human 
services be undertaken immediately 
to determine which projects should be 
funded and to locate untouched areas 
needing attention in the future. 

In the total human-service alloca- 
tion of $410,000, is $10,000 for a 
feasibility study of intracity transpor- 
tation services, $10,000 for the tem- 
porary Nonantum Multi-Service 
Center, $20,000 for a multi-service 
center at the Emerson School in Up- 
per Falls, and $230,000 for a perma- 
nent multi-service center in Nonan- 
tum. 

The latter allocation brings to

The lists are now public az the 
result of a recent Supreme Judicial 
Court ruling. 

City Treasurer-Collector Theodore 
Scafidi said this week several of the 
names listed have “severe hard- 
ships,” but are making efforts to 
catch up on their debts to the city. 
Foreclosures will be filed on most of 
the properties listed if the taxes are 
not paid, he said. 

_ Usually the threat of foreclosure br- 
ings payment, Scafidi said, and the ci- 
ty “does not want to be in the real 
estate business.” On the rare occa- 
sion when the city becomes the owner 
of a property by foreclosure, it sells 
the real estate back to the former 
owner for the amount of unpaid taxes.

Spring Park 
funding up to Board 


The Cold Spring Park development 
will be presented to the Board of 
Aldermen next month for the third 
time, this time for a $500,000 bond 
authorization for the $250,000 first 
phase. 

The park is off Walnut Street, south 
of Beacon Street, in Newton 
Highlands. 

Disagreement with the conceptual 
plan was evidenced at last week's 
meeting of the Design Review Com- 
mittee, which objected to location of 
the parking areas and roads and 
placement of some of the details of the 
recreational facilities. 

The expenditure of $107,000 in 1970 
to acquire the ‘Coletti parcel” to add 
to the existing Cold Spring 
Playground is the reason for the need 
to develop the park 

The federal government reimburs- 
ed half of that amount on the strength 
of a promise by Newton to develop the 
park for recreational use. 

The development is now expected to 
cost about $900,000, even though many 
of the expensive features once plann- 
ed, such as a small golf course and an 


ice rink, have been stripped away. 

The Board has already approved 
the development twice before but 
never would go so far as to approve 
funding. 

Half of the $900,000 will be reim- 
bursed by the federal Heritage Con- 
servation and Recreation Service, 


successor to the Bureau of Outdoor fl 


Recreation, through the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Affairs. 

Secretary of Environmental Affairs 
Evelyn Murphy, just before leaving 
office in January, gave Newton a 
deadline for finishing its lengthy pro- 
cedures for approval. That deadline, 
Feb. 26, has been extended, according 
to Public Works Commissioner 
Charles Thomas, until some time next 
month, in order to giv the Board of 
Aldermen and its committees time to 
act. 

The basic plan was done in 1976. Ac- 
cording to a member of the Planning 
Department, the funding was 
withheld for some time because the 
Planning Department had not com- 
pleted and submitted a new open 
space plan. 


Bellotti rules drivers 
must produce licenses 


If you’re contemplating a joy 
ride without your driver's 
license, don't. The final word 
clearing up the month-long con- 
fusion over arrest procedures 
for the newly decriminalized 
Massachusetts motor vehicle 
laws is in, and Attorney General 
Francis X. Bellotti's opinion last 
week upheld the procedure that 
Newton police and the Newton 
District Court have been follow- 
ing for weeks. 

In the ruling made last Tues- 
day at the request of Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles Richard E. 
McLaughlin, Bellotti said a 
driver must produce his 
licenseupon request of an officer 
or face arrest. 

That is the procedure the 
Newton Police Department has 
followed since instructed to do 
so in a directive issued by Chief 
William F, Quinn several weeks 
ago and that is the procedure the 


Newton District Court has 
upheld since 

trying the first such case in- 
volving the president of 
Newton’s public works 
employee's union. 

Because one of 
decriminalized violations  in- 
cluded failing to produce a 
driver's license for a police of- 
ficer, it was unclear how a 
driver was to respond to the of- 
ficer’s request for identification. 

But the attorney general made 
it clear in his ruling that in order 
for a motorist to waive the 
criminal charges and choose the 
option of paying the violation on 
a noncriminal basis, the driver 
must produce identification so 
the officer can issue a citation. 
Unless this initial step is com- 
pleted, the violation remains 
criminal and the motorist is sub- 
ject to arrest.

Efforts for city park at Novitiate

A private luncheon meeting 
Wednesday held by the Combined 
Jewish Philanthropies and attended 
by four Committee members of the 
Land Use and others resulted not in 
what some had hoped for — a soften- 
ing of CJP’s position on the Novitiate .

The CJP last August announced it 
would buy 34 acres of the Xaverian 
Brothers Novitiate on Winchester 
Street, Newton Highlands. The 
organization said at that time it plan- 
ned to locate several social service 
agencies at the site in existing 
buildings. 

It also announced plans for a 
membership health and recreation 
center and a facility for suburban 
outreach programs for Hebrew Col- 
lege and the Beth Israel Hospital. 

As fragments of information 
became available, the Newton Con- 
servators, Inc., a private conserva- 
tion group that had been urging city 
acquisition of the 60-acre parcel for a

public park, felt more and more 
uneasy about what was happening. 

The river frontage, playing fields, 
pond, and topography would have 
combined to make an ideal city park. 

Mayor Theodore Mann was known 
not to favor outright purchase by the 
city, to the tune of about $2 million. 
Planning Director Charles Thomas 
indicated several times that the city 
was waiting for a purchaser to be 
found for part of the property; then 
the city would buy the rest. 

“The rest’’ is not good enough, ac- 
cording to Conservator members 
Joan Lerner and Ald. Rodney Barker. 
“The rest’' is mostly bog, Barker 
says. The CJP has offered to buy the 
buildings and now something slightly 
more than 34 acres, having changed 
the boundaries of the land it wants. 

Included in the purchase were to be 
4-acre playing fields in the middle of 
land to be bought by the city and a 
right-of-way to the river. 

Apparently Wednesday the CJP of- 
fered to give the city an easement on 
the playing fields and the 200 feet of 
riverbank it would own so that the 
public could use these areas when the 
CJP is not using them. 

The Conservators feel they have 
been left out of discussions among 
CJP, the mayor, and the Planning

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Editorial 
Tax delinquents 


Whether we like it or not, the pay- 
ment or non-payment of city taxes is a 
public affair. 

That, in effect, is the reasoning 
behind the recent, verdict by the 
Supreme Judicial Court saying the 
books carrying the names of real 
estate tax delinquents are public 
records open for inspection. 

No one can argue against paying 
taxes as a cardinal responsibility. It 
was Justice Ruth Abrams who stated 
in the court’s ruling that the records of 
tax delinquents “‘disclose whether an 
onwner is meeting his public respon- 
sibilities.” It therefore stands to 
reason that those who pay taxes 
faithfully are shouldering an extra 
burden because of those who don’t 
pay. 

The names are not being published 
this week to embarrass anyone. They 
are being published in the hope that 
public disclosure will considerably cut 
the amount of uncollected taxes. 

Only when everyone pays his or her 
fair share do events like appropria- 
tions approved in our budgets have 
any personal meaning. 

If I am expected to pay my fair 
share, why should there be exemptions 
and exceptions for my neighbor up the 
street? 

In the list appearing in thio week’s 
Newton Graphic there is a handful of 
genuine hardship cases; and a reading 
of the list also demonstrates that some 
taxpayers owe very small amounts. 

It was our decision to publish the en- 
tire list as made available at the date 
and time in the story with no excep- 
tions for any reason. 

The Supreme Judicial Court's opi- 
nion ‘ also held that the public interest 
in obtaining tax delinquency informa- 
tion clearly outweighs any invasion of 
the privacy of those who are behind in 
their payments. 

And there are signs that more, not 
less, information about taxes will be 

made public. A recent directive signed 
by Deputy Tax Commissioner Edward 
Collins and issued to every tax collec- 
tor in the state has extended the court 
decision to include personal property 
and motor vehicle excise taxes. Ex- 
pect to see these names in print too.

Health Care Issues 


Learning to be a discriminating consumer 


Following is the first in a series of articles 
prepared by Newton-Wellesley Hospital physicians 
on medical care and its cost.

In this era of rising health care costs, it is impor- 
tant that patients be active and discriminating con- 
sumers, not only in selecting high quality care but 
also in sharing with physicians the responsibility 
for containment of its costs. 

The two issues usually go together. If you find a 
physician who gives high-quality care, you will pro- 
bably save money in the long run because you are 
more likely to stay healthy, and the doctor is more 
likely to be discriminating in choosing tests and 
medications for you. 

It is important to understand the various levels of 
care provided by doctors. A primary care provider, 
usually an internist, general practitioner, family 
medicine physician, pediatrician or gynecologist, is 
the physician of first contact. A secondary care 
physician is usually a sub— specialist, e.g. a 
surgeon who specializes in orthopedics or an inter- 
nist who specializes in cardiology. 


A tertiary care physician is usually hospital- 
based and performs very special procedures, such 
as open-heart surgery or kidney dialysis. 


The most important step is choosing a primary 
care physician who can direct you, if necessary, to 
the . secondary and tertiary care doctors you may 
need. Do not self— refer to subspecialists. 


There are various ways to find a primary care 
physician. Hospitals and medical societies often of- 
fer hotlines with rosters of physicians. Neighbors, 
friends and relatives may be legitimate sources of 
referrals. 


You should have several criteria for choosing a 


physician. Georgraphic convenience, availability 
and coverage when the doctor is not available are 
important. Approachability — the degree of ease 
you feel with that doctor when you call him or bring 
up questions — is a crucial factor. 

Since doctors’ fees may vary, the intelligent 
medical consumer shops for a physician who 
charges a reasonable fee. You should keep in mind 
that different sub— specialties may have different 
fee schedules and that some doctors spend more 
time than others with their patients. Contrary to 
what some patients seem to believe, the mere fact 
that a doctor charges more than other doctors does 
not necessarily make him a better physician. 

Some physicians are ‘‘board certified’ meaning 
they have passed an examination given by a board 
of examiners in their specialities. 

Certification may be a criterion for selecting a 
physician, but it is more important to note that 
there are many excellent physicians who are not 
board certified for one reason or another. 


The convenience and reputation of the hospital 
with which the doctor is affiliated should be con- 
sidered, as this is probably where you will go if you 
should need hospitalization. 


Some patients look for a doctor who makes house 
calls. I do not think this should be a strong factor 
because house calls can be impractical and ineffi- 
cient. It is usually more advantageous to the patient 
to be seen in the office or the hospital where 
everything needed to take care of him is available. 


Once you have chosen a doctor, how can you know 
if he is providing good medical service? 


Some tipoffs to poor care are the following: the 
physician uses too many medications and gives too 
many injections, the physician leaves too many 


i unanswered, the doctor does: infrequent 
Soe eal examination) the aura of his office is 
rushed and there are long waits and overly brief ex- 
inations. 
oT ane medical consumer also takes respon- 
sibility for cost containment in the drugs he a 
Ask your physician to prescribe drugs by their 
generic rather than their trade names when ad- 
visable. (Massachusetts law requires that all 
prescription forms have a place where the doctor 
can check ‘Interchange permitted’ so that the 
pharmacist may substitute a generic for a trade 
e drug). 
ae voit doctor if a prescribed drug can also be 
obtained over the counter, as it is usually less ex- 
pensive that way. Buy in quantity if you are taking 
a drug you know you will have to be on for a long 
time. 


A wise medical ‘‘shopper" avoids using hospital 
emergency units for anything other than a genuine 
emergency. 


The cost is much more than an office visit; non- 
emergency cases are given very low priority and 
often have to wait long periods; and there is often 
no follow-up or continuity of care. If you have a pro- 
blem always call your primary care physician first. 


Other pointers: don't pressure your doctor for 
tests, X-rays, new drugs you've heard about, or 
hospitalization. Do check your hospital bills. Ask 
for itemization to develop an awareness of costs 
even when an insurance company is paying the bill, 
Ultimately, quality care at reasonable cost is the 
responsibility of the patient as well as the doctor.

MEXICO CITY — If we Americans want to see 
ourselves the way others see us, we can learn a lot 
from President Carter’s state visit here in Mexico this 
week. For President Jose Lopez Portillo has been 
carefully taking the measure of Carter’s America 
through the perspective of practical performance on 
such matters as energy, immigration and trade. 

He spoke in an interview of American “hesitation,” 
and ‘uncertainty.’ He said, with a touch of pity, that 
he saw America ‘‘at the zero hour” in a process of 
groping for a new role in the world. 

I saw the Mexican leader at Los Pinos, his official 
residence, for over an hour Sunday morning. He is a 
man of immense sophistication who mixed into our 
conversation easy references to Aristotle, the nature 
of music and the movie ‘‘Never On Sunday." I opened 
by asking for a review of Mexican-American relations 
since the meeting of the two presidents two years ago. 
Senor Lopez Portillo spoke proudly of Mexico's pro- 
gress in developing oil and gas resources and alluded 
obliquely to the failure of negotiations to sell natural 
gas tothe US. 

He said Mexican emigration to the U.S. had been 
given a bad “psychological” twist which lent itself to 
“political manipulation.” He praised the U.S. for in- 
creasing (from $100 to $300) the amount of goods that 
tourists could bring home duty-free. But he said the 
change only made up for inflation, and complained 
that Mexican agricultural products were still being 
banned by a variety of devices. 

I said it sounded as though Mexican-American rela- 
tions had been marked by deterioration. He said: ‘Let 
us say that they have not advanced.” 

I asked him why he thought there had been no ad- 
vance at a time when the energy and immigration pro- 
blems clearly made the two countries more important 
to each other, He said: 

“I believe the United States is living through a state 
of unrest and adjustment. They are analyzing their 
various positions vis-a-vis the world, and defining new 
policy. But they have not yet analyzed all the factors. 
They have not made the decisions that determine 
guidelines. In spite of this they have found it necessary 
to act. 

“Take energy. The U.S. has not yet established its 
energy policy. But it faces a situation like that in Iran,

and like the one emerging here in Mexico. Since there 
is no policy there is hesitation and uncertainty in pro- 
cedure. We could generalize from the energy area to 
other areas. I believe that the U.S. is living at the zero 
hour of its adjustment to the changing world.” 

I asked if, in these circumstances, it wouldn't be bet- 
ter to avoid serious business and have a largely 
ceremonial! meeting. Lopez Portillo said: “I don't 
believe in ceremonies between the U.S. and Mexico. 
They are very dangerous.” 

T raised the matter of illegal immigration, pointing 
out that it represented a genuine problem for the U.S. 
The Mexican president said that there were no good 
Statistics on the numbers of illegal aliens, on whether 
they worked on farms or in cities, or even on whether 
they were women or men. 

He asserted that Mexican workers went to the U.S. 
because there was an American demand for them. He 
said Mexican workers gave the U.S. ‘‘competitive ad- 
vantages in a world in which the U.S. is losing its com- 
petitive edge."’ So he said he wouldn't accept any 
agreement with President Carter until these and other 


decisions had been ‘well analyzed in all dimensions.” 

I next raised the subject of energy, asking whether 
Mexico would be willing to pick up the thread of 
negotiations which had been suspended when the U.S. 
refused to pay what Mexico considered a fair price for 
natural gas. The Mexican president said: ‘‘Of course. 
The U.S. is our natural customer.” 

When we began talking price, Lopez Portillo was not 
very precise. But he gave me the impression Mexico 
would link natural gas prices to world fuel prices ina 
way that might make for friction between the U.S. and 
Canada. 

This is not to say that improved relations between 
Mexico and the U.S. are impossible. Or that Lopez 
Portillo is a philosopher king. Or that the Mexicans 
hold all the cards and the U.S. none. 

But the roubles between the wo countries are not, 
as some people imagine, just a matter of neglect b: 
the U.S. There are real live conflicts of ere a 
these conflicts can only be settled when President 


Carter begins to develop a coherent picture of 
America’s role in the world.

When the 1978 Legislature passed 
former Governor Michael Dukakis’s 
court reform package, decriminaliz- 
ed motor vehicle violations weren't 
the only change that threw police and 
courts for a loop. 

Unanticipated administrative deci- 
sions and increased workloads caught 
many court officals, including 
Newton's, unprepared. 

Under the court reform, a defen- 
dant now has the right to a hearing 
before a judge on the district lev+! or 
to waive that right and be heard 
before a jury of six in one of the three 
Middlesex District Courts. The 
original purpose of the reform was to 
create a more equitable distribution 
of work for court personMel from the 
judiciary on down and help alleviate 
the Superior Court's backlog of cases. 

Henry H. Shultz, clerk of the 
Newton District Court, said that the 
changes have worked successfully in 
some cases and have created new 
headaches in others. 

As far as helping out the Superior 
Court, Shultz said that his court hasn’t 
sent any cases there. They've all gone 
to ajury of six in th+ Third Middlesex 


District Court in Cambridge. But the 
work that no longer goes to Superior 
Court doesn't disappear, and Shultz 
said his already overburdened staff 
“se+ms to be inundated with paper 
work upon paper work. It’s made the 
need for more personnel more acute 
than ever.” 

Additional clerical help is 
something Shultz has been requesting 
for years. Since becoming clerk in 
1971, he said the court’s workload has 
increased 700 percent and the staff 
has remained the same. The clerical 
workers, whose day supposedly ends 
at 4 p.m., have been forced to stay un- 
til 5 p.m., said Shultz, without over- 
time or compensatory time off. This 
may have to change soon, however, as 
the court clerical employees vote next 
month on whether to unionize. 

Besides increasing paperwork for 
court employees, Shultz feels that the 
new reforms will increase costs as 
well. Since more motor vehicle 
violators are requesting hearings, 
mainly because increased fines pro- 
mpt more people to appeal the viola- 
tions, more off-duty policemen must 
be called in to testify and that, he 
said, adds to police departments’ 
overtime. In addition, strict new rules 


requiring defendants to have lawyers 
present at all proceedings will bring 
new costs to the courts. 

Many of these problems are confus- 
ed fUrther by the fact that as of July 
1, 1980, the state takes over the courts 
from the County. Up to now, county 
defenders have been paid a yearly 
salary to defend those who can't af- 
ford an attorney. Once the county is 
no longer responsible for the court, 
the question arises as to who will do 
the defending. 

In the past, the county has, year 
after yedr, refused budget increases 
requested by Shultz. The story seems 
to be the same now that the state has 
taken over. His preliminary budget 
request for additional help was not ap- 
proved this year; that request includ- 
ed money for a safety railing on the 
front courthouse steps and bars on 
some windowswhich he’s been asking 
for for eight years. 

“It boils down to needing a new ad- 
dition to the courthouse,’’ Shultz said. 
“Our social worker works in what us- 
ed to be a tunnel connecting the police 
station and the courthouse. The pro- 
bation officers have become paper 
pushers instead of performing the job 
that a probation officer should do.” 

Shultz,citing figures he used to 


prepare his budget, said that the 
Cambridge court with roughly the 
same caseload as Newton, has three 
times the staff. Somerville court, with 
half the amount of cases, has twice as 
much staff as Newton. Even with his 
Small staff, Shultz said their work is 
getting done. “My people haveM't 
really complained, they are all pro- 


fessionals. They see th 
must be done."’ a a

Sage’s departure 
surprises Centre 


The abrupt departure of Sage’s 
Newton Centre Market last weekend 
seems to have caught almost 
everyone off guard. 

Sage’s, a fixture in Newton Centre 
for 10 years, was unable to’ reach 
agreement with its landlord and 
vacated the property, a company 
spokesman said this week. 

Community reaction was mixed. 

Barbara Levy, who heads the 
Newton Centre Association for Com- 
merce said, ‘‘We feel very badly and 
we'd like to see some kind of market 
come into the Centre, particularly 
because of the elderly shoppers.” 

She pointed out that there are plans 
for an elderly housing project on 
Sumner Street which will increase the 
number of older residents in the area. 

Mrs. Levy said the association was 
planning on discussing the matter at 
its board meeting Thursday. A 
general membership meeting will be 
held next Tuesday. 


Ward 6 Ward Ald. Ernest Dietz said 
he did not think an absence of a 
market would ‘necessarily hurt 
business,” but thought that the better 
the mix of stores in any shopping 
area, the more attractive the area, 
and certainly a grocery store is part 
of the ideal mix. 

Before Sage's took over the market 
10 years ago, it was the Newton Cen- 
tre Market and Dietz described it as a 
“tradition” and a ‘‘fixture.” 

“It was a very traditional shopping 
place,” he recalled, ‘ and I think.a lot 
of people are going to miss it. 


A spokesman for Sage's maintains 
that the market had an agreement 
with the landlord that it could buy the 
building after its 10 years of tenancy 
expired. This year, now that the 10 
years is up, the landlord leased the 
building to Hit or Miss instead. The 
landlord could not be reached for 
comment.

Cold spell 
increased 
plane noise 


Complaints about increased 
aircraft noise have been coming 
in to the Massport noise abate- 
ment line from all over the 
Boston area during the past two 
weeks and most callers seem to 
think that the planes from Logan 
Airport have been rerouted right 
over their homes.

“When  it'’scold the air 
molecules are more tightly 
packed;"” he says, ‘‘and they 
make a better medium for sound 
transmission.”

Senate holds 
out for 19 


Round one in the legal drinking age 
bout ended in a draw Tuesday as the 
Massachusetts Senate voted 19-10 not 
to reconsider their approval of a 19- 
year-old legal age made last week. 

The House voted last week to raise 
the age to 19 as of March 1, 20 as of 
March 1, 1980 and 21 as of MarCh 1, 
1981. However with some parlimen- 
tary that bill never came to the Senate 
floor for debate. Instead, the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee ex- 
tracted that portion of the House bill 
which called for a 19-year-old 
minimum for purchasing alcohol, 
gave it a new bill number and vot+d 
support for it. 

The Senate's version, S. 1721, now 
returns to the House for a regular 
reading. The House, in turn, could 
either accept, reject or add to the bill, 
sending that version back to the 
Senate. According to an aide in state 
Sen. Jack Backman's (D-Newton- 
Brookline) office, this back-and-forth 
could go on until a conference com- 
mittee, made up of three members of 
the House and three members of the 
Senate, is called. 

Backman voted in favor of raising 
the legal drinking age to 19, and in the 
House, Newton Reps. David Cohen 
and David Mofenson voted against the 
bill which would ultimately raise the 
age to 21. Newton Rep. Joseph DeNuc- 
ci voted in favor of the House bill rais- 
ing the age to 21.

The memory of slain 
Newton Police Sgt. 
James Carter found a 
permanent place Tues- 
day in the minds of 
Newton police officers 
and others who visit the 
department building.

‘Victorian Newton Outdoors’ 
exhibit gets $7640 support grant 


The Jackson Homestead has been 
awarded a $7640 grant from the Na- 
tional Endowment for the Humanities 
in support of an exhibition entitled ‘‘In 
Praise of Leisure: Victorian Newton 
Outdoors.” 


The exhibit will open at the Jackson 
Homestead on Sunday, May 6, 1979, 
and remain on view through July 31. 
Included in the exhibit will be 
photographs, manuscripts, costumes, 
memorabilia and artifacts il- 
lustrating Victorian Newton's enjoy- 
ment of leisure time and open space. 


In announcing the award, Joseph D. 
Duffey, chairman of the National En- 
dowment For the Humanities, noted: 
“The facts that competition for en- 
dowment funds has always been keen 
and we have been able to fund no 
more than one in every five applica- 
tions which were submitted to us this 
year attests to the superior quality of 
this proposal and the importance of 
your work.” 


Concern for the environment and 
the vigorous pursuit of outdoor 
recreation and sports were combined, 
then as now, in parks and 
playgrounds that were built in 
Newton by a combination of 
municipal and private support. The 
exhibit will highlight Newton's 
pioneering efforts in the acquisition 
and development of recreational land. 
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For example, the first public 
playground was constructed in 
Newton Centre in 1888 by Frederick 
Law Olmsted. 


Various aspects of recreational ac- 
tivities of Victorian Newton will be il- 
lustrated, utilizing rare photographic 
material, much of which has never 
before been displayed. It will provide 
a picture of the diverse outdoor ac- 
tivities during this period, largely 
unknown to previous generations, 
who, perhaps through puritanical 
preference, chose to stick closely to 
business. Parallels with the present 
emphasis on physical fitness and en- 
vironmental concerns will become 
evident. 


A slide-tape production will com- 
pare and contrast Newton at play to- 
day and at the turn of the century. 
Designed to travel, it will later be 
available for public use. 


In addition to the exhibit at the 
Homestead, several special events 
are planned. There will be a slide-tape 
production at City Hall which will be 
on view from May 7 through May 18. 
Alan Lawson, professor of history, 
Boston College, will give a talk on 
May 14, describing how Victorian 
Newton’s attitudes toward leisure 
related to American social history of 
the time. 


The exhibit will be directed by the 


Jackson Home archivist, Duscha 
Scott, and prepared by the director- 
curator, Ruth Cannard. Judith 
Makrauer and Joan Schilder of the 
Homestead’s Research Committee 
will establish the historical 
background and content of the project 
as well as prepare written material 
for the exhibit. Susan Ostrowski of the 
Homestead staff will provide general 
assistance and Mrs. Martin Flax, 


publicity. 


Consultants for the project include 
consulting historian Constance Burns, 
Department of History, Boston Col- 
lege, and director of ‘‘The Boston Ex- 
perience,’’ Boston College’s institute 
for professionals concerned with the 
city; Daniel Jones, photographic ar- 
chivist, Harvard University Peabody 
Museum, for preparation of prints 
from glass plate negatives; and 
Thomas Wong, exhibition designer, 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 


The material selected for the ex- 
hibit will be drawn primarily from the 
permanent collections of the 
Homestead, but additional items are 
needed. Anyone willing to loan or 
donate material (circa 1885-1914) 
such as sports equipment, costumes, 
photographs of recreational activities 
in Newton or other relevant artifacts 
or memorabilia, is urged to telephone 
the Homestead at 552-7232 between 
8:30 a.m. and 4 p.m. weekdays..

Carter defends 
‘tight’ budget 
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Joe DeNucci and Linda Luongo 


‘Someone in state 


government who listens’

“T think it's important they know 
there’s someone in state government 
who will listen to their problems.” 

Joseph DeNucci, ex-prize fighter 
turned state representative, sat at his 
statehouse desk with a thKee-inch 
stack of three-by-five cards detailing 
constituent problems, ranging from 
help in child abuse cases to writing 
cover letters for resumes. 

“IT would say that 80 percent of my 
time is spent on constituent re- 
quests,’ explained the Newton 
legislator during an interview last 
week. “It takes up most of my time 
when I wish I had more freedom to get 
to the legislating part of my job."” 

Jo? DeNucci's legislative style is 
not typical. He’s been accused of run- 
ning & social worker's office instead 
of malting laws. But he says that his 
district, the 10th Middlesex covering 
the north side of the city and parts of 
Waltharn, is a services district, not an 
issues district. And he's providing 
services. 

Friday afternoon he was heading to 
his barber for a haircut and to help 
the man get a recommendation to the 
barber’s council. On the way, he was 
stopping into a Nonantum diner to 
post a letter from the directoK of Un- 
paid Wages in the Department of 
Labor and Industry informing 
workers at a local bakery that the 
department intends to prosecute the 
company for bounced payroll checks. 
The action was prompted by a consti- 
tuent's request for help and a letter 
from DeNucci. 

His aide, who has an equally large 
amoUnt of three-by-five problem 
cards, spent the entire morning track- 
ing down a list of for the senile hus- 
band of a constituent. 

DeNucci said he gets far more con- 
Sstituentt problems than other 
representatives . He explained, ‘‘You

help one person and the word gets out. 
Whether it's welfare assistance, in- 
dustrial action claims, whatever, 
word travels and you get a reputation 
of someone to rely on.’’ 

Accessibility, which DeNucci 
prides himself on and which is the 
reason he refused to move his office 
up to Ways and Means, is becoming a 
problem to the representative. Consti- 
tuents call his home at all hours and 
he want8 to reserve more time for his 
children and find more pKivacy for 
his family. But more important to the 
people of Newton, his recent appoint- 
ment to the powerful House WayS and 
Means Committee will demand his 
full attention. . 

Every piece of legislation that re- 
quires funding must first be approved 
by the 22-member Ways and Means 
Committee. And by the +nd of 
March, Governor King must submit 
his first budget to them , which will 
undoubtedly require much debate. 

DeNucci said he will try to schedule 
his time so he can participate fully as 
a member of Ways and Means by 
blocking off everything when commit- 
tee meetings start. His aide, 22-year- 
old Regis College student Linda 
Luongo, can successfully handle 
many constituent requests; she had 
has been with DeNucci for two years 
and has earned quite a reputation for 
her expertise with social service pro- 
blems. 

There are many cases that only 
DeNucci in his capacity as a 
legislator has the authority to ad- 
dress, however, and there are many 

constituents who will only listen to 
him. For DeNucci, a representative 
who built his reputation on personal 
contact with the people of his district, 
new legislative responsibilities may 
demdnd he ease off on the style that 
has successfully sent him to two 
terms in the House of Represen- 
tatives.

Chae Young-chul, 
president of the South 
Korean Table-Tennis 
Association, said he is 
willing to meet North 
Korean officials at the 
border village of 
Panmunjom.

In preparation for the 
Panmunjom _ contact, 
Chae said he will consult

It will be the first con- 
tact between sports of- 
ficials of the two coun- 
tries since 1963 when 
both sides held a series 
of meetings in 
Switzerland’ and Hong 
Kong in an effort to 
form a single Korean 
team at the 1964 Olym- 
pic Games.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
(UPI) — Black guerrilla 
followers of Joshua Nkomo 
said today they carried out 
the Monday midnight 
mortar attack at the 
Salisbury airport but did 
not claim responsibilty for 
a landmine explosion 
which blew up a light 
plane, killing three men. 

Nkomos' wing of the 
Rhodesian Patriotic Front 
announced in a radio 
message it had shelled the 
grounds of Salisbury 
International Airport 
shortly before midnight 
and caused the vital 
civilian-military complex 
to be blacked out. 

There were no reports of 
injuries or property 
damage due to the attack, 
the first on the airport 
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since the guerrilla war 
began in December 1972. 

A 37-year-old white man 
and two black 
paramilitary employees of 
the internal affairs 
ministry were killed 
Monday when their light 
aircraft hit a landmine 
planted by terrorists on a 
Tunway north of Mrewa in 
the northeast, the com- 
munique said. 


The guerrillas returned 
to the air strip Monday 
night several hours after 
the explosion and burned 
out the wreckage of the 
aircraft, which belonged to 
a local charter company, 
aviation sources said. 

Military sources said 
attackers at the airport 
lobbed 15 mortar shells 
and airport guards 
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responded with bursts of 
small arms fire in the 
exchange just two miles 
outside Salisbury, 


There were no reports of 
injuries or property 
damage and no guerrilla 
organization claimed 
responsibility for the at- 
tack, the first on the air- 
port since the guerrilla 
war began in December 
1972. 


A report by Rhodesia 
radio said the civilian 
terminal, virtually empty 
at the time of the attack, 
appeared to have been the 
target, but a military 
spokesman said there is no 
firm indication this was 
the case. 

A communique reported 
four other persons dead in 
guerrilla violence and said 
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a 41-year-old white man 
was killed by insurgents 
who ambushed his vehicle 
in the Shamva farming 
area some 50 miles nor- 
theast of Salisbury Sunday 
morning. 

The airport, 9 miles from 
the center of Salisbury, is 
the nation’s chief com- 
munications center and 
also a military post, 
housing a major air force 


base that launches air 
strikes against guerrilla 
installations in Zambia 
and Mozambique. 


The communique said 
he attack came about an 
hour before the arrival of 
the last civilian flight of

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Backman talks on institutional problems

“A friend of mine who is mentally 
ill said to me one day, ‘I just want to 
be outside, I just want to be free to 
Toam around. If I hurt someone or 
break a law, put me in jail. But why 
an am I in jail now? I didn’t break a 
Jaw, I didn’t hurt anyone.’”” 

Newton Sen. Jack Backman, speak- 
ing to a very receptive audience of 24 
members of the Ward 3 Newton 
Democratic City Committeelast 
Thursday evening, likened the cur- 
rent treatment of patients in 
Massachusetts mental institutions to 
lawbreakers in prison. 

Backman, who chairs the Senate 
Committee on Human Services and 
Elder Affairs, has devoted the majori- 
ty of his legislative time working 
toward ‘“deinstitutionalizing”’ many 
people who must, for one reason or 
another, be confined to state institu- 
tions, 

During a hearing last November on 
violence in state institutions, 
Backman heard testimony describing 
the conditions in what is supposed to 
be one of the best mental health care 
facilities in the state, the Gabler 
Treatment Unit in the Metropolitan 
State Hospital , Waltham. 

He described one life of one child at 
Gabler for his audience. ‘‘Thirteen- 
year-old , ‘J’, had been in seclusion 
for one year. As a result of a tantrum, 
he was allowed out of the room only 
two times a day. He was counseled 
through the plastic strip of his seclu- 


sion room. He was pale, naked and 
emaciated.” 

Several days after that November 
testimony, Backman received a call 
from a woman whose son . was in 
Gabler, in seclusion 24 hours a day 
she sald. Backman, at the invitation 
of hospital officials, visited the unit 
last Friday and sat in on a staff 
meeting called to discuss the par- 
ticular case of this 15-year-old. 

The boy had been in seclusion for 
about two years. Backman said essen- 
tially he saw the treatment program 
for this boy as a holding program; the 
hospital doing all it believed it could 
do and waiting for the patient to turn 
16 and be transferred to a state in- 
stitution. 

Seclusion, a prime method of treat- 
ment at Gabler, doe not always last 
two years. But Backman believes that 
a second look must be taken at the 
benefit of seclusion. 

Explaining why he favors deinstitu- 
tionalization, that is returning 
capable mental patients, juveniles 
and prisoners to community-based 
treatment centers, Backman cited the 
costs of one detention center in the 
Department of Youth Services 
system. 

“The Worcester Detention Center 
currently costs the state close to 
$450,000 a year. That covers from 3-12 
youths and doesn’t include the 
building maintenance costs. The costs 
are tremendous, and the results are 
pitiful,” he said. ‘There were three 
suicide attempts in one month in 





Worcester last year.” 

In addition, Backman said, there 
are currently 3,000 prisoners in the 
state penal system, and each one is 
costing between $18-and-$20,000. 


Backman told the group of 
Democrats that under community- 
based treatment the state could cut 
costs tremendously. However, as 
pointed out by one Ward 3 represen- 
tative, that would necessitate a 
capital expenditure that the current 
cost-conscious legislature would not 
accept. Furthermore, Backman 
pointed out that unfortunately com- 


munity acceptance of these residental 
homes has not been positive. 

When asked what hope he has for 
things to change, Backman answered, 
“My optimism changes from day to 
day. In fact is it was pretty low today. 
Tt was lucky I was able to talk to such 
an enthusiastic group before the day 
was over.”

Take a recipe traditionally made 
with beef. . . like sauerbraten or pep- 
per steak. Make it with lamb instead 
and you have a whole new taste 
adventure. 

Also, lamb likes the sauces usually 
associated with other meats. For ex- 
ample, finish lamb with au brun, au 
gras, au rouge or au vert sauces. 
Other all-time favorites that go well 
with lamb are tomato, barbecue, 
cream and red wine sauces. 

Most countries have a meat-filled 
pastry among their traditional dishes. 
They, of course, have foreign- 
sounding titles and customarily may 
not have been made with lamb, but 
they can be. 

Less expensive cuts of lamb such as 
shoulder chops and shanks love to be 
cooked within the cozy confines of an 
electric skillet. . . simmering in a 
sauce of their own good juices. 

Electric skillets are terribly handy, 
too. It is easy to divide your electric 
skillet into sections with a foil insert 
and then warm or prepare several 
small dishes at one time. Another 
good feature is the roomy, domed lids 
that allow for more lamb or larger 
cuts. And electric skillets with teflon 
surfaces surely clean-up much more 
quickly and handily than a stove-top 
skillet. 

Remember your electric skillet 
operates on 110 volts, your electric 
range on 220 volts. That's an impor 
tant difference, . . not counting what 
wonders it does for lamb shoulder 
chops when it is used as a wok or for 
braising lamb shanks to a moist, fall 
off-the-bone goodness 


BAKED LAMB SHANK 
WITH TOMATO SAUCE, 
(Lahma Bisaloat Tamation) 
4to6 servings 

4 to 6 lamb shanks, about % pounds 
each, trimmed of fat 

Olive oil 

2 medium-size onions, cut into %4- 
inch slices 

1 teaspoon ground allspice 

% teaspoon ground nutmeg 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

3 cups chopped, canned tomatoes 

Preheat oven to 450 deg. F, Lightly 
coat lamb shanks with oil. Arrange in 
13x2x9-inch baking dish. Bake lamb 
for 30 minutes, turning once.

The formal proceedings 
opened with an invoca- 
tion delivered by Dr. 
Francis Wilson, pastor 
of Centre United 
Methodist Church, 
Malden. William Ran- 
dolph Cohen, Mass. 
Department com- 
mander, led the Pledge 
of Allegiance, after 
which John F. Donovan, 
head assistant registrar 
of the city of Boston, ex- 
tended the best wishes 
of Mayor Kevin H. 
White and read the of- 
ficial proclamation of 
Lincoln Day. 

Leaders of various 
civic fraternal, patriotic 
and veterans’ groups 
extended their official 
greetings, including 
representatives of the 
Women’s Relief Corps; 
the Ladies of the 
G.A.R.; the Daughters 
of Union Veterans of the 
Civil War; Auxiliary to 
the Sons of Union 
Veterans; the American 
Legion; Veterans of 
Foreign Wars; and 
World War I Veterans. 
Violett M. Barnett of 
Roxbury, Mass Depart- 
ment Commander of the 
Allied Orders of the 
Grand Army of the 
Republic, also extended 
her best wishes. 

The proceedings in- 
cluded remarks by Ruth 
A. Messier of Brookline, 
immediate past dept. 
president, Women's 
Relief Corps. She noted 
that the W.R.C. was 
organized in Fitchburg 
on Feb. 12, 1879, and 
that this society is cur- 
rently observing its 
centennary year, The 
Women's Relief Corps is 
thus the world’s oldest 
continuous organization 
rendering assistance to 
veterans and their 
families. 

This year also marks 
the 100th anniversary of 
the Freedmen’s Monu- 
ment to Lincoln in Park 
Square, Boston. In 
presenting a brief sum- 
mary of the history of 
this memorial, James 
P. Tower of Auburndale 
said that the! monument 
was a gift to the people 
of Boston by Moses 
Kimball, a prominent 
civic leader who died in 
1874. It was dedicate on 
April 14, 1879, at 
ceremonies attended by 
most of the prominent 
citizens of the day. 

As the program pro- 
ceeded, renditions of 
President Lincoln's two 
most famous addresses 
were delivered. Richard 
T. Torpey of the Back 
Bay presented a reading 
of the second inaugural 
address, delivered by 
Lincoln on March 4, 
1865, just six weeks 
before his assassina- 
tion. James G. Dennis 
Marley of West Rox- 
bury, commander of 
C.R. Lowell Camp 9, 
S.U.V.C.W., gave the 
Gettysburg Address as

statement of the ideal of 
self-government at the 
dedication of the bat- 
tlefield cemetery for the 
Union and Confederate 
troops, over 53,000 in 
number, who had 
perished during the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg, July 
1-3, 1863. 

The principal speaker 
of the day was John W. 
Sears, former Suffolk 
County sheriff, state 
legislator, M.D.C. com- 
missioner and former 
Republican state chair- 
man. Like the tragic 
death of John F. Ken- 
nedy in our own day, 
Sears said that the 
assassination of 
Abraham Lincoln in 
1865 was a traumatic 
and painful memory to

American people 
recovered only after 


many years. He observ- 
ed that the people of our 
day often quote the 
elevated sentiments and 
lofty goals of these two 
estimable leaders, while 
forgetting the true 
nature of their noble 
spirits, which sought to 
right the injustices of 
the past and strove for 
equality and broadened 
opportunity for those 
deprivetfOf fit rights as 
Americangy(' ¢)

SBA giving loans for repair of flood 
damage to homes, businesses 


Newton property owners whose 
homes or businesses sustained flood 
damage during the heavy rain storms 
may apply for assistance through low- 
interest loans from the Small 
Business Administration (SBA), ac- 
cording to Mayor Theodore Mann. 

“Any citizen whose home or 
business sustained flood damage dur- 
ing the recent rain storms and have 
not done so should contact the SBA in 
order to take advantage of these low- 
interest loans,”’ the mayor said. The 
SBA Disaster Flood Loan Office 
located at 150 Causeway St., Boston, 
is open Monday— Saturday from 8 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

The SBA will have loan application 
forms available until April 2. Loans 
for up to 30 years can be obtained at 
an interest rate of 7.375 percent. In- 
dividuals may obtain loans of up to 
$55,000 for residences and up to 
$250,000 for businesses. 

Individuals should bring to the SBA 
Office their last two years’ federal in- 
come tax returns along with a con- 


tractor's estimate for structural 
damages. Each individual may 
prepare his own estimate for personal 
items damaged during the storms. 
The SBA also requires that a copy of 
the property deed or lease be attached 
to the application. Assistance in com- 
pleting the application will be provid- 
ed by the SBA staff. 

The mayor also noted that residents 
can take individual measures to for- 
tify their homes for protection against 
water damage: 

1. Individuals with sloping 
driveways who do not have a dry well 
should consider installing one in their 
driveway. The dry well should be in- 
spected periodically to insure that it is 
not clogged with leaves and other 
debris. The dry well should be 
pumped out when necessary. 

2. Individuals whose property is 
mostly flat land should consider 
building a foundation drain around 
the edge of the house with a pitch to a 
dry well in the backyard. 

3. Individuals with severe water 


Medical volunteers signing up 
to help in states of emergency 


Newton Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
and Health Commissioner J. Carolyn 
Zavarine, M.D., termed ‘‘gratifying”’ 
the response by physicians and nurses 
residing in Newton to the Health 
Department's project for a referral 
system for nonemergency medical 
assistance within the city. 


The Health Department modeled 
this program on events that happened 
during the Blizzard of 1978, when 
some physicians and nurses provided 
routine care to neighbors requesting 
aid. This neighborliness will now be 
facilitated by the availability of a list 
of volunteers. 


The list will be used only in a 


declared state of emergency and will 
not replace existing services or treat- 
ment. 


According to Jane Roth, communi- 
ty health coordinator, approximately 
2000 letters requesting volunteers to 
the system were sent out, and within 
two days of the mailing over 60 
responses were returned. Since then 
the department has been steadily 
receiving responses. It is not too late 
for interested health professionals to 
volunteer, as there is not time limit to 
the project, according to Ms. Roth.

Backman criticizes Workfare 


State Sen. Jack Backman (D- 
Newton— Brookline) last week accus- 
ed the Massachusetts ‘“workfare’’ 
program of turning out to be “‘an ex- 
pensive failure’ after one year of 
operation. 

“After three years of planning and 
the first year of operation, the 
Massachusetts workfare program has 
turned out to be an expensive failure. 
It has cost over $200,000 in planning 
and $1,100,000 in operating costs, but 
has provided no more than five jobs 
per month to welfare fathers sent to 
job sites,” Backman said in a state- 
ment released with the 
Massachusetts Social and Economic 
Opportunity Council and the 
Massachusetts Coalition against 
workfare.

However, it is questionable whether 
any resulting jobs can actually be at- 
tributed to workfare. According to the 
study made by the Massachusetts 
Social and Economic Opportunity 
Council, more persons would gotten 
jobs in the normal course of events if 
they had not been burdened by 
workfare assignments. 

“What this emphasizes is the need 
for a real job opportunity program. 
Prosperity and economic stability 
will return to this nation when we 
establish a national or state program 
where all persons who want to work 
are given that opportunity at decent 
wages. It is shocking that in a society 
where the work ethic is so strong such 
an economic plan is not the basis of 
public programs,"’ said Backman. 


Program gets 
grant for help 
to alcoholics 


The Waltham Hospital Center for 
Alcohol Problems has received a six 
month, $20,350 grant to finance expan- 
sion of its two-year old program into 
seven west suburban communities. 

The grant, covering the first half of 
1979 and with an identical grant for 
the balance of the year anticipated, 
permits an increase in staff and ser- 
vices for persons with alcohol abuse 
problems and their families. The 
Division of Alcoholism - of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health is funding the expanded pro- 
gram. 

“This permits us to gather a small 
staff to provide information, referral, 
evaluation, counselling, alcohol 
education and outreach in Waltham, 
Weston, Watertown, Pexington, Lin- 
ooln, Newton andWellesley,” explain- 
ed Ron Skinner, alcoholism coor- 
dinator at the 311-bed community 
hospital. 

Skinner explained that the pro- 
gram’s service area has been 
established by the state. Activities 
will be based in a building adjacent to 
the hospital, at 49 Sharon St. at the 
corner of Hope Avenue. An advisory 
board will be developed to give com- 
munity support and direction to the 
Center. Names of potential board 
members are being accepted. 

“The objective is to provide com- 
prehensive community services for 
people with alcohol related problems. 
These services include inpatient and 
residential care, which are already 
available. The grant permits us to of- 
fer out-patient services, which means 
we often can reach people at an 
earlier stage, before inpatient 
hospitalization becomes necessary,"’ 
Skinner said. 

Residents of cities and towns in the 
Center's primary services area who 
might be interested in serving on the 
advisory board are urged to contact 
Mr. Skinner.

Rose can't wait to be Philly

NEW YORK (UPI) — You can tell 
just by looking at him, Pete Rose 
can't wait to put on those new pepper- 
mint pinstripes. 


He's so anxious, in fact, he had the 
Philadelphia Phillies send him one of 
their uniforms, then went to a 
Photographer's studio in Cincinnati 
where he had a picture of himself 
taken in it. Anyone asking for his 
autograph now gets that signed 
scaled-down photo of him in his new 
Phillies’ flannels. 


Next Wednesday, he'll be putting 
them on to go to work. That's when in- 
stead of reporting to the Cincinnati 
Reds for spring training as he has 
done for the past 16 years, he'll report 
to the Phillies for the first time. He's 
looking forward to the change. 


“I'm not gonna play any different 
than I've played in the last 16 years," 
says Rose, who signed for $3.3 million 
with the Phillies two months ago after 
becoming a free agent with the Reds. 
“I'm not gonna try to prove Cincin- 
nati made a mistake by letting me go. 
All I'm gonna try to do is pay back 
(Philadelphia owner) Ruly Carpenter 
for the confidence he had in me.” 


Rose shows some impatience with 
people who ask him what he 
specifically hopes to do for the 
Phillies. Since he made his reputation 
out-hustling everyone else and has 
always given maximum effort, 
realistically, he doesn’t see how he 
can possibly try any harder than he 
has in the past 

“With all the money I make now, I 
don’t get my uniform any dirtier than 
I did when I was 9 years old," he says. 
“The only difference is my mother 
used to wash it. Now the club has it 
dry-cleaned. If I do anything at all dif- 
ferently today than I did as a kid, it’s 
only that I practice more.” 

Almost from the moment he signed 
with the Phillies, the general assump- 
tion was that Rose automatically 
would become their new leader. 
Mostly because they didn’t have an 
old one. 

“I may not be the team leader for 
Philadelphia," says Rose, who will be 
38 in April. ‘It took me a lot of years 
to become that in Cincinnati. I think 
the reason there is no one leader with 
the Phillies is because most of them 
are pretty much the same age. The 
majority of them are in the 28to-32 
bracket and it's hard for a kid 28 to 
look up to someone only a couple of 
years older.” 


Reporting to a new club can be an 
unsettling experience for some 
players. Rose isn’t worried about it 
too much because he knows virtually 
all the Phillies and has a close 
relationship with some. Besides, he 
remembers the first time he reported 
to the Reds in 1963 and after that ex- 
perience, anything else has to be an 
improvement. 

Rose came t spring training with 
the Reds as a second baseman and 
had a contract with Macon of the Sally 
League. Don Blasingame was the 
Reds’ regular second baseman and 
was well-liked by the other members 
of the team. 

“Most of the Reds players resented 
me,"’ Rose says. ‘‘That was because 
they liked Blasingame so much. The 
only two fellows who spent any time 
at all with me were Frank Robinson 
and Vada Pinson. I remember (Cin- 
cinnati newspaperman) Earl Lawson 
handing out a piece of paper to all the 
players asking them whether they 
thought I'd make tthe club or not. The 
only guy who voted yes was Don Blas-, 
ingame. All the rest voted no."” 

Rose doesn't have to worry about 
making the Phillies. Danny Ozark 
already has told him he plans to play 
him at first base and have him hitting 
first.

Rep. David J. Mofenson (D.- 
Newton), House chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, last week told foster 
parents and professionals working in 
the foster care field they ‘‘will not get 
justice without fighting for it." 

Mofenson, keynote speaker for the 
afternoon session of an all day foster 
care hearing in the State House, told 
the group that foster parents are “an 
underrecognized part of the system 
and the people who are on front line. 

“This conference the Newton 
legislator said, ‘hopefully will be the 
beginning of an ongoing and suc- 
cessful lobbying and advocacy effort 
on behalf of foster parents.” 

Mofenson also noted that he has fil- 
ed legislation to make foster parents 
Mandated reporters, thus exempting 
them from civil or criminal liability 
when reporting a child abuse case 

He also has filed legislation for a 
child legal advocacy committee. 
which, when enacted into law, will 
provide for competent legal represen- 
tation for children 

In concluding his address, Mofen- 
son called for the full implementation 
of legislation to create the Depart- 
ment of Social Services. “Don't be 
fooled," he said. “by these who tell 
you the private sector and charities 
can do the job government should be 
doing, they simply don’t have the 

Capability to meet the needs which 
government can meet.”

Asbestos problem 
gets attention of 
nation’s mayors 


A resolution on asbestos, offered by 
Mayor Theodore Mann, will be 
presented to the Conference of 
Mayors meeting in June 1979 after be- 
ing approved by the group's Human 
Development Committee in 
Washington, D.C., recently. 

The resolution adopted by the 
Human Development Committee is as 
follows: 

“As asbestos inhalation has been 
determined to be a source of cancer 
and as asbestos is contained in 
private and public buildings, im- 
mediate steps should be taken by the 
federal government to prevent injury 
to health from asbestos contamina- 
tion. The following should occur 

“a. A study should be undertaken 
which establishes _ permissible 
thresholds of asbestos contamination. 

“b. Buildings containing unaccep- 
table levels of asbestos should receive 
financial assistance from the federal 
government in order to assist them in 
making necessary corrections.” 

The Human Development Commit- 
tee, of which Mann is a member, 
reviewed its support for a national 
health plan, which would ‘guarantee 
a minimal level of care to all 
Americans from the very young to our 
most senior citizens,” the mayor said, 
and underscored the need for 
catastrophe medical care.

Death penalty struck © 


down by court 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) — Rhode Island no 
longer has a death row, but debate over the merits 
of a capitol punishment law will soon echo through 
the Statehouse. 

The Rhode Island Supreme Court Monday struck 
down the state's mandatory death penalty law as a 
violation of the Eighth Amendment ban on cruel 
and unusual punishment. 

There is strong feeling in the Legislature both for 
and against adoption of a new law designed to con- 
form to U.S. Supreme Court guidelines on death 
penalties. 

The 1973 state law mandated ‘‘death by lethal 
gas"’ for any prison inmates or escapees convicted 
of murder while serving sentences for other 
offenses. The court threw it out, saying the law 
didn't allow a judge to consider mitigating 
circumstances. 


Rep. Zygmunt J, Friedemann, D-Warwick, con- 
tends his death penalty bill — scheduled for a Feb. 
28 hearing — will survive any court test ‘‘because it 
provides a trial system, where a case would be 
heard twice by a judge and jury — first for the 
crime, then for the sentence.” 


But Friedemann admits his bill has only a ‘50-50" 
chance of approval by the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee because of member views on the 
controversial subject. 

Chairman Jeffrey J. Tietz, DNewport, says he 
personally is opposed to capital punishment 
“philosophically. I don't believe there is any real in- 
dication that it acts as a deterrent,"’ Tietz said. 


“It has the effect of brutalizing society,"’ he said. 

Gov. J. Joseph Garrahy also doesn’t support 
capitol punishment and recently called himself 
“not a champion of the death penalty.” 

Several powerful Democrats in the Legislature 
want a death penalty law on the books to quickly 
replace the nullified one.

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The ERA issue in Rhode Island 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. 
(UPI) — Rhode Island 
was one of the first 
states to ratify the 
proposed Equal Rights 
Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution, but that 
doesn’t mean _ the 
Legislature has taken a 
firm stand on the issue. 

For the past five 
years, a proposal to tack 
a similar amendment 
onto the state 
constitution has 
languished in a Senate 
committee. So have 
measures to repeal! the 
1972 ratification of the 
federal proposal. 

No action is expected 
on ERA during the 1979 
legislative session. 


Sen. Thomas A. 
DiLuglio, | DJohnston, 
chairman of the Special 
Legislation Committee, 
said he planned no hear- 
ings in the near future 
on either bill. 

“For Rhode Island, 
this is very likely the 
best resolution,’ says 
Rep. Victoria 
Lederberg, 
D-Providence. She is an 
ardent supporter of 
state ERA and a 
spokesman for 
“women’s issues”’ in the 
Legislature. 

“The anti-ERA forces 
are strong enough at 
this point to prohibit 
adoption of our own 
state ERA,” Mrs. 
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Lederberg’ said, ‘‘but 
yet they're not strong 
enough for us to rescind 
the amendment we 
already passed.” 

She doesn't think 
legislators plan to push 
for a state ERA statute 
in the near future. ‘‘It's 
pretty much a ‘don't 
rock the boat, let's wait 
and see what happens’ 
kind of attitude,” Mrs. 
Lederberg said. 

But, state lawmakers 
still introduce legisla- 
tion on the ERA front.

He feels an alternative to this 
type of legislation, and an obligation 
of the employer, is to provide the 
departing employee with a thorough 
and comprehensive exit interview, 
pointing out why they are being 
discharged and how they might im- 
prove at their next job. 

“Businesses feel that they are 
private,’ said Songer, ‘‘and it is 
management's prerogative to set hir- 
ing standards and evaluate an 
employee upoM those standards.” 

The employee access law has been 
in eff8ct in California, Oregon and 
Maine for a number of years.

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Solar 
eclipse: 


last of 
century 


for North 
America

The moon moves 
between Earth and the | 
sun Feb. 26 to create the 
last solar eclipse this 
century in a portion of 
North America. 

The eerie and brief 
daytime blackout will 
occur along a 170-195 
mile wide path looping 
across southern 
Washington and nor- 
thern Oregon, through 
Idaho and central 
Montana, northeast- 
ward across northwest 
North Dakota, into 
cental Canada and north 
to Greenland. 
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Hundreds of} 
astronomers are ex- 
pected to converge 
along that viewing belt 
to take advantage of the 
phenomenon that cuts 
off the light from the sun 
itself, permitting a look 
at the sun's atmosphere 
— the chromosphere 
and corona — for less 
than three minutes. 

A partial eclipse, in 
which the moon does not 
fully mask the solar 
disk, will be visible over 
most of North America 
in varying degrees. 

In Chicago, for 
example, 79 percent of 
the sun will be eclipsed. 
It will be 56 percent in 
Atlanta, 66 percent in 
Dallas, 31 percent in 
Miami, 61 percent in 
New York, 77 percent in 
Los Angeles and 60 
percent in Washington, 
D.C. 

Health authorities 
warn, however, that you 
must not look directly at 
the sun during the 
eclipse, whether it is full 
or partial. The solar 
rays that emerge from 
around the moon can 
cause permanent eye 
damage. 

“When you look at the 
sun, the eye focuses the 
light on the retina and 
heats it just like a 
magnifying glass will 
focus the sun's rays on 
paper and burn a hole,” 
said Dr. Whitney G. 
Sampson, president of 
the American 
Association of Oph- 
thalmology. “A very 
small area in the in- 
terior of the eye is 
literally cooked.” 

Total eclipses occur 
on the average of once 
every year and a half 
somewhere around the 
world. They are perhaps 
the most dramatic of 
nature's spectacles and 
have awed people for 
centuries. 

“I say without 
hesitation anyone with 
the privilege of seeing a 
total eclipse — and I've 
seen four of them — will 
agree it's the most| 
awesome thing they'll) 
ever see flat-footed on 
this planet,” said Dr. | 
Russell C, Maag of 
Missouri Western State | 
College, St. Joseph, Mo 
Maag, chairman of! 
the eclipse expedition | 


Astronomical League, | 
an organization of more | 
than 160 astronomical | 
societies, said his 
committee has been 
working nearly two 
years arranging for 80 
observation sites. 

The earliest historical 
record of a total eclipse 
dates back to Oct. 22, 
2137 B. C. when, ac- 
cording to one account, 
two royal astronomers | 
in China were beheaded 
because they drank too 
much wine and failed to 
shoot arrows and beat} 
the drums that were to! 
drive away the dragon | 
that was devouring the | 
sun. 

A French astronomer, 
Pierre Janssen, was so 
intent on photographing 
the eclipse of 1870, 
during the Franco-| 
Prussian War, that he | 
risked German fire to 
escape from the siege of 
Paris in a balloon. When 
he reached the eclipse 
path over the African 
coast, clouds hid the 
event. 

Weather remains the 
bane of eclipse wat- 
chers. The path from 
which the current 
eclipse can be seen! 
includes some of the 
cloudiest,  foggiest, 
snowiest and coldest 
weather stations in the 
United States. 

At Whitman College, 
in Walla Walla, Wash., 
where an extensive 
series of photographic 
observations is planned, 
astronomy professor 
Katherine Bracher 
reports the skies there | 
have been clear on Feb, 
26 only four times in the 
past 30 years. |

The eclipse will begin 
at 8:09 a.m. PST when, 
barring clouds, the] 
moon's shadow, the 
umbra, touches the} 
Earth at sunrise in the! 
northeast Pacific) 
Ocean. It will sweep} 
eastward at 1,700 miles 
per hour and reach the 
coast just south of the 
Columbia River at 8:14 
am. 

In less than an hour, 
the shadow will sweep 
into Canada, crossing 
southern Manitoba, 
western Ontario and 
Hudson Bay, Baffin 
Island and Davis Strait. 
It will end at sunset in 
Greenland, 90 minutes 
after it began over the 
Pacific. 

The maximum 
duration of the eclipse 
will be 2 minutes and 52 
seconds east of Lake 
Winnipeg, Ontario. The 
maximum width of the 
shadow will be 195 
miles, just south of the 
U.S.-Canadian border 
near Williston, N. D. 

When the moon 
initially covers the sun, 
a series of bright lights 
appear around the edge 
of the darkened sun. 
These “Bailey's Beads” 
are produced by the last 
rays of the solar disc 
visible through valleys 
on the eclipsing moon. 

Bailey's Beads then 
disappear and the black 
disc of the sun is set in a 
ring of rosy light, the 
chromosphere, surr- 
ounded by a halo of 
pearly white light, the 
corona 

The next total solar 
eclipse to be visible on 
North America will 
occur in 2017, 
Hawaiians, however, 
will be able to see a total 
eclipse on July 11, 1991.

warned that its rejection 
by the Senate would lead to 
a dangerous escalation of 
the weapons race. 

“After more than six 
years of negotiations, 
conducted by three ad- 
ministrations, agreement 
has been reached on most 
of the major components of 
a sound and verifiable 
SALT II treaty,” Carter 
said in a major foreign 
policy address at Georgia 
Tech. 

Carter said he will seek 
to conclude a SALT II 
agreement and to respond 
to any Soviet behavior that 
adversely affects U.S. 
interests. 

He also used the oc- 
casion to lay out his ap- 
proach to the United 
States’ role in the world, 

Whether it is the crisis in 
Iran or in Indochina, 
where Chinese troops 
recently crossed the 
border into Vietnam, he 
said, ‘The same principles 
of American policy apply: 
We support the in- 
dependence and integrity 
of the regional nations; we 
will stand by our friends; 
and we will work for 
peace.” 

An administration of- 
ficial said that for the first 
time in SALT negotiations 
with the Soviets, there is 
an agreement of equality 
for both sides in the 
number of weapons. 

However, the official 
insisted that Carter is 
against linkage of the 
SALT pact with Soviet 
activities in world trouble 
spots, saying, “SALT 
should be pursued on its 
own merits.” 

The official said the 
speech “‘states that we 
must match our idealism 
with change in the world 
but with continued reliance 
on prudent U.S. power.” 
He said it was the ad- 
ministration’s view that 
any use of American might 
is designed to help others 
and not to impose 
proscriptions on others. 

Carter also said he 
cautioned Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev this week 
against meddling in the 
political turmoil of Iran. 
He said he personally 
consulted with Brezhnev, 
Chinese Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping and other 
world leaders on Iran. 

“If others interfere 
directly, or indirectly, they 
are on notice that this will 
have serious consequences 
and will affect our broader 
relationship with them,” 
Carter said.

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Bitter enemies tried 
to settle Nicaraguan war 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— Two of the bitterest 
enemies in Latin 
America — Anastasio 
Somoza of Nicaragua 
and Carlos Andres 
Perez of Venezuela — 
met secretly _ last 
summer in a vain effort 
to settle Nicaragua's 
civil strife, UPI learned 
today. 


The two presidents, 
meeting July 30 on the 
tiny Venezuelan island 
of La Orchila, agreed on 
a solution to the crisis 
but the accord later fell 
apart in mutual 
recriminations. 


Highly reliable 
sources said Somoza 
and Perez agreed 
during their 64 hours of 
negotiations to hold free 
elections in Nicaragua 
in 1979. But the election 
never took place and the 
two Latin American 
leaders have been at- 
tacking each other as 
bitterly as ever in re- 
cent months. 


Somoza arrived at the 
island in his private 
plane, accompanied by 
Nicaraguan Foreign 
Minister Julio Quintana 
and his friend Manolo 
Reboso, deputy mayor 
of Miami. 

Perez, who suggested 
the meeting, was ac- 
companied by his 
foreign minister, Simon 
Alberto Consalvi, and 
Venezuelan _ publisher 
Miguel Angel Capriles. 

The only other people 
on the island — a remote 
presidential resort — 
were Perez’ personal 
guard and servants. 

Luis Pallais, editor of 
the Nicaraguan 


child to Polk County 
deputies at Haines City 
Jan. 29 after telephon- 
ing his wife. 

He said he had picked 
up the girl and infant as

Somoza and Perez 
refused to comment 
when questioned about 
their secret meeting, 
but James D. Theberge, 
former US. am- 
bassador to Nicaragua, 
said he was aware of the 
meeting. 


Consalvi refused to 
confirm the talks 
outright, but said he 
“once saw the devil in 
1978, but I do not know if 
it was Gen. Somoza.”” 


As soon as Somoza ar- 
rived in La Orchila, the 
source said, the two 
presidents were alone 
for a three-hour private 
meeting. 

They emerged from 
the meeting for lunch, 
and Perez reported to 
the others a new 
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democratic day for 
Nicaragua was in sight. 


Perez and Somoza, 
who hugged each other 
many times, agreed the 
Venezuelan leader 
would contact the op- 
position in Nicaragua to 
explore conditions for 
taking part in the 
election. 


But near the end of 
August, Perez sent a 
report to the State 
Deparment saying 
Somoza refused to com- 
ply with the agreement. 
Somoza’s friends denied 
the charge and accused 
Perez of  double- 
crossing Somoza by con- 
tacting the State 
Department. 


Perez then accused 
Somoza at the OAS of 
being the worst human 
rights violator in this 
hemisphere, and also 
sent warplanes to Costa 
Rica for use against a 
possible attack by 
Nicaragua. 


Last summer, 
Panama’s strong man, 
Gen. Omar Torrijos, 
broke his friendship 
with Somoza and 
became an ally of 
Perez. 

In the meantime, the 
effort of the OAS to 
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mediate the dispute 
between Somoza and the 
opposition has been fall- 
ing apart, although 
Somoza says he watts to 
resume the dialogue. 

The mediation com- 
mission is made up of 
U.S., Guatemalan and 
Dominican _ Republic 
diplomats.
